Suspect arson 
in station blaze 


Bars sawn, 
suspect gone 

A foresighted prisoner sawed his way 
nut of a cell at Newton police 
headquarters Wednesday morning and 
escaped. 

James B. McGonagle, Jr., 33, address 
unknown, was arrested at about 4 
a.m.Wednesdayafter police responded to 
an alarm at the Manet-Lake Street 
Pharmacy, 17 Commonwealth Ave., and 
found the man on the roof of the building. 

Burglar tools and a bag of drugs were 
found after Police police officers Sgt. 
Frank Halloran, Sgt. Robert McDonald, 
Harold Travers, and Robert Magni 
arrested McGonagle. 

McGonagle escaped between 8 and 8:25 
a.m. by sawing out two bars of the cell in 
which he was confined, according to 
police. After leaving the cell he left the 
building by a back door from the lockup 
leading to stairs down to the parking lot. 
The back door is locked from the outside, 
out by state law, according to Lt. Charles 
Feeley, must have a “panic bar" for exit 
from the inside. 

Since McGonagle had no visitors, and 
no saw has been found, police theorize 
that he had secreted on or in his person a 
"jeweler's wire." 

A local jeweler described the cutting 
instrument as a "lapidary's wire," made 
primarily for cutting stone is also used 
for impregnated cutting glass and metal. 

It is a wire with diamond dust during 
manufacture. Normally used with a 
handle at each end, it can also be used by 
simply holding the wire with both hands. 

The wire is fine and can be rolled up 
into a small coil, easily hidden. 

McGonagle was placed in a cell not 
under surveillance by a TV camera. 
Usually prisoners are put into the first 
two cells, which are under surveillance 
by a closed-circuit television, but the first 
cell was out of service because of a 
plumbing breakdown.

Police-fire 
dispatch unit 
sidetracked 

Another look at the proposed central 
dispatch system for the police and fire 
departments and its possible 
ramifications caused the Board of 
Aldermen Tuesday night at the last 
minute to return the matter to the 
Finance Committee to gel some questions 
answered. 

One major question will be whether the 
savings projected over the next 10 years 
are accurately calculated. 

The central dispatch system, which will 
cost the city $865,000, has been highly 
touted by the mayor's office and the 
police department as providing not only 
the centralized computer equipment that 
is felt necessary for efficiency but also a 
saving of $1.2 million over the next 10 
years. 

The total cost, $977,000, includes 
$312,000 from the federal government. 

Part of the saving will be accomplished 
by staffing the center primarily with 
civilian employees at a lower pay than 
the current pay for the 28 police officers 
and firefighters who staff the two 
separate operations now.

A 43-unit apartment house for the 
elderly, proposed for Paul Street, Newton 
Centre, can be built soon if the Board of 
Aldermen approves height of the five- 
storv building. 

A commitment for nearly $2 million has 
been obtained from the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Ufban Development for 
the project, Planning Director and one- 
man Community Development Authority 
Charles Thomas, disclosed the HUD 
approval last week, and filed a request 
for permissive use to allow the building to 


At a neighborhood meeting July 14, city 
officials will try to a pacify Lower Falls 
residents about housing to be built in the 
Lower Falls renewal area. 

At a public hearing recently, some 
Lower Falls residents appeared to be 
under the impression that the original 
plan called definitely for an equal mix of 
low-income, moderate-income and 
market-rental units in the 60 apartments 
lo be built and now feel that current plans 
for HUD subsidy of all 60 units is a breach 
of faith. 

The request for proposal for 
development, in fact, said, “If feasible, 
the Newton Redevelopment Authority 


exceed 40 feet in height. 

A zoning amendment passed in 
October, 1976, restricts the height of 
building in Business A and B districts. 
The Paul Street site, adjacent to Centre 
Street, is in Business B. 

The amendment was passed to calm 
neighborhood fears that a six-story office 
building might be built on the Paul Street 
land, after it appeared that the elderly 
housing would not go through. 

The Paul Street housing was originally 
proposed at 60 units, then was gradually 


would prefer an equal distribution of low-, 
moderate-, and market-income housing." 

At one time, financing was to have been 
through the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency, which would have 
required some market-level rentals. 

Now that HUD is financing the project, 
the developers have requested HUD 
subsidy for all 60 units, in case they are 
unable to rent the higher-cost apart¬ 
ments. 

Residents do not want all 60 units to be 
occupied by low-income tenants. 

The urban renewal plan called for 20-25 
units for low-income elderly tenants, and 
"the majority of the balance" to be for 
low- and moderate-income tenants, and 
subsequently determined that an equal 


cut to the present 43 units. The final 
reduction was thought to have been so 
severe that HUD would not approve the 
cost, now fixed at $1,813,283 all-inclusive. 

Thomas said this week he is aiming at a 
construction contract signed by Oct. 1; 
construction itself will take an estimated 
18 months. 

Neighbors are still opposed to the 
height of the building. A public hearing is 
set for Aug. 8 before the I-and Use 
Committee.

The Newton Upper Falls railroad 
station, built in 1852, was destroyed by 
two fires within an hour of each other at 
around midnight Monday. 

On Tuesday the MBTA, owner of the 
building, received notice in the mail that 
Newton Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser had condemned the building about 
two weeks ago. 

Both fires in the 1 ‘z story wood frame 
building were believed to be set. 

Fire Chief Harvey Preble said rubbish 
was set on fire before the first telephone 
alarm came in at 11:09 p.m. Monday, 
July 4, and all fire apparatus returned 20 
minutes later. 

The second telephone alarm for the 
structure came in at 12:44 a.m. Tuesday, 
with all engines returning at 12:59 a.m. 

Chief Preble said engines 3, 6, 7, and 
ladder 2 responded to both fires along 
with Assistant Chief Edward Reilly. 

The second fire was believed to set with 
a flammable liquid, the chief said. 

Upper Falls historian Kenneth 
Newcomb, who had been working with 
other residents to preserve the historic 
building, said of the destruction, “It kind 
of makes you a little embittered." 

Newcomb cynically said Tuesday 
morning, "It was appropriate to lose your 
heritage on the Fourth of July. 

"I'm not going to get involved with 
anything historical," (again)," he said, 
citing inactivity of the governmental 
bodies and officials that he had beer, 
prodding to take care of the station.

A stale education official has essen¬ 
tially dismissed a complaint by a Newton 
Centre woman that the Weeks Junior 
High School English curriculum does not 
supply adequate role models for women 
and minorities' according to a letter 
received by the superintendent Wen- 
desday. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said Wednesday that Charles Glenn, 
director of the Bureau of Equal 
Educational Opportunity in the State 
Department of Education, sent him a 
copy of a letter sent to Jeanne Speizer of 
80 Manemel Rd., Newton Centre. 

Ms. Speizer, who holds a doctorate 
degree in education, had charged that the 
12 books required for Weeks students to 
read in English do not present women and 
minorities in a strong enough light to 
satisfy Chapter 622 of the Acts of 1971. 

That law prohibits discrimination in 
schools on the basis of sex, race, color, 
religion, or nalional origin, 

Director Glenn’s letter to Ms. Speizer 
noted that the School Department agreed 
to change one book in its required list — 
Ernest Hemingway's "Old Man in the 
and the Sea." 

According to the superintendent Glenn 
said, "While the Newton schools, no 
doubt, have a long way to go, the evidence 


Commuter Rail Division, said Wed¬ 
nesday that he would have the remaining 
burned out structure torn down as soon as 
he is sure no historical group is interested 
in it.

Board creates new 
ad hoc committee 


The Hoard ol Aldermen created yet 
another committee of itself Tuesday 
night when it approved an "ad hoc 
committee on transportation.” 

The proposal was offered by Aid. Susan 
Schur and Carol Ann Shea. 

Schur explained to the Board that now 
transportation matters are referred to 
v arious committees, and she thinks they 
should be all in one committee. 

Aid. Sidney Small suggested that the 
Hoard president could be asked sunply to 
refer all transportation-related matters 
to one existing committee, and Aid. John 
Stewart asked that the measure be sent to 
the Legislation & Rules Committee for a 
"defined function” of the new conumtlee. 

For example, Stewart said, "Do 
taxicabs belong to transportation?" They 
are now handled by the Consumer Affairs 
& Licenses Committee. 

Stewart saw the probability of overlap 
and confusion among committees such as 
Street Traffic, City Wanning and CAL. 

A motion to send the proposal lo the 
I Alt Committee failed by a 9-15 vote. 

The measure was passed by a 15-9 vote. 

In other business the Hoard voted lo 
extend until Oct. 1 strict enforcement of 
the fairly new sign ordinance. Amend¬ 


ments are expected from the Planning 
Department. 

The appointment of William Hen¬ 
drickson as the third member of the 
Board of Assessors was approved. The 
action brings the board up to full strength 
for the first time since March. 

The Board approved a recom¬ 
mendation by the Legislation & Rules 
Committee that the restriction on number 
of terms lo be served by members of the 
School Committee be the subject of a 
ballot question this November. The four- 
terni limit in the city charter was upheld 
by the voters two years ago. 

Free parking in municipal metered 
parking lots for citizens over age 65 was 
approved 22-2, with Aid. Wendell 
Bauckman and Robert Stiller opposed. 

An increase in dog fines from $15 per 
offense of letting dogs run loose to $15 for 
the first offense and $25 per offense 
thereafter was defeated on a 12-12 vote. 

Another effort to streamline business of 
the Hoard was defeated, as a rules 
amendment offered by Aid. Robert 
Tennant was voted down 19-5. Tennant 
wanted all proposed legislation to be

Number of potential 
candidates reaches 78

Less than one month remains before 
the filing deadline for candidates in the 
fall city elections. 

As of this week, there are nine people 
with nominatit n papers for mayor, 51 
with papers for aldermanic races and 18 
contemplating School Committee seats. 

Newton city elections are non-partisan. 
In races where there are more than twice 
as many candidates as their are seats, 
preliminary elections will he held in 
October. 

Preliminary races are shaping up for 
mayor, alderman-at-large in Wards 6 and 
8, ward alderman in Wards 1 and 3, and 
School Committee in Wards 1, and 2, and 
possibly 3. 

In order to officially become a can¬ 
didate, the people that now have 
nomination papers must have them 
signed by the required number of 
registered Newton voters and return 
them for certification to the Newton 
Election Commission no later than 5 p.m. 
on Aug. 2. 


Once certified, the "candidate" ac¬ 
tually becomes a candidate. 

ll is expected that not all people now 
holding nomination papers will file; some 
may not have enough certified signatures 
lo qualify. 

Candidates for mayor must gather 400 
signatures. Candidates for alderman-at- 
large and School Committee need 150. 
Candidates for ward alderman need 50. 

Mayor 

The total of nine people with 
nomination papers for mayor has 
remained unchanged for several weeks. 

Serious contenders for the four-year 
mayoral job include the incumbent, 
Theodore D. Mann; Aid. Eliot Cohen, 
chairman of the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee; Aid. Richard Bullwinkle, 
vice chairman of the aldermanic Finance 
Committee; and State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington, a former aldermen. 

The other potential candidates are. 
Aid. James Miller of Newton Upper Falls, 
completuig lus first term on the Board of 
Aldermen; David J. Berkley of 
NcwtonviUe, whose base of support ap¬ 
pears to be Uie Nonantum coiiunumty;

Aldermanic races to date show the 
incumbents facing little opposition, and 
action centered in the wards where 
vacancies are occurring.

In 
contrast, the Ward 1 ward alderman seat 
being vacated by Aid. Andrew Magni has 
six potential candidates.

Consumer group thanks Drinan 
for work on sugar negotiations 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan iD-Newton) has in¬ 
troduced a resolution calling 
for the President to initiate a 
mutual moratorium on nuclear 
weapons testing by the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Drinan's resolution, which 
has now won the sponsorship of 
19 other members of the House, 
also urges the President to 
submit to the U.S.S.R. and all 
other nations a proposal for a 
permanent treaty to ban all 
nuclear explosions. 


"Our national security would 
never be jeopardized under my 
proposal," Drinan said, 
"because in the event of a 
Soviet refusal to comply with 
the moratorium, we could 
simply resume testing our¬ 
selves. The U.S.S.R. would 
then bear full responsibility for 
the continued escalation of the 
nuclear arms race." 

Drinan said his resolution 
pursued the same strategy 
employed successfully by 
President Kennedy in

achieving the 1963 limited 
nuclear test ban. At that time, 
Kennedy stated his intention to 
halt immediately all nuclear 
testing in the atmosphere and 
his expectation that the Soviet 
Union would follow suit. 

"Once again it is in our 
national interest to initiate a 
nuclear testing moratorium," 
Drinan said. "It will be a 
crucial first step toward 
halting the nuclear weapons 
build-up that is imperiling 
world peace. It will also 
provide momentum for a 
successful resolution of the Salt 
II talks." 

The Massachusetts 
lawmaker said his resolution 
would implement the goals set 
by President Carter, who in his 
first press conference as chief 
executive, said, "I would like 
to proceed quickly and 
aggressively with a com¬ 
prehensive test ban treaty. I 
am in favor of eliminating the 
testing of all nuclear devices, 
instantly and completely." 

Noting that his own 
resolution is identical to one 
introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Kennedy, Drinan said 
Congress "could make a 
lasting contribution to world 
peace by endorsing a nuclear 
test ban.” 


Gene A. Blumenreich, 34, of 
20 Burr Rd., Newton Centre, 
has announced his candidacy 
for alderman-at-large from 
Ward 6. 

Blumenreich, who beaded

Blumenrich said he decided 
to run for alderman-at-large 
because, "I am convinced that 
city government, even in 
periods of fiscal austerity, can 
still provide excellent service 
and improve the quality of our 
daily life. This means, 
however, that our leaders must 
be innovative, willing to 
analyze problems and set 
priorities." 

As chairman of the 
Ambulance Committee, he was 
primarily responsible for the 
training of 36 police remits in 
extensive emergency medical 
procedures and assisting the 
city in the introduction and 
sponsorship of car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation 
courses to the general public at 
practically no cost to the City. 

"Thanks to these courses," 
said Blumenreich "we were 
able to make a significant 
improvement in the quality of 
health care in Newton." 

Blumenreich was educated 
at Harvard Law School and the 
University of Virginia. He and 
his wife, Peggy, are the 
parents of Megan, 9; Stephen 
6; and Kate 3. A partner in the 
Boston law firm of Fine & 
Ambrogne, Blumenreich has 
long been involved in com¬ 
munity activities. From 1970 to 


1975, he served as a director 
and general counsel to the 
Cambridgeport Problem 
Center, one of the first multi¬ 
disciplinary service centers in 
the country. He helped design 
the center's then combination 
of legal, medical and social 
service approaches in dealing 
with the problems of its 
adolescent population. This 
combined approach has now 
been adopted by many multi-

service agencies including the 
Newton-Wellesley Multi-Se¬ 
rvice Center. 

He was a director and 
general counsel of the Lupus 
Erythematosus Foundation, an 
educational and fundraising 
charitable corporation for this 
little-known, but widespread, 
disease. He also played a role 
in bringing together 
representatives of similar 
foundations across the country 
and helped in forming a 
national foundation. 

Blumenreich said that one of 
his major interests in the 
aldermanic position is in the

Judicial Council to 
study juvenile juries 


review and formation of the 
City’s budget. 

"A budget,” he explained 
"merely indicates how an 
organization uses money to 
perform its functions. All too 
often, the programs of agen¬ 
cies or department are 
forgotten when the budget is 
reviewed. The public suffers 
when needed programs are 
insufficiently funded while 
programs no longer useful 
continue to be funded out of 
habit." 

As treasurer of the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston Mental 
Health Area Board, he was 
responsible for establishing 
budget procedures for local 
mental health agencies, 
opening the budget process to 
citizens. 

"After this was ac¬ 
complished, we found and have 
been able to deal with some 
serious, but previously uii 
detected, defects in the way we 
were providing mental health 
service to the community.” 

Blumenreich is a director of 
Town Bank and Trust Com¬ 
pany, Brookline, and a 
member of its executive 
committee and also serves as a 
director of several cor¬ 
porations involved in printing, 
manufacturing, finance, 
chemical research and 
development and other 
business pursuits in the New 
England Area. 

In addition to serving as 
chairman of the Ambulance 
Committee, he has also served 
the city as a member of the 
Mayor's Health Advisory 
Committee. 

As a result of his com¬ 
prehensive approach on the 
ambulance committee and the 
many areas of social concerns 
on which he has worked, 
Blumenreich reports that he 
has received offers of support 
from many diverse elements. 


Because of the persistent 
efforts of two Newton youths, 
the Massachusetts Judicial 
Council has been, requested to 
investigate the establishment 
of advisory juries, made up of 
young persons, in the juvenile 
courts. 

For four years, Ralph 
Sherman and Jeffrey Rubin, 
now students at Newton South 
High, have been using their 
right of petition to get the 
legislature to adopt a bill to 
create juvenile juries. 

These juries would sit at the 
trial of a juvenile who 
requested such a jury trial. 
With the help of their 
representative, David J. 
Mofenson, House Chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs, 
the legislature passed and 
Governor Dukakis signed into 
law a resolve asking the 
Judicial Council to make 
recommendations and 
proposals concerning juvenile 


juries in its 1977 annual report. 

"When we talk about Jury by 
one’s peers," said Mofenson, 
"we should mean one's peers. 
Legislation based on this 
resolve will be a substantive 
step forward." 

The Sherman-Rubin 
legislation, which became the 
Judicial Council Resolve, 
would provide for a trial by 
jury in juvenile cases, if the 
child subject to a complaint 
requests a jury trial. This jury 
would be composed of lifts of 
children, ages 15 through 17, 
furnished by the clerk of the 
juvenile clerk or principal of 
the public high school in the 
city or town in which the child 
resides. Jury duty would be for 
no longer than 10 days.

The president of the 
nationally-recognized Cons¬ 
umer Federation of America 
has issued a letter of com¬ 
mendation to Congressman 
Robert Drinan (D-Mass.) for 
Drinan's successful efforts to 
gain consumer representation 
at the recent international 
negotiations between sugar 
producing and consuming 
nations in Geneva. 

Lee Richardson, one of three 
returning consumer 
representatives in the 
American delegation to the 
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Geneva conference wrote 
Drinan, "I am pleased that 
your effort to gain consumer 
representation on the U.S. 
delegation to Geneva made 
such an impact on the State 
Department." 

The international sugar 
conference in Geneva ter¬ 
minated last May 27 with no 
new agreement on the 
stabilization of international 
sugar prices. However, Cong. 
Drinan remained optimistic 
about the resumption of 
negotiations in September of 
this year. 

"We intend to ensure con¬ 
tinued consumer represen¬ 
tation in the American 
delegation and continued 
consumer impact on major 
decisions about price ceilings 
on sugar," Drinan said. 

"When we realize that each 
one cent increase in the 
wholesale price of a pound of 
sugar costs American con¬ 
sumers more than $200 million 


in added food costs," Drinan 
added, "we can appreciate the 
significant impact a new 
International Sugar 
Agreement will have on 
American sugar consumers." 

In early March of this year 
the Massachusetts lawmaker 
introduced a measure lo 
amend the Trade Act of 1974 by 
requiring the International 
Trade Commission to examine 
and report on the impact on 
domestic sugar prices if import 
quotas are imposed. 

Drinan also initiated an 
effort lo keep sugar prices at a 
reasonable level by appealing 
successfully to Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance for con¬ 
sumer representation at the 
recent Geneva sugar 
negotiations. 

Imst week Drinan spoke out 
on behalf of consumers by 
opposing on the House floor the 
Carter Administration’s 
proposed $240 million federal 
subsidy to the sugar industry.

Aid. Sidney Small, a prin¬ 
cipal supporter and advisor of 
mayoral candidate Aid. Eliot 
( "hen. this week charged that 
analyses of Board of Aldermen 
attendance and actions by a 
political group. Center, have 
been planned between in¬ 
cumbent Mayor Theodore 
Mann and t.ie cochairman of 
Center. 

Center consists of five 
people, with no formal 
membership group. 

Small said Tuesday that in 
his opinion Center was 
established to discredit the 
Board of Aldermen generally, 
and especially those members 
who are running for mayor. 
Besides Cohen. Aid. Richard 
Bullwinkle and James Miller 
have announced their can¬ 
didacies for mayor. 

Small was stung by Center's 
first report, on the number of 
roll calls missed by each 
alderman. Small missed more 
roll call votes than any 
alderman, 

Small so far maintains that 
he is not a candidate for 
reelcction to the Board, where 
he has served for 10 years. 

Small said in a prepared 
statement, “It is strange that 
Cornell fCenter cochairman A. 
Jefferson Cornell) chose the 
Board of Aldermen as his focus 
this particular election 
year. . . Perhaps Mr. Cornell 
is seeking political office once 
again and is using Center as his 
political vehicle for exposure." 

“But where is he getting his 
funds? Is Center involved in 
the campaign for the mayor?" 
Small’s statement continued. 

Cornell has run for alderman 
and state representative. 

Small suggested that Cen¬ 
ter's motive for its activity in 
relation to the Board of 
Aldermen is not what it has 
claimed — to whip up some 


interest in the aldermanic 
elections. 

“The motive that they must 
have is to make the members 
of the Board of Aldermen look 
as bad as possible so that an 
incompetent mayor by con¬ 
trast would look good," Small 
said. 

“It should be noted that in 
most all of Mayor Mann’s past 
campaigns one of his most 
ardent supporters has been Mr. 
Cornell." 


Mayor Theodore Mann 
denies any connection between 
himself and the establishment 
of Center. "I did not set it up," 
he said, “and I am not involved 
and have not contributed to 
Center." more 
“Mr. Small’s allegations are 
not true, and I’m surprised at 
him. The information they 
have had published is public 
information. If people are hurt 
by the the truth, if the shoe fits, 
wear it." the mayor said. 


Aldermen's actions 
ruled legal and valid 


T he suggestion by a political 
organization. Center, that 90 
items acted on by the Board of 
Aldermen may not be valid has 
been pooh-poohed by two 
aldermen and the city solicitor. 

Center in turn this week 
celled Board President Joseph 
McDonnell’s response to 
Center “rhetorical arrogan¬ 
ce." 

Aid. Mark White also refuted 
publicly Center's charges that 
absence of quorums at some 
committee meetings may have 
invalidated actions by the full 
Board. 

The gist of all responses to 
Center was that acceptance of 
committee reports by the 
Board, and the failure of any 
alderman to object to the lack 
of a quorum, constitute a 
waiver or suspension of the 
rules that require a quorum of 
a committee to make a 
recommendation. 

However, City Solicitor 
Howard Irvine said in his 
written opinion to McDonnell 
lhat it would be better in the 
future to adhere more formally 


to the rules and orders of the 
Board or amend them to 
provide for committee action 
without a quorum. 

All the participants in the 
defense of the Board of 
Aldermen pointed out that the 
legal and binding action is that 
taken by the Board of Aider- 
men, not that taken by its 
committees. 

Center, whose main stated 
purpose is to draw public at¬ 
tention the the election of the 
aldermen this fall — a race it 
feels will be obscured by the 
more politically charged 
contests for mayor and School 
•Committee — said recently it 
plans to continue research into 
the matter and “hopes to 
present additional evidence 
... in the near future.” 

Although McDonnell feels an 
explicit waiver of the rules is 
not necessary, he did ask for 
votes to suspend the rules 
Tuesday night at the meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen when 
it was voting on a matter 
reported with a 3-1 committee 
vote.

CETAwill hirelOOOjobless 


The Newton Area CETA 
program has more than $10 
million in federal funding to 
hire persons unemployed for 
more than 15 weeks and is 
desperately looking for 
qualified applicants. 

Applicants are being sought 
"for the current 300 openings, 
and up to 700 other jobs should 
be available by Aug. 30. 

Richard Moynihan, director 
of the program under the 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA) 
office in Waltham, has en¬ 
couraged previous applicants 
for CETA jobs to renew their 
applications, which is a brief 
process. 

Newton Mayor Theodore 
Mann, chairman of the Newton 
Area CETA program, was 
upset at federal and state 
authorities for not giving 
adequate guidance for the use 
of the $10 million. 

However, he said at a press 
conference Friday that he was 
pleased the area got the 
money. 

Unemployment in the 10- 
lown area covered by this 
CETA subgrantee program 
ranges currently from 6.8 to 7.2 
percent' but to be eligible for 
the current jobs people must 
. not have had any income 
within the past 15 weeks. 

To help find those unem¬ 


ployed people CETA will have 
two motor homes traveling 
through Newton, Waltham, 
Brookline, Bedford, Dover, 
Lexington, Lincoln, Needham, 
Wellesley, and Weston. 

The vans will be around the 
area starting on Monday, July 
11, but the CETA office had not 
confirmed the locations by 
Thursday morning. . 

The first round of job 
openings conies from the 
granting of $2 million to public 
and nonprofit agencies that 
have found suitable work for 
skilled and unskilled CETA 
workers to perform. 

In Newton there are 11 such 
projects, but one of them is 
held up because of the federal 
Davis-Bacon act which 
requires construction done 
with federal funds must pay 
workers the prevailing union 
wage. 

State Secretary of Economic 
Development and Manpower 
Affairs Howard Smith said 
Thursday that Mayor Mann 
and CETA administrators will 
have to try to reach an 
agreement with local trade 
unions before construction 
projects funded by CETA 
begin.

Carter the engineer bombed B-t

Enforcement of criminal laws for posses¬ 
sion of marijuana has definately decreased 
in recent years. Part of the reason is that 
such prohibitions are virtually impossible to 
enforce—as Americans should have learned 
during their experience with the 18th 
Amendment—but it is also because of 
doubts over the possible ill effects of mark 
juana and how much government should 
interfere in what may be personal matters. 

Can or should government work overtime 
trying to keep people from injuring 
themselves? 

Four years ago New York State enacted a 
very tough anti-drug law to try to stem the 
rising traffic in illegal drugs, particularly in 
New York City. The law included the death 
penalty for repeated pushers. It mandated 
prison terms. A considerable amount of 
money was spent in trying to enforce the 
law. 

A committee of the Association of the Bar 
of the City of New York has studied the 
resulted.. The conclusion is that heroin use 
was as widespread in New York City in 1976 
as it was before the law was passed. The 
illegal use of soft drugs such as marijuana 
has increased. There is. of course, no way to 
determine whether the increases would 
have been greater without the tough law. 

"Marijuana taken on a regular basis, like 
alcohol and tobacco, is a very dangerous 
substance.” reports Gabriei Nahas. a 
research professor in Columbia University's 
anesthesia department. Since alcohol is 
restricted only for minors—and not very 
effectively—and tobacco merely gets a war¬ 
ning label, is there really much sense in 
massive attempts to penalize the users of 
marijuana or even of the hard drugs? 

The New York committee also reported 
that drug abuse of all kinds “is deeply 
rooted in deeper social maladies ... is part 
of a wider complex of problems that in¬ 
cludes family break-down, unemployment, 
poor income and education, feeble in¬ 
stitutional structures, and loss of hope.” 

There is really nothing new in the conclu¬ 
sion. A very Straight-Puritan poet three 
centuries ago wrote in Paradise Lost: 

So farewell hope. and. with hope, farewell 
fear. 

Farewell remorse: all good to me is lost. 

Evil, be thou my good. 

John Milton realized that the loss of hope 
opened the way to all sorts of despairing 
remedies. Tough laws are no answer to the

Statement of Policy 

The aim of the Newton Graphic editorial 
page is to present opinions from many 
different "perspectives.”

Only editorials labeled as such represent

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President Carter's bold decision to kill the B-l reflects the 
full interplay of forces working in Washington today. It 
demonstrates the importance of personality in and around 
the presidency, and the relative weakness of institutions 
and lobbies when facing complex technical choices. And it 
underlines again the urgency of reaching a new arms 
control accord with the Soviet Union. 

The personal experience of Mr. Carter himself played the 
dominant role. For once the unfamiliarity with most policy 
issues which causes him to embrace conflicting goals was 
switched off. The technical expertise of the former engineer 
was in full play. 

Carter was able, as no previous President, to plunge into 
the full details of the B-l as a weapons system and to 
compare it against competing systems. Unlike previous 
Presidents he was not constrLined by the “When in doubt, 
hesitate" logic. He did not, in uncertainty, take the easy 
decision that would have aroused only minimal controversy 
— the decision to buy a few of the supersonic bombers. 
Instead he saw clearly, and took the hard decision to kill the 
program entirely. 

Two associates seem to have played leading roles in his 
decision. There was the strong and pervasisve influence of 
the director of the Office of Management and Budget, Bert 
Lance. Mr. Lance argued powerfully that the heavy cost of 
the B-l would compromise the President’s hope of reaching 
a balanced budget by the end of his first term. 

Equally important was the evolving role played by 
Secretary of Defense Harold Brown. He believed the B-l 
was a technically good aircraft. But he discovered that 
much the same kinds of capability could be achieved at 
lower cost by a cruise missile fired by a B-52 or some other 
standoff platform. So the case he made for the B-l was as a 
kind of second-choice back-up insurance for the cruise 
missile. When faced with a choice between the two, he 
apparently came out against the bomber. 

The split between Mr. Lance and Dr. Brown reflected the 
basic weakness of the Congress, and the lobbies of the so- 
called military-industrial complex. They too were divided. 
The B-l had its adherents in the Air Force, in certain sec¬ 
tors of labor and industry, notably Rockwell which had the 
B-l contract, and of course in the Congress. 

But the cost of the plane, and the availability of a cheaper 
substitute built a strong opposition. Defense-minded 
Democrats such as Sen. Henry - Jackin of Washington 
preferred the cruise missile and standoii Domber to the B-l. 


The Navy and the Army had a vested interest in rapid 
development of the cruise missile which can be used on the 
sea and on land as well as in the air. 

The House vote to support continued production of the B-l 
was significant chiefly because of the size of the opposition. 
One hundred and seventy-eight Congressmen voted to kill 
the bomber — an enormous number for burying a weapons 
system as distinct from a blind, across-the-board cut in 
military spending. Even if the B-l finally clears the Senate, 
which is highly doubtful. President Carter would have no 
trouble picking up the extra 60 votes in the House necessary 
to block funding for the bomber if its proponents fight to the 
bitter end. 

Lastly, there is the one unfortunate result of the B-l 


decision — its impact on arms control. The U.S. is now fully 
committed to developing the cruise missile. It Is small, easy 
to hide, and capable of carrying nuclear as well as con¬ 
ventional warheads. Verification of range and destructive 
power present very hard problems for those seeking to 
write arms control agreements limiting the cruise missile. 

A new arms control agreement with Russia, which was 
the priority item on the agenda even before the B-l decision, 
now acquires even greater urgency. The arms race is 
hotting up in ways that could get out of control. The fact 
needs to be driven home to the Russians who seem not to 
understand the President, and that is one reason why it 
makes sense to hold an informal, get-acquainted summit 
meeting at an early date. 


The uranium price conspiracy

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NEW YORK — In a matter of two years — between 1972 
and 1974 — the price of uranium rose sevenfold from $6 to 
$42 a ton. The jump had nothing at all to do with the revered 
law of supply and demand. The increase was artificially 
imposed by a worldwide cartel — an organized monopoly 
that established the extortionary price by fiat. 

All this was more or less of a secret until very recenUy. 
About a year ago, the Australian branch of Friends of the 
Earth put out a document in which they insisted that there 
was such a cartel that was holding meetings to set prices, to 
carve up world markets, and to do this while hiding the 
machinations. But very little mind was paid to this expose' 
by these Down-Under Naderites. 

But now the douse of Representatives Interstate and 
Foreign. Commerce subcommittee has come up with new 
evidence drawn from top executives of Gulf Oil. The cartel, 
it appears, held secret meetings in Paris and Johan¬ 
nesburg. The participants came from Canada, France, 
Australia, South Africa, and an English-based mining 
company rolled Rio Tinto Zinc. 

Just how much this price conspiracy will cost American 
consumers is in dispute. Gulf Oil says it is a negligible sum. 
Irwin Landes, chairman of the New York State legislative 
committee that is digging into the operaUon of cartels, 
estimates that the cost to the citizens of his state alone will 
be about $1 billion in the next three years. 

Whether it will cost us much or little, there is no doubt 
that somebody somewhere has been paying seven times as 
much as he normally should have been paying. And the 
reason is summed up in a word: cartel. 

Gulf Oil says it is innocent. The Canadians pushed the 
giant company into the cartel. Our northern neighbor 
simply told Gulf that if the American company wished to 
continue mining uranium in Canada, the U.S. corporation 
w ould have to become a member of the cartel and would 
have to adhere to the rules of the club. 


Rep. Albert Gore, D.-Tenn., scoffed at this excuse. “Your 
argument,” he told the Gulf executive, “is that Gulf is some 
kind of corporate Patty Hearst, forced to act against your 
will." 

The hearings have outraged the Canadian government. 
They insist that they are not the prime culprits. Instead 
they point the finger of guilt at the American corporations. 

Canadian Finance Minister Donald Macdonald says that 
the American companies have been driving Canada and 
other uranium producers out of the world market by selling 
the precious metal at prices that were artificially low. 
Macdonald called these “predatory" tactics. 

"We acted to protect ourselves from these predatory 


American tacUcs," he explained. “And now they’re saying 
•You are maintaining a cartel."' 

So now we know, from Macdonald himself, just why 
Canada did what it did. Its action to fix prices on uranium 
was purely defensive. 

What does all this tell us about our vaunted system of free 
enterprise? It says that wherever possible, the biggies — 
w hether governments or corporations — will try to protect 
themselves against the dangers of free enterprise by for¬ 
ming oligopolies, monopolies, cartels and other devices for 
fixing prices. And, of course, to continue to preserve the 
myth of free enterprise, it will conspire to keep the fix a 
secret. 


Summertime and living seems easy

For once it's summertime and the living 
really is easy. No war, impeachment, election 
or olher crisis imposes burners to the en¬ 
joyment of sun and surf. 

But we now savor an unbought ease, the 
product of luck more than design. The Carter 
administration, if it wants to preserve the 
sunny outlook, will have to perform far more 
effectively in the second half of this year than 
it did in the first. 

At home the source of all good news comes 
on the economic front. The recovery from the 
recession of 1975 continues in a relatively 
strong way. Production is up, and unem¬ 
ployment has dipped below the 7 per cent 
mark for the first time in months. 

.Moreover, the inflation which seemed to 
threaten during the first quarter of this year 
is not gaining force rapidly. In May the 
consumer price index advanced at a 6 per 
cent annual rate - which was below the figure 
for three of the four previous months. 

But how come the recovery is not 
generating a new inflation? Certainly not 
because President Carter has lived up to 
campaign promises to make a direct attack 
on prices and wages. On the contrary the 
administraUon has consistently backed away 
from battle with labor and business on Uiat 
front. 

It has not yet even named a new director of 
the Council on Wage and Price Stability - a 
critical post in dealing with inflation. Though 
a fine economist, Barry Boaworth of the 
Bookings Institution, is scheduled for the job, 
his appointment is hung up pending 
reorgamzaUon of the President's Executive 
Office. If — as is at least possible — the 
Council were to be puslied out of the 
President's office, the move would be a death 
blow to an already feeble effort. 


So far Uie weak performance has been 
obscured by developments on the fuel and 
food fronts which, now as in much of Uie 
recent past, have been decisive for price 
behavior. The great 12 per cent inflation of 
1974, for example, seems to have been largely 
generated by the quadrupling of oil prices in 
the previous year and the Russian grain 
shortage of the year before. 

This year, fortunately, bumper crops here 


and m Hussia assure a grain surplus. Two big 
new oil sources — the North Sea and the North 
Slope in Alaska — are conung onstream. 
Accordingly, fuel and food coats are expected 
to rise by only 7 per cent this year, for an 
overall rise of an estimated 6.7 per cent in 
consumer prices. But nobody can reasonably 
expect good harvests and new oil sources in 
coming years. 

On the international side, Uie central fact is 


that President Ford and Secretary of State 
Kissinger turned over to the Carter ad-_ 
ministration a world at peace, with good 
prospects for further easing of tensions. The 
road to an arms accord had been opened by 
the Vladivostok summit with Secretary 
General Brezhnev. 

Middle East prospects had been enor¬ 
mously improved by the outcome of the 
Lebanese civil war. Relations with the allies 
had been knitted up in the economic summits 
at Rambouillet and Puerto Rico. By support 
of majority rule in Rhodesia, the U.S. had 
been decoupled from white supremacists in 
Africa without becoming too deeply engaged 
in that continent’s turbulent internal affairs. 

Mr. Carter, in a kind of zero-based foreign 
policy, lias tried to do everything differenUy. 
With predictable results. 

His new disarmament package, and his 
emphasis on human rights, have soured 
relations with Russia. By explicitly putting at 
the lop of the Near East agenda the issue 
which ought to be left unplicit and to the end- 
llie issue of a Palestinian homeland - he has 
put the U.S. on collision course with Israel, 
and compromised this country's role as an 
honest broker. By insisting on internal 
reforms, as well as by the rash statements 
from United Nations Ambassador Andy 
Young, the administration has plunged far 
more deeply than necessary into African and 
Third World affairs. 

No one who has watched Uie performance in 
foreign policy can have solid confidence in Uie 
capacity of Uie Carter administration to deal 
with a serious crisis. The saving grace, what 
makes it easy to head for Uie beaches and Uie 
mountains now, ts that thanks in large 
measure to Secretary Kissinger, Uie Carter 
administration has so far not experienced a 
foreign policy crisis.

If they can legitimately build 
recreational equipment and 
paint the buildings, and build 
resource rooms, can they also 
provide ventilation equipment, 
and if so, can they, ought they 
also, if necessary provide 


healing equipment? 

2. If parents can provide 
certain kinds of physical 
equipment, books, projectors, 
resource rooms, can they also 
provide manpower? If they can 
provide personnel can this 
include science and math in¬ 
structors, as well as library 
aides and musical ac¬ 
companists? 

3. If the parents in particular 
schools are unsatisfied with the 
program in that school, ought 
they to supplement It with 
resources and programs 
purchased from their own 
funds or ought they to bring 
their demands to the School 
Department and the School 
Committee? Would it be 
permissable for me to solicit an 
endowment or gift for an in¬ 
dividual Newton school? 

I would like the Committee to 
understand that I have no 
interest in engaging in useless 
polemics. I am really not 
trying to be argumentative. 
But I do have a sincere and 
indeed compelling need to 
know what Newton's policy is.

My Dear Mr. President: 

It was with dismay that I 
listened to a representative of 
the State Department, Hodding 
_ Carter III, enunciate United 
‘States policy in the Middle 
East. Specifically, Mr. Carter 
stated that all territory held by 
Israel on all fronts as a result 
of the Six Day War is subject to 
return. 

This statement is in con¬ 
travention of two previous 
statements issued by you 
personally. One of your 
statements was that there shall 
be no “pre-conditions” on any 
negotiations between Israel 
and her Arab neighbors. 

Yet we find you, through the 
State Department, setting as a 
pre-condition the return of 
land. 

These matters should be 


determined directly by Israel 
and the Arabs as part of a 
permanent peace settlement. 

Second, you have supported 
United Nations Security 
Council resolutions 242 and 338 
which call for direct 
negotiations between Israel 
and the Arab countries. 

Support of these two United 
Nations resolutions gives 
further emphasis that the 
parties themselves in face-to- 
face negotiations must make 
territorial decisions. 

The recent State Department 
statement stresses what Israel 
should give, but makes no 
mention of the necessity for the 
Arab nations to even recognize 
Israel's right to exist as an 
independent Jewish state. 

I would urge you also to 
support both your personal 
pledge for real peace (open 
borders, travel’ tourism and 
trade) and that of the 
Democratic Party in keeping 
non-belligerent nations out of 
the Middle East situation and 
allowing the parties to meet 
and discuss in face-to-face

The Summer Youth Work 
F.xperience Program got 
underway Monday as people 
be'ween Ihe ages of 14 and 21 
ti"'k up their posts at a variety 
"f work sites around the city, 
ranging from Kinder Kamp, a 
day camp center for children of 
working parents, to the 
chemistry department of 
Boston College. 

Under the direction of the 
Newton Area Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
f CETA I, over 35 job sites are 
available for close to 200 young 
people from economically- 
disadvantaged families in 
Newton who will be able to 
earn up lo $800 over the 
summer Youths are also 
working at similar projects in 
W a 111 am, B r o o k.li n e, 
Lexington, Bedford, and 
Lincoln. Over 500 young people 
have enrolled in the 10-week 
program. However, there are 
still a number of openings for 
eligible youths. 

The City Hall itself will have 
a number of participants in 
many of its departments. In 
one instance a student who has 
been working with ihe City 


Planning Department during 
the past year under the Youth 
Work Experience Program 
will be aitending the Boston 
Architectural Center Design 
Workshop for high school 
students. 

Another project to be un¬ 
dertaken by the young people 
will be putting a new face on 
Pierce School, which will 
become a day care center in 
the fall. This project group, 
under the direction of a CETA 
supervisor, will also be 
sprucing up a number of other 
schools in the city. 

While some of the par¬ 
ticipants in the Boston College 
Lab Dcpi. program will work 
as lab assistants to professors, 
others will work in records and 
supplies. 

Some of the other Newton 
work sites include the EDC 
Plowshares Day Care Center, 
the Newton police station, 
Newinn-Wellesley Hospital, 
and the EDC Follow Through 
Program. 

In addition to their work 
responsibilities, each par¬ 
ticipant will have the op¬ 
portunity to choose one of the 


many auxiliary programs 
scheduled. 

For those who would like to 
know more about specific 
fields of work, specialized field 
rips have been planned. For 
instance, someone who is in- 
teresied in entering the 
manufacturing area would be 
able lo visit a number of such 
companies in the Boston area, 
such as ihe Polaroid Film 
Division, as well as places 
wl ere training is provided 
such as the Sylvania TechlflRil 
School. 

Some may choose the 
Bysiander Emergency Aid 


program and learn what to do 
until the ambulance comes. 
Gibers may choose to enter 
skills training classes, like 
touch typing, while still others 
may want to participate in the 
Outward Bound wilderness 
type program, or participate in 
a number of cultural events 
offered in the Boston area.

Aid. Eliot Cohen, a candidate 
for mayor, this week again 
challenged Mayor Theodore 
Mann to a debate. 

“I said last spring that I was 
willing to debate the issues 
confronting our city in the 13 
villages of our community or 
such other places and times to 
be arranged," Cohen said. 
"Ted Mann is unwilling to do 
the same.

Cohen was referring to a 
forum for mayoral candidates 
sponsored by the Ward 7 
Democratic Committee which 
the mayor did not attend.

Library provides 
free computer time

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Why drug 
labels tell 
more nowi 

SAN DIEGO (UPI) — "Have 
you read any good labels 
lately?” is a public service 
message the Food and Drug 
Administration is using to 
encourage consumers of drugs 
and medicines to read before 
they swallow. 

There is a lot of new in¬ 
formation on them, partly I 
because a group of 250 experts 
have, for five years, been 
reviewing all. over-the-counter 
drugs marketed in the United 
States. 

There are as many as 500,000 
such drugs, according to Dr. 
John H. Moxley III, who Just 
retired as chairman of the 
group, which has never been 
formally named and goes 
simply as the FDA study group 
on over-the-counter drugs. 

Moxley, talked about the 
work in his his office at the 
University of California School 
of Medicine, where he is dean. 

“I am convinced,” he said, 
“that when you and I go into a 
drugstore or supermarket to 
buy over-the-counter medicine 
it is much more properly 
labeled, safer, and more ef¬ 
fective than it was five years 
ago." 

He said pharmaceutical 
manufacturers had 
representation on the 17 review 
panels of experts in the project. 
In most cases, he said, they 
quietly reformulated their 
products, changed the ad¬ 
vertising, or removed them 
from the market. 

"A number of the more 
popular medications for colds, 
headaches and upset stomachs 
have been quietly refor¬ 
mulated, and their advertising 
changed.” 

That action was taken, he 
said, because the drug industry 
became aware of the direction 
the review panels were taking 
and "brought the majority of 
their products into line with 
what they anticipated the new 
standards would be.” 

Alka Seltzer changed its 
advertising, Pepto Bismol 
changed its formulation, an¬ 
tibiotics were taken out of face 
soap — these are the kind of 
changes that have taken place 
by the hundreds. 

"The whole point of the 
_ study," Moxley explained, "is 
truth in advertising.” The 
safety of the drugs wasn't 
much in question, he said, 
because most had been used 
for many years. 

"Our chief concern was that 
people were spending literally 
billions of dollars a year on 
patent medicines that no one 
had ever looked at to see if they 
were effective or if they were 
properly labeled." 

"What we really questioned: 
Are they (consumers) getting 
what they’re paying for?” 

Moxley, for one, was not 
interested in imposing more 
regulations. "I like as little 
regulation as possible," he 
said. "Present the facts, and 
let the consumers make their 
own judgments." 

Though there are hundreds 
of thousands of non- 
prescription drugs, all are 
based on basically 200 active 
ingredients, according to 
Moxley, and that's why the 
study group was divided into 17 
different panels, each studying 
certain ingredients. 

. The panels consisted of 
medical experts, consumers, 
manufacturers, and others, 
and each had a professional 
staff. 

It may be another year 
before the review is completed, 
and the recommendations ac¬ 
cepted by the FDA. 

"The major impact of our 
study," Moxley said, "has been 
to give consumers the assur¬ 
ance that what they are buying 
has been judged by an im¬ 
partial group of scientists to be 
both safe and effective. 

Also, he said, it has "forced 
drug advertisments to be more 
realistic so that the consumer 
can expect a greater 'truth in 
packaging' from drug 
manufacturers.”

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Child 

abuse

"Beating a child is the ultimate evil," says Dr. Scott 
(luth, staff psychiatrist in the Newton-Wellesley-Weston- 
Needham Unit of Medfield State Hospital and expert on 
treating violent families. 

What's more, the parents who do it know that. They are 
not without a conscience. Imagine the guilt you would have 
if you did the worst thing in the world." 

Guth sees many abusive parents in his private practice. 
Although he is constantly aware that child abuse is 
something so incredibly awful that it is difficult to con¬ 
ceptualize it," he remains committed to working with 
violent families and attempting to interrupt the 
gencraltional cycle through which abused children grow up 
to be abusing adults. 

Guth believes that abusive behavior stems from the rage 
felt by parents whose own dependency needs are unmet 
while they are being asked to give to their child. 

"Most of us can get our anger under control, or find 
someone to take care of us while we can take care of the 
child," he says. "Parents whose control breaks down are 
those whose dependency needs are great because they were 
deprived themselves as children. Their rage about not 
getting what they need is displaced onto the child. 
Sometimes the child is expected to take care of the parent." 

Families who are isolated-either geographically or 
emotionally- are at greater risk of becoming abusing 
parents because they are unable to find other adults to give 
to them Their rage builds until they can no longer control 
it. and a small incident or bit of misbehavior may set off an 
attack on the child. 

Control over anger may also break down as a result of 
alcohol use. Many of the violent families seen by Guth have 
patterns of excessive alcohol use by one or more parents. 
Sometimes the alcoholic parent will directly assault a 
child; m other cases he may attack his spouse, who then 
beats the child in misdirected retaliation. 

Treatment with violent parents involves a great deal of 
giving and nurturing on the part of the therapist, says Guth. 1 

'.'Emotionally deprived people never learn how to get 
what they need. They accumulate insults; they feel very 
bad about themselves and can't see the options open to 
them. They are emotionally tonedeaf.” 

Guth tries to help parents iearn how to get their needs met 
and how to give to each other. He feels that every attempt 
should be made to keep the child in the home. 

"You take a four-year-old from his mother, his father, his 
family, his milieu - and that's no small insult,” he points 
out. However, situations in which a child is known to have 
been abused need extremely closed and careful supervision 
in addition to skilled treatment. 

The Department of Public Welfare, mandated by law to 
investigate and supervise violent families, has recently 
announced its staffing is totally inadequate to do this. A 
Welfare spokesman said there have been three deaths in 
recent months of children whose families had been reported 
to the Department but who were not being supervised by a 
worker because of lack of staff.

Child fashion models and en¬ 
tertainers seem to have a mystique 
about them, even at the age of five. 
Perhaps it is because being beautiful 
and charming is their business. 
They have worked long and hard at 
the smile, the song and dance 
routine which are carried off with 
seeming ease. 

Usually working along with them 
arc their parents. Two such parents 
are Elaine Arno and Barbara 
Qualter, both of Dedham, whose 
daughters, Rori, 5, and Karen, 8, are 
professional models. Rori Arno is 
also a professional entertainer. 

Rori, a Shirley Temple look-alike, 
began her career when her mother, 
a former model and dancer, enrolled 
her in dancing school at the age of 
two. Elaine Arno's career ended 
when Rori was born; however, her 
youngster exhibited “exceptional” 
talent. 

Today Rori has a repertoire of 
songs and dances choreographed for 
her and works two nights a week 
either modeling or dancing and 
singing. Her mother works her 
schedule so that she is out only two 
evenings, but even at a careful pace 
that means there are some days 
Rori must sleep while other children 
are playing. 

Arno says Rori doesn't mind this 
because "she understands she is a 
professional dancer and she likes to 
be in shows...she also knows that 
when the other children are 
sleeping, she is awake." 

Much of Rori’s understanding 
comes from the fact that she gets an 
incredible amount of positive 
reinforcement from her mother who 
spends at least two hours daily 
practicing with the child. During 
that time all attention is focused on 
Rori who must learn not only dance 
routines, but songs and must 
rehearse at all times with a 
microphone so she learns to handle 
it properly onstage. “It’s hard," 
admits Arno, "but we do it." 

They do it and they do it. 
Rehearsing becomes a way of life. 
Qualter said that although Karen 
does not rehearse as much as Rori, 
even if the mother and daughter are 
out shopping she will caution Karen 
to "walk right" and remind her to 
"pronounce her words more 
carefully.” 

As a result of the discipline in their 
lives, the children have developed 
an extraordinary amount of 
patience which stands them in good 
stead when they enter beauty 
pageants. For then they must sit 
quietly for hours, perhaps even all 
day. 

To be able to do this, the mothers 
say the children must develope inner 
motivation, "they must want it for 
themselves." They must want it 
enough to put demands upon 
themselves, for entering a pageant 
means that daily practice is in¬ 
creased to at least four hours. 

The parents and the children 
make a tremendous committment to 
the pageant. For some parents it is 
an emotional involvement and if the 
child should lose, parents have been 
known to break down and cry- 

"Winners” like Rori and Karen 
come through. Occasionally they do 
so despite physical discomfort. Arno 
recalled seeing one child cut her lip 
and when it came time to go onstage, 
wipe- her lip and smile . "This was 
a professional...one who had

discipline," said Arno admiringly. 

Rori herself has that same kind of 
determination. Arno remembered 
taking Rori to a show one evening 
and saying she felt Rori should go 
home, but the four year old insisted 
upon performing. She sang and 
danced and when she came off, she 
proudly told her mother, "I didn't 
even cough," explaining that she 
was able to withhold the cough. 
Upon returning home, Rori’s 
temperature was 101 degrees. 


Entering a pageant is an economic 
committment and often these 
parents run the risk of encountering 
people “who will take advantage of 
you." Being taken advantage of can 
be costly. 

Each child must have their own 
portfolio which is expensive; 
however, often that is a minor ex¬ 
pense compared to the cost of the 
photographs. Qualter, for example, 
said three eight by 10 photographs 
cost roughly $170. The expense led 
Arno to learn to become highly 


proficient with a camera. 

Costs also mount because these 
children have agents, who take 10 
percent, plus lessons in dramatics, 
dancing and even how to perform in 
T.V. commercials. There is also the 
cost of clothing and costumes. 

Some schools charge for simply 
notifying parents about the 
existence of a pageant and some 
pageants require cash sponsors. In 
addition, the parents must pay for 
their tickets to see if their child wins. 

The winners receive trophies, but 
sometimes they also incur the wrath 
of "jealous" parents. The com¬ 
petition is intense and Arno said that 
Rori has "been threatened three 
times." Also, on one occasion, a 


mother refused to let her daughter to 
talk to Rori. 

Despite this, both girls have an 
impressive list of pageant 
credentials. Karen won a trophy and 
a special award in the United States 
Modeling Pageant at the Statler 
Hilton. The award was for "Most 
Photogenic." She also won the "Best 
Personality" award in the Yankee 
Pageant. 

Rori won the Massachusetts "Miss 
Talent America," won the "Miss 
Personality" award at the Yankee 
Show and won the title "Miss 
Hemisphere Model.” 

For their hours of work, their 
reward, says Arno, is "self ap¬ 
preciation for doing a good job...how 


many bows they have taken, hap 
piness, kisses and love." . 

Their professionalism is easily 
evidenced. Although Karen said she 
preferred to wear dungarees, she 
was cooperative about changing intc 
a dress for photographs, and was 
agreeable during the entire picture- 
taking session. 

When asked to entertain, 

Rori, at first, demurred. But with a 
tape recorder microphone in her 
hand, she responded to her mother's 
soft command... "now pull yourself 
together." 

She did, and transformed, she 
began to sing 'On the Good Ship 
Lollipop." and dance with flawless 
timing.

The money rolled in — and 
right back out — as the family 
bought a 23-room mansion in 
ritzy Newport, as well as land 
elsewhere in Rhode Island and 
in California. The family also 
took an apartment in New 
York. 

But the bubble burst. 


Dick and Jane" 
syndrome in 
vocational courses 


High school vocational 
courses at best are not blocking 
girls from enrolling in 
traditional male fields such as 
auto mechanics or welding. 
But a recent nationwide study 
indicates there still is a long 
way to go to overcome the 
“Dickand-Jane” syndrome. 

The study of the 1974-75 
school year was made by 
Pennsylvania State Univer¬ 
sity's Institute for Research on 
Human Resources. It’s aim: to 
determine what “pacesetter" 
vocational schools are doing to 
encourage girls' entry into 
nontraditional fields, and how 
their tactics could be used 
elsewhere. 

"We contacted all the state 
education departments and the 
U.S. Office of Education, 
looking for schools really 
making efforts to enroll women 
in these courses,” says re¬ 
search assistant Lynne Kal- 
treider. 

"We did not come up with 
any, so we ended up going to 
schools where girls were 
enrolling in programs where 
there were more boys than 
girls." 

Ms. Kaltreider said the 
programs were generally in 
areas such as printing, televi¬ 
sion arts and industrial 
chemistry, not “hard" male 
subjects like auto body or 
metalwork. 

The study indicated most 
guidance counselors believed 
they should not influence 
students' course choices, but 
they tended to do so by action 
or inaction. 

In one school, counselors 
rejected five girls who applied 
for auto mechanics because 
"one girl might be disruptive." 

The research finally focused 
on 11 schools in which a handful 
of girls were in male vocational 
programs. These schools "at 
least didn't discourage girls. 
We didn’t think that was 
typical of all schools.” 

Even in the 11, stereotypes 
persisted. Asked what differ¬ 
ences they perceived between 
boys and girls in their classes, 
teachers' responses included: 
"Females are neater, they 
don’t curse, but cause sexual 
attraction problems," and 
"Males are more mechanically 
inclined." 

Ms. Kaltreider said schools 
and counselors “need to go out 
of their way to tell parents and 
girls these (male) classes are 
available." 

U.S. Department of Labor 
Statistics show the average 
woman will work outside the 
home 20-25 years. 


An increasing number of w o 
m e n are heads of households, 
she said. 

The Office of Education says 
20,000 more technicians are 
needed annually, but fewer 
than half that number are 
graduating from training pro¬ 
grams. 

"The options are there in the 
technical fields that arc tradi¬ 
tionally male," Ms. Kaltreider 
said. "It’s not a dead end.” 

Girls "ought to recognize 
these are better-paying jobs 
with better chances for advan¬ 
cement. They shouldn't feel 
locked into traditional areas." 

She also said parents, stu¬ 
dents, counselors, teachers and 
administrators need to be 
involved. 

“Counselors are in a position 
to open the. gates or keep them 
closed. They should be 
bringing these job areas up to 
girls and encouraging them to 
enter. 

“Teachers need to stop and 
think about whether they are 
treating students differently on 
the basis of sex. Career 
displays should be examined to 
make sure they are not 
stereotyped.” 

She said several schools 
found changing the names of 
traditionally male or female 
courses made it easier for both 
sexes to cross over. Vocational 
agriculture, for example, was 
renamed environmental oc¬ 
cupation; bookkeeping was 
renamed accounting. 

Other recommendations 
based on the study include a 
mandatory home economics- 
shop course in junior high to 
expose boys and girls to both 
areas. 

"Once exposed, they may 
feel freer about making a 
choice later that isn’t 
stereotyped," Ms. Kaltreider 
said. 

"We were not out to prove 
sex discrimination when we 
undertook the study,” said 
project director Jacob Kauf¬ 
man, head of the institute. 

"We tried to find what 
practices were in effect, and 
what could be done to improve 
it. There is no question the 
schools could do a lot more." 

Kaufman said schools often 
need to be prodded. He said, 
"You penalize, you reward" by 
using federal funds. Peer and 
parental pressure are impor¬ 
tant in the course choices girls 
make, he added. 

-The schools say they can’t 
solve everything. A lot don't 
know what to do, so they don't 
do anything." 


Since 1970, a fall in the 
group’s popularity has been 
matched only by a fall in the 
family's bank account. In the 
last two years, parents William 
and Barbara Cowsiil have each 
had to file in court for 
bankruptcy. 

They sought to rid them¬ 
selves of an accumulated 
>445,730 in debts to hotels, 
recording studios, credit card 
companies, lawyers, agents 
and airlines — among other 
concerns. 

All the real estate, of course, 
has been sold or repossessed. 

Today, Mrs. Cowsiil lives in a 
garden apartment in West 
Warwick where she works 
nights in a local nursing home. 

She very calmly insists she’s 
not bitter. “It was poor 
business management. It hap¬ 
pens to the best of us. You just 
have to pick yourself up by 
your boot straps. It was a 
wonderful thing and I enjoyed 
it thoroughly ” 

She also said disbanding the 


group was really best for her 
family. "These were children 
and they needed room to 
grow." 

Mrs. Cowsiil said her hus¬ 
band has gone back to sea. He 
is home two weeks every 
month and works the bal^ntt 
of the time on offshore drilling 
rigs in such faraway places as 
Egypt and Turkey. 

Of her children, Mrs. Cowsiil 
said, 1 They’ve just been busy 
growing up." The youngest, 
Susan, is now 18. The oldest, 
Bob, is 27 and has just finished 
his pre-medical undergraduate 
education. 

Although the group has not 
played publicly for some time 
now, Mrs. Cowsiil said 
America has not heard the last 
of her children. 

"It's all just in the infancy 
stage now," she said, "but 
you're going to see some big 
things happening.” 

According to the Cowsills' 
new manager, Jonathan Myer, 
of North Hollywood, Calif., 


"the time is right" for a 
comeback. H,» said Susan and 
three brothers — Bob, Paul, 25, 
and John, 21 — have signed on 
vith Elektra-Asylum records 
a id “they’ll essentially start 
where they left off.” 

"Of course, it's not in the 
same context as it was before," 
he said. "Now they're a con¬ 
temporary group whose 
members just all happen to be 
brothers and sisters." 

But there is always "a 
certain amount of interest in 
family-oriented groups," ho 
said. 

And, according to Mrs. 
Cowsiil, her children are ex¬ 
cited with the prospect of 
making a comeback. “It's 
more fun for them now. It’s not 
a life-death thing with them. 
They couldn’t appreciate what 
was happening then.” 

Not that they don't remem¬ 
ber: "They sang 'Indian Lake’ 
to me on the phone from 
California this past Mother's 
Day." 


Drycleaners Guild 
to help consumer 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
reader in Michigan says: 

“I am no longer able to buy 
sticky pants hangers from our 
local cleaners. Will you please 
tell me where I can buy them? 
If they are not available, is 
there a product on the market 
so I can make my own?” 

We were not exactly sure 
what you were talking about. 
So we asked the Guild of 
Professional Drycleaners in 
Philadelphia. A group spokes¬ 
man thinks you must mean 
hangers with cardboard strips 
coated with a tacky material to 
prevent pants from slipping 
off. 

The drycleaning spokesman 
said no shortage exists, and 
that type still is used. But they 
are not normally sold at retail. 
Usually they com*- -vith your 
cleaning. 

He has promised to contact 
you to find out what you're 


interested in and to see if the 
group can help. 

Do-it-yourself car repair, 
family budgeting, adult physi¬ 
cal fitness, fireplaces and 
chimneys and myths about 
vitamins are among the sub¬ 
jects of free or low-cost 
government booklets most in 
demand from consumers. 

The Consumer Information 
Center issues free catalogs 
several times a year saying 
what is available. It expects to 
distribute about 20 million of 
the publications this year, 
compared with 10 million last 
year. 

Another question has arisen 
about the >500 vacuum cleaner 
that uses a water tank to pick 
up dirt. 

One consumer in Ogden, 
Utah, praised the appliance as 
being beneficial to persons 
with allergies. Now we have a 


complaint from West IJnn, 
Ore., about a sales tactic used 
to peddle the de vice. 

The Oregon consumer says 
she came home one day to find 
a small card on her porch 
telling her the card might be 
worth a gift, depending on the 
color of little dot in a "magic 
square" in the corner of the 
card. The gifts listed were a 
case of canned soup; an eight 
to 10-pound turkey; or a three- 
pound canned ham. The card 
said "keep me by your fone." 

Several days later, she 
wrote, she got a telephone call 
saying she had won something, 
provided she watched a 
demonstration of the sweeper. 

"I am elderly and on limited 
income so I stopped him in his 
demonstration," she writes of 
the salesman's visit. 

He left but the prize, the 
soup, never showed up. 

“No more demonstrations," 
she added.

Alan Altschuler named 
MIT department head 


Alan A. Altshuler, professor 
of political science and urban 
studies and planning at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has been ap¬ 
pointed head of the Depart¬ 
ment of Political Science, 
effective July 1. 

Altshuler received his B.A. 
degree from Cornell University 
in 1957, and his M.A. and Ph.D. 
degrees, both in political 
science, from the University of 
Chicago in 1959 and 1961. 

He taught at Swarthmore 
College and Cornell University 
before becoming an associate 
professor of political science at 
M.l.T. in 1966. He became 
professor in 1969. 

In 1969-70, Dr. Altshuler 
served as chairman of 
Massachusetts Governor 
Francis E. Sargent's Task 
Force on Transportation, a 
committee formed to advise 
the governor on major tran¬ 
sportation projects in the 
Greater Boston area. On the 
advice of this Task Force, 
Governor Sargent halted work 
on the planned expressways for 
Greater Boston and ordered a 
comprehensive planning effort, 
to develop a new tran¬ 
sportation plan for Eastern 
Massachusetts. 

Altshuler then served as 
director of this comprehensive 
planning study, known as the 
Boston Transportation 
Planning Review, until he 
became Secretary of Tran¬ 
sportation and Construction in 
1971, a post he held until 1975. 

As secretary, he continued to 
have overall responsibility for 
the Planning Review, which 
produced a new plan em¬ 
phasizing mass transit rather 


than highway development for 
the region. 

In July of 1974, Altshuler was 
named by Time magazine as 
one of the 200 outstanding 
young American leaders. 

In January of 1975, he 
rejoined the M.l.T. faculty as 
professor in the Departments

Dr. Krane cited for 
rheumatism research 


A Waban arthritis specialist 
was among five doctors who 
received top honors when the 
International Geigy 
Rheumatism Prizes were 
announced and presented in 
San Francisco recently. 

Steven Krane, M.D., of 
Harvard Medical School, 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital. and the 
Massachusetts Chapter of the 
Arthritis Foundation, was cited 
for his research on enzymes 
involved in destroying tissues 
ip joints affected by 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

The award described his 
work as "an important con¬ 


tribution to the understanding 
of the pathological process in 
rheumatoid arthritis, offering 
new possibilities for therapy," 
according to the Arthritis 
Foundation, host of the 
International Congress of 
Rheumatology. 

Krane has worked closely 
with Edward Harris Jr., M. D., 
of Dartmouth Hitchock 
Medical Center, Hanover, 
N.H., lo perfect a method of 
growing synovial cells in tissue 
culture. 

Such studies may yield drugs 
which can control the 
destruction of joints and body 
tissue involved in rheumatoid 
arthritis.

Condominium control bill, 
given House approval 3-36T1 

State Reps. Inis G. Pines and 
Peter Harrington of Newton 
have announced that the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives has given 
initial approval to House Bill 
6263, a proposal to protect the 
consumer by regulating the 
sale of condominiums and the 
conversion of rental housing 
into condominiums. 

Pines and Harrington have 
been fighting for protection of 
condominiums purchasers for 
the past four years. 

According to Harrington, 
who is floor manager of the bill 
for the Joint Legislative Urban 
Affairs Committee, "The 
popularity of condominium 
living has increased 
dramatically in recent years. 
Unfortunately, abuse and 
fraud have experienced 
similar growth as well. Con¬ 
sumers have placed blind faith 
in state and federal regulations 
to protect their interests but 
those legal controls are 
presently nonexistent." 

"Unscrupulous developers 
are well aware of this lack of 
regulations and have exploited 
the situation. Our proposals as 
embodied in House Bill 6263 are 
designed to close the loopholes. 
This is especially important 
because condominiums are the 
fastest— growing sector of the 
housing industry, involving the 
rights of millions,” Pines 
stated. 

The federal government 
estimates that one-half of the 
population will be living in 
condominiums within 20 years. 
A 1973 survey by the Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development found that nearly 
half of all new housing units in 
25 major metropolitan areas 
were condominiums. 

The Newton lawmakers’ 
efforts to establish a tough, 
comprehensive code have 
concentrated on two major 


issues — conversion and sales. 
Their concern regarding 
conversion centers on the need 
to protect tenants from the 
automatic loss of housing due 
to conversion from rental 
apartment to condominium. 

House Bill 6263 would require 
that the owner of the property 
to be converted give tenants at 
least four months prior notice 
of his intention; that actual 
conversion cannot begin for at 
least four months after tenants 
have received such notice; and 
tenants would be notified of 
their exclusive right to pur¬ 
chase tlTe unit within 120 days 
following receipt of such 
notice. 

The proposed regulations 
controlling the sale of con¬ 
dominium units are far- 
reaching, reflecting the 
present lack of applicable 
statutes. Some of the major 
sections include: 

— Requiring developers to 
file and update full disclosure 
statements with the Secretary 
of Consumer Affairs. 

— Empowering both the 
secretary and the attorney 
general to prosecute unlawful 
practices and misleading 
claims. 



— Providing potential buyers 
with the opportunity to review 
pertinent material concerning 
closing costs and financing 
before signing any purchase- 
and-sale agreement and giving 
a KWay period of recession. 

— Warranting the dwelling 
unit and common areas against 
faulty workmanship for one 
year; all sewage, plumbing, 
electrical and heating and 
cooling systems for two years; 
and habitability for three 
years. 

— Prohibiting exclusive 
management contracts for 
longer than two years, 
recreational leases, 
"sweetheart deals” and ex¬ 
clusive sales agreements with 
the developer. 

— Extending the remedies of 
Massachusetts general laws 
(unfair and deceptive acts and 
practices) to condominium 
purchasers. 

Pines said, "The home is the 
most expensive and important 
investment a person will ever 
make. The abuses which have 
characterized the con¬ 
dominium industry must be 
stopped." 

"It is our belief that this 
legislation is a long-overdue 

i ” 


first step in providing con¬ 
sumers with the rights and 
protection that are necessary 
to insure fair dealing in the 
condominium market," 
Harrington concluded.

The new entertainment 
system brings them to patients 
via movies, shown over a 
closed circuit in-house net¬ 
work 

The first in New England lo 
offer the movie service, 
Newlon— Wellesley shows the 
films over television sets in the 
patients' rooms. The movies 
arc actually videocassettes 
played on videoplayers. 

The movies, all rated G or 
GP, are shown four times a 
day, aj noon, 3, 6, and 9 p.m. 
Seven different movies run 
consecutively, one each day, 


and the selection changes 
regularly. Since the average 
patient stay is only nine days, 
few patients see repeats. 

The cost of the movies is 
included in the daily TV rental 
charge, and patients who rent 
TV's are given a schedule 
listing the movies and show 
times.

According to 
Carol Downing, the hospital's 
television hostess, “They 
especially like the idea of being 
able to see a movie after 
visiting hours are over at 9

"Hie idea that 'you are in my 
power' when I hypnotize you," 
says Dr. Frankel, "is less 
credible when you realize that 
people do not really lose touch 
with their environment, and 
can interrupt the proceedings 
at any time they might wish 
to.” 

"Hypnotism has received 
bad press," comments Dr. 
Frankel. "Literature and 
drama since the latter part of 
the nineteenth century have 
falsely represented its uses and 
powers. Even clinicians have 
been unrealistic in their en¬ 
thusiasm for it, and some have 
used it as a panacea or cure- 
all. Obviously, nothing works 
as a panacea; hypnosis is no 
exception." 

The Beth Israel psychiatrist 
explains that "Traditionally, 
hypnosis has been used suc¬ 
cessfully in two ways. The first 
is symptom removal. 

"Some symptoms, whether 
of psychological or 
physiological origin, can be 
relieved through hypnosis, if 
the patient is hypnotizeable. 

"The second major clinical 
use of hypnosis has been to help 
patients explore and uncover 
psychiatrically important 
material. When appropriate 
suggestions are made to them, 
they can often reveal past 
events and conflicts better 
when hypnotized than when in 
a normal state.’ 


He also said, "Hypnosis 
works well in helping people to 
stop smoking or lose weight. 
For weight control, it seems to 
be more effective when it is 
used as part of a com¬ 
prehensive treatment program 
than when it is used alone." 

In the treatment of phobias, 
Frankel ponders why almost 
all persons with phobias are 
responsive to hypnosis. “It 
could be that their ability to 
experience hypnosis is related 
in some way to their 
development of the phobia in 
this first instance. 

"Hie events in hypnosis and 
in the experience of the phobia 
are not dissimilar. By having 
them become familiar with 
hypnosis and then self¬ 
hypnosis in the reassuring 
environment of the doctor’s 
office, patients gain the con¬ 
fidence and the ability to 
control the phobic situation 
that was previously over¬ 
whelming to them." 

It is not difficult to leam how 
to hypnotize people, according 
to Dr. Frankel. 

"You have them relax, close 
their eyes or focus attention on 
something until, for example, a 
hand or finger feels lighter as 
the result of a suggestion, and 
then moves into an upright 
position. 

"You then make suggestions 
that will intensify the ex¬ 
perience. 

“I think it very important 
that I not leave the impression 
that anyone should undertake 
to practice hypnosis. It is 
precisely because it is an easily 
acquired skill that the hyp- 


who rightfully use hypnosis to 
relieve pain or anxiety are not 
equipped by virtue of their 
skills in hypnosis to treat 
people with emotional 
problems, unless they have had 
the additional training needed 
to treat such patients without 
hypnosis," he said. 

Frankel, who earned a 
diploma in psychological 
medicine from Wit Wateis 
Rand University in South 
Afirca in 1952, estimated that 
25 to 30 percent of the general 
population is not susceptable to 
hypnotism. Most people are 
hypnotizeable with 25 to 30 
percent of the Dublic very 


easily hypnotizeable. 

He and other members of the 
department of psychiatry at 
the Hospital are now working 
with another Beth Israel 
physician, Herbert Benson, 
author of "Relaxation 
Response," who has done 
much work with meditation, to 
compare the experiences and 
the therapeutic effectiveness of 
the relaxation response with 
that of self-hypnosis aimed at 
relaxation. 

"Hypnosis has been accepted 
as a legitimate part of treat¬ 
ment by the American Medical 
Association and the American 
Psychiatric Association for 


over 15 years," Frankel said. 

Problems and potential 
dangers arise only when it is 
used for the wrong reasons or 
on its own for show purposes, 
as the stage hypnotist uses it. It 
is a valuable added tool for 
dentists, doctors, psychologists 
and psychiatrists."

The Green Thumb 


By George Abraham 

Cage Your Tomatoes — 
Animals aren't the only things 
kept in cages! Smart gardners 
are growing their tomatoes in 
cages for several reasons: 
Cages allow for upright 
growth, taking less space. 
They 're great for people who 
do not have space to allow the 
plants to sprawl on the ground. 
Caged plants grown on a wire 
corset, or cage, need no 
pruning or staking, and as an 
extra bonus the fruit is cleaner, 
freer from insects, slugs and 
diseases. 

When fruit is allowed to rest 
on the soil or on a mulch, it 
may rot. Cagedplants get more 
air circulation wuich reduces 
disease. In case you’re won¬ 
dering, a tomato cage is 
nothing more than a cylinder of 
wire mesh that holds the stems 
of the tomatoes upright as they 
grow. We use concrete rein¬ 
forcing wire with a 6-inch mesh 
because it is strong enough 
when formed into a cylinder to 
hold the plants, and at the 
same time the mesh is large 
enough to reach through to pick 
the tomatoes 

If you can afford galvanized 
fence since it does not rust out. 


However, however, the rein -1 
forcing wire fence will last a I 
good many years. To make a I 
cage, take a piece of mesh 
about 5 feet high and 6 feet | 
long. Form the cage by ben¬ 
ding the mesh into a cylinder 
and hooking the ends together 
tightly. When the 5-foot tall 
cage is positioned upright 
around the plant, it should be 
staked to keep it from being 
pushed over by the weight of 
the plant and fruit during 
strong winds. As the plant 
grows, it may occasionally be 
necessary to push branches 
inside the cage. Sometimes the 
plant may be excessively 
bushy and when this happens 
break off side branches that 
extend beyond the cage. 

Tomatoes grown in cages are 
similar in size and production 
to those spread over the 
ground. You really don't have 
to worry about pruning 'also 
called "suckerlng” of 
tomatoes) caged tomatoes. A 
variation of the staked and 
caged tomato is growing them 
on a straight wire fence, with a 
pole on each end to support the 
wire. This saves time by 
eliminating the job of making a 
cage for each plant. You

The 21-foot-long Lincoln ~' r 
Continental limousine in which 
John F. Kennedy was riding 
when he was shot in Dallas is 
no longer part of the White 
House fleet. The vehicle, with 
55,331 miles on the odometer, 
has been quietly shipped to 
Dearborn, Mich., where it will 
eventually go on display at the 
Henry Ford Museum. 

After the Associated Press 
ferreted out the switch, 
museum official Donald 
Adams admitted that the car is 
slated to go on display there, 
but not for some years. "We’ve 
been keeping it rather quiet 
that we have it’" Adams told , '< 
the wire service. "Due to the 
tragedy associated with the 
car, we feel it is not a good idea 
to exhibit it now. We don't want ?

Avoiding an object in the i 
roadway or momentary 
inattention can result in the 
right wheel dropping off the ’ 
highway, causing a variation in 
the control of the car.

Insurance 

From the Alleghenies to the 
Pacific Ocean, insurance rates 
for automobile liability and 
collision coverage have been) 
rising pretty much like mostj 
other consumer costs. But 
along the east coast of the 
United States, rates have been 
zooming so in the past three 
years that they are becoming a 
real crisis for some families. 

One solution is to cut down on 
the amount of coverage. Now 
policies with a $200 deductible 
are being sold in situations 
which typically would have 
called for the motorist to pay 
only the first $100 of any crash 
repairs on his own car. 

Another solution is to use 
political levers to try to curb 
further rate increases. For 
instance, the insurance in¬ 
dustry is under heat in New 
York, where consumerists are 
fighting a bid to up rates 59.5 
per cent for drivers who are 
rated as high risks. New York 
has already granted two in¬ 
creases, totalling 33 per cent, 
over the most recent two years. 

New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Florida are other states 
where insurance rates have 
been rising particularly 
steeply. 

The higher rates are in direct 
response to rising costs for 
automobile repairs and for 
medical treatment for accident 
victims. Prices in both 
categories took off more 
dramatically with the end of 
federal price controls in April 
1974. Says Hale C. Reed, vice 
president in charge of the auto 
insurance business at 
Travelers Corp., "None of us 
had foreseen such runaway 
inflation, and by the end of 
1974, we were all losing money. 
What looked like a substantial 
profit for 1974 became a sub¬ 
stantial deficit." 

But the new opposition to 
rate rises is calling into 
question some basic practices 
in the industry. For instance, 
such costs of writing a policy as 
the salesman’s commission 
and home office expenses are 
figured as a.percentage of the 
basic rate, which means that a 
driver rated as a high risk may 
pay more than three times as 
much for these services as a 
low-risk motorist, and 4 yet 
there are no extra expenses in 
providing the services.

Amish quilts from Ohio 
show distinctive designs 


Amish quilts made in the 
Amish communities in Ohio 
are currently on exhibit at the 
Museum of Our National 
Heritage in Lexington. It is the 
first exhibit in this country 
devoted entirely to the quilts of 
the Ohio Amish. 

The Amish borrowed the 
concept of the pieced quilt from 
their "English' neighbors. 
Using scraps of dark, solid- 
colored cloth common in 
Amish clothing, Amish women 
began making quilts in their 
own distinctive style. 

The plain quilts consist of a 
solid color with a contrasting 
border and intricate designs of 
meticulous quilting stitches. 
The patterns of Ohio Amish 
quilts are generally geometric 
variations of squares, 
diamonds, and rectangles. 

Prized for their beauty, 
craftsmanship, originality, and 
brilliant use of color, these 
quilts are remarkable products 
for a plain people who prefer 
simplicity. 


This collection of quilts is 
particularly interesting 
because many were collected 
directly from their Amish 
owners by Darwin Bearley of 
Akron, Ohio. 

Many of the fines quilts were 
only used on the beds of the 
house on Sundays or on special 
occasions. Today, the Amish 
are surprised that people want 
the older, darker quilts. 

After 1940, recognizing a 
source for income, the Amish 
began making more colorful 
and pastel-colored quilts to sell 
to the “English." 

Not preoccupied with 
material possessions, the 
Amish feel their quilts are 
utilitarian objects to be used. It 
is not uncommon to find a new 
quilt top sewn right over an 
early quill. 

Bearley has collected these 
quilts for their outstanding 
quality and design. 

Dating from about 1870 to the 
early 1900s, they display the 


form and patterns that were 
borrowed from outside the 
Amish communities. 

The bold designs reflect the 
directness and strength of the 
Amish faith and the simplicity 
of their way of life. 

The exhibit, including quilts 
and original photographs, will 
remain on display at the 
Museum of Our National 
Heritage through Sept. 26. 
Located at 33 Marrett Rd., Rte. 
'2A, Lexington, the museum is 
open daily from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. and Sundays from noon to 
5:30 p.m. Admission is free.

Slate police detectives this week were 
in Newton, possibly interviewing people 
in connection with alteration of old 
payroll records made public two weeks 
ago. 

Police Chief William Quinn said some 
information on the investigation may be 
available at the end of this week. 

The altered records, which bear on the 
amount of pension that will be received 
by certain persons who are about to 
retire, were discovered by Comptroller 
Uiwrence Marino, 


Some time ago, Marino, a member of 
the Retirement Board, noticed that the 
typing of some names seemed strange, 
and it appeared that the paper had been 
erased and new names had been inserted. 

Chief Quinn said that less than a dozen 
names are involved so far.

More families per house 
given Land Use approval 


An amendment to the zoning or¬ 
dinances that can allow co version of 
single-family houses to two-families in 
Residence C zone and the conversion of 
two-family houses for oc upancy by three 
or more families was approved 5-1 by the 
Land Use Committee Monday night. 

The amendment could allow the 
creation legal of 334 three-family houses 
and 198 two-family houses, according to 
tment data. 

The proposal was offered by Aid. Terry 
Morris as an extension of a two-year-old 
ordinance that allows conversion of large 


houses on large lots in Residence A and B 
districts. 

In Morris’ new proposal, the conversion 
of single- to two-family houses would be 
allowed’ with permission of the Board of 
Aldermen, in Residence C district, when 
the lot size is large enough to provide 
10,000 square feet per housing unit. The 
current requirement for Residence C 
(single residence) is a 10 , 000 -sq. ft. lot. 

There are 198 lots in Residence C, 
mainly in Auburndale and Newton 
Highlands, that have 20,000 feet or more, 
according to the Planning Department. 


Presumably, if some lots contain 30,000 
square feet, e house in Residence C could 
be converted to a three-family house; the 
proposed amendment is not clear on this 
point. 

In Private Residence district, which 
includes most legal two-family houses, 
334 lots of 10,000 square feet or more could 
be affected. Some of these are occupied 
by single-family houses and some by two- 
family houses.

More closings going into effect 
Friday on Commonwealth Ave. 


More 45-day trial closings of the 
Commonwealth Avenue “carriage road” 
will go into effect July 15, by vote of the 
Traffic Commission. 

In Chestnut Hill, the carriage road will 
be temporarily closed by barricade at the 
westerly side of the Manet Road in¬ 
tersection. In addition, the carriage road 
will be closed at the easterly side of 
Manet Road between the small island and 
the sidewalk. 

In Newton Centre, the carriage road 
will be temporarily closed by barricade 
at the westerly side of the Beaumont 
Avenue and Lowell Avenue intersections. 
It will be necessary to remove the one¬ 
way restriction on the carriage road 
between Beaumont Avenue and Lowell 
Avenue. In addition, all carriage road 
traffic exiting at the Lowell Avenue and 


the Valentine Street intersections will be 
required to make a right turn only onto 
Iowell Avenue or Valentine Street. 

In Auburndale, the carriage road will 
be temporarily closed at the far side of 
the Melrose Street intersection, requiring 
all carriage road traffic to merge onto the 
two-way side of Commonwealth Avenue 
at this median opening. This location is 
the most appropriate median opening for 
the diversion of carriage road traffic. 

It will be necessary to place the traffic 
signals on lashing operation and to 
designate this median opening one-way 
southbound. Access to homes just west of 
the proposed barricade will require 
removal of the one-way carriage lane 
designation between Melrose Street and 
the next median opening at Higgins 
Street. 


At the conclusion of the trial closings, if 
the closings ar made permanent by vote 
of the Board of Aldermen, a large part of 
the carriage road as it cuts across the city 
will have been closed. The largest por¬ 
tions open to through traffic will be from 
the Boston line westward to Manet Road 
and Valentine Street westward to 
Washington Street. 

The accident rate at major intersections 
on the carriage road has been excessive, 
according to Traffic Planner David 
Tannozzini. 

The ultimate goal of the Planning 
Department is to create a bikeway on the 
carriage road. 

/\11 intersections will need recon¬ 
struction. The first to be reconstructed 
will be at Commonwealth Avenue and 
Centre Streets, which may be done next 
year.

Condominum 
conversion bid 
upsets renters

Seventy-eight-year-old Mary Crean and 
some 45 other tenants of 35 apartments on 
Norwood Avenue, Newton Centre, have 
been told to either buy their apartments 
or move out. 

Mrs. Crean and the rest of the tenants, 
mainly elderly people, are the victims of 
the trend toward converting apartments 
to condominiums. None is protected with 
a lease. 

The apartments, at 55-85 Norwood 
Ave., have been offered for sale as 
condominiums, but no formal notice to 
vacate has been sent the tenants, ac¬ 
cording to the apartments' owner, Felix 
Orlandella. 

The tenants, many of whom are in their 
late seventies, are understandably upset 
and fearful of losing their homes. They 
are also upset with the tactics of the real 
estate agent, Robert Healey, who they 
feel has misrepresented the situation to 
them. 

Healy, according to one tenant, told 
her that her apartment has been sold. 

Felix Orlandella, Sr., in a telephone 
interview Wednesday said that he had 
heard reports about the agent's conduct 
and had "spoken to him about it." 

Healey on Tuesday would not com¬ 
ment, when asked about tenants' com¬ 
plaints. 

Tenants were notified last month that 
their apartments were to be converted to 
condominiums and were offered a chance 
to buy, Orlandella said, but none replied 
to the letter. Another letter is being sent 
this week, he said. 

Orlandella said he has been losing 
$10,000-$15,000 a year on the property, and 
“I can can't keep doing that." 

"I didn't want to squeeze them with 
rent," he said. According to the tenants'

Building permit fees too low, official says

Builders and property 
owners should start paying for 
electrical, plumbing, gasfitting 
and other permits, Building 
Commissione Allan Fraser 
thinks, and has submitted a 
proposed fee schedule to the 
Board of Aldermen. 

But the normally money¬ 
conscious Finance Committee 
was somewhat put off by 
Fraser's estimate that the city 
could easily take m S105'000 a 
year more than it does in 
permits. 

"I don't know that we should 
be making that kind of bread." 
FinCom Chairman Sidney- 


Small commented. 

Fraser said Newton is one of 
only four communities in the 
state that do not charge 
anything for plumbing, gas, 
and electrical permits and for 
elevator inspections. 

And in Fraser's opinion, 
based on a regional survey of 
permit charges in surrounding 
communities. Newion should 
be charging between three and 
eight times as much as it does 
now for building permits. 

Inspections by the Building 
Department of the new 
Chestnut Hill Gardens 
buildings now under con¬ 
struction could cost $24,000, 


Fraser said, but the actual fees 
collected are $3000. 

Fraser's fee schedule, based 
on S3 per thousand dollars of 
project cost, would result in 
525,000 in fees. The project cost 
is figured at more than $8 
million. 

On an average house, whose 
project cost might be $30,000. 
the builder would pay $90 in 
building fees. 

Examples of other proposed 
fees are: electrical sendee 
change in a house. $10 per 100 
amps; gas and plumbing fees, 
$5 for one to five appliances or 
fixtures. 


Fraser would double the 
permit fee when work was 
started without the proper 
permit. 

The question of setting up 
permit fees may be viewed as a 
philosophical one. One one 
hand, why should there not be 
fees, which are modest in 
relation to the cost of the work? 
But, Fraser admits' some 
people might ask, in light of the 
tax rate, why should the city 
add any further cost? 

The Finance Committee is 
holding the matter for further 
information from Fraser and 
further philosophical 
discussion

Asbestos danger to be evaluated 


After a few neighbors of the 
project chose the type of roof 
and color of stain for exposed 
wood features of the buildings, 
the Land Use Committee voted 
Monday night to grant per¬ 
missive use for 56 apartments 
at 2350 Commonwealth Ave. 

Developer Michael Iodice 
was also given approval for 20 
townhouses at Commonwealth 
Avenue and Woodbine Street, 
across from his present 
development. 

The Land Use Committee 
has been working with the 
developers and the 
neighborhood for more than 
two years to find an acceptable 
use for the two parcels of land. 

The former owner of the 
land, the Perini Corporation, 
tried unsuccessfully to get 
permission for an office 
building on the south side of 
Commonwealth Avenue, but 
neighborhood opposition 
scotched that plan. 

The apartments now planned 
for the site were first petitioned 


ai 72 units in the three-building 
snuth-side complex and 25 in 
the townhouse complex on the 
north side. 

Indice has agreed to abide by 
the new ‘‘10 percent or¬ 
dinance” requiring developers 
to lease 10 percent of their new 
apartments to the Housing 
Services Commission for oc¬ 
cupancy by low-income 
tenants. 

Iodice will lease four 
apartments in the new complex 
and four in another develop¬ 
ment on Grove Street to the 
HSC. 

The vote in favor of the 56 
apartments was 3-0, with Aid. 
Chairman Eliot Cohen, Carol 
Ann Shea and Ethel Sheehan in 
favor and David Cohen ami 
Thomas Concannon ab¬ 
staining. 

All five aldermen voted id 
favor of the townhouses. 

The recommendation will be 
before the Board of Aldermen 
for a final v ile July 25.

State Rep. Lois G. Pines iD-

Commission on Asbestos, were 
successful in inserting in the 
budget $50,000 to analyze and 
evaluate potential asbestos 
contamination in several 
hundred public schools across 
the Commonwealth. 

The testing will concentrate 
on those schools built in the late 
1950s through the early 
seventies with sprayed-on 


asbestos used as a fireproofing 
material. 

The evaluation is one of the 
few new programs included in 
this year's budget. 

The commission, in 
existence since June, 1976, was 
established at Pines's request 
after dangerous levels of 
asbestos fibers were 
discovered in several 
educational institutions across 
the state. It is the fir< com¬ 
mission of its kind in the 
nation. 


Medical evidence has 
established a link between the 
long-term inhalation of air¬ 
borne asbestos fibers and 
respiratory and cardiac 
problems, as well as cancer. A 
popular fireproofing and in¬ 
sulating material during the 
1950's and '60's, sprayed-on 
asbestos has been found to 
deteriorate with age, and 
fibers become detached and 


circulate in the air. In 1973 The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency prohibited the use of 
sprayed-on asbestos as a 
building material. 

In addition to the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency's 
prohibition, the Federal 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration" OSHA 1 
has issued regulations to 
protect asbestos workers.

With u sigh of relief the land 
Use Committee unanimously 
approved a 124-apartment 
project for Stanton Avenue, 
Auburndale, more than four 
years after such a development 
was proposed. 

A 'life care center" first was 
proposed for elderly residents 
in 1973. The building would 
have housed more than 200 
relatively well-to-do old people 
who would have bought an 
apartment and then paid a 
monthly maintenance charge. 
Financing failed. 

That proposal was succeeded 
by a straight apartment house 
proposal, which was approved 
but could not get financed after 
community support 
evaporated because of 
problems related to future 
management of the project. 

The original developers, 
Arthur Ullian and Dr. Edwin 
(iuiney, then offered the land 
for sale, and Jewish Com¬ 
munity Housing for the 
Elderly, an organization of the 
Combined Jewish Philan¬ 
thropies, stepped in. Their 
proposal uses essentially the 
same site plan and building 
plan as the Ullian-Guiney 
proposal, with improvements 
in landscaping and a slight 
decrease in size of the building. 

The building is in the form of 
a triskele. It will be 50 feet 
above the ground at its highest 
point, but lower than 
previously, the architect said, 
because the grade will be 
lowered before building. 

The three legs of the building 
have been shortened slightly, 


and some internal changes 
made in the community spaces 
in the building. 

There will be 39 parking 
spaces provided for the 124 
apartments. The building will 
contain 106 one-bedroom 
apartments, 13 one-bedroom 
apartments equipped for 
handicapped persons, and five 
two-bedroom apartments tone 
for a resident manager). 

The new developers have 
financed the project through 
HUD by a direct loan. 

One hundred of the apart¬ 
ments will be subsidized by 
HUD (Section 8) Those . 
tenants will pay up to 25 per¬ 
cent of their income, which 
may be up to $11,000 . 

Twelve apartments8will be 
rented at probably market 
price, which according to 
lawyer Rudolph Kass will be 
$403 for a onebedroom and $485 
for a two-bedroom apartment. 

In accordance with Newton’s 
new "10 percent ordinance,” 12 
of the apartments will be 
leased to the Newton Housing 
Services Commission for its 
low-income-housing program. 

No age eligibility was given 
by Kass at the public hearing 
that preceded the Land Use 
Committee action, but he said 
that 15 percent of the city’s 
population is between 62 and 74 
years old' so 62 may be the 
eligible age. 

The I^ind Use Committee 
approval is conditioned on the 
developers’ acceding to 
Planning Department 
rpcommendations on redesign 
of the parking lot, underground 
installation of utility lines and 


approval of drainage by the 
city engineer. 

The full Board of Aldermen 
will vote on approval July 25. 

Other business of the com¬ 
mittee was shorter than ex¬ 
pected, after two of the 
petitions to be presented in 
public hearing were 
withdrawn. 

The Newton Centre 
Neighborhood Association 
withdrew its request for 
rezoning of five parcels of land 
on the west side of Centre 
Street between Crescent and 
Norwood avenues from 
Business B to Residence D. 

A petition to build a retaining 
wall within the floodplain at 40 
Kingswood Rd„ Auburndale, 
was found to be not properly 
before the Board and was with 
drawn. 

The Land Use Committee 
withheld action on a petition by 
Aid. Mark White to restrict 
"exhibitions" for which ad¬ 
mission is charged by 
requiring permissive use from 
the Board. 

White's proposed ordinance 
amendment was aimed at such 
events as one recently con¬ 
ducted by the Junior League of 
Boston in a mansion on 
Wa'verley Avenue, where an 
estimated 20,000 persons went 
to see decorators' rooms. 

The traffic caused hardships 
to residents, and White wants 
some regulation over such 
activities. 

The I>and Use Committee is 
unsure whether a license 
procedure might not be better, 
and in any case needs the 
advice of the city solicitor.

Insurance bills assist

State Rep. Peter F.

Small balks at sale 
of former NJC building 


Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small, 
displeased with the prospect of 
a $20,000 sale price for a former 
Newton Junior College 
building, wants to find out. 
whether the city can get a 
variance to allow use of the 
building for business and 
professional purposes. 

The Bay Path Colonial Girl 
Scout Council has offered 
$20,000 for the property known 
as Walnut Hall at 430 Walnut 
St. and wants to use it as 
regional headquarters. 

The first recommendation of 
the committee that suggested 
uses for surplus municipal 
buildings was professional 
offices, Planning Director 
Charles Thomas told the 
Finance Committee Thursday 
night, but the "core com¬ 
mittee,” which reviewed the 
first committee’s report, 
recommended conversion to a 
two-family house. 

The building contains 12,000 
square feet of gross floor area. 
A two-story moderate-size 
house might have 3500 square 
feet. 

No municipal department or 
agency needs the building, 
according to Aid. Terry- 
Morris, who was a member of 
the core committee. 

The building is in the midst of 
Residence B district, but is 
only 1000 feet from the edge of 
the Newtonville business zone, 
a Planning Department 
memorandum says. 

Small feels the property 
should be a "good, taxpaying 
properly,” and .wants the city 
the to look into either getting a 
variance at the Zoning Board 
of Appeals or rezoning the 


property before offering it for 
sale or lease as surplus. 

Tne FinCom approved a 
request for $6500 for appraisals 
of the Novitiate property on 
Winchester Street for possible 
acquisition by the city for a 
municipal park. 

The 65-acre piece of land will 
be appraised for total or partial 
acquisition. Some members of 
the Board of Aldermen want to 
reserve the 15 acres around the 
existing buildings for housing 
or other purposes; the Newton 
Conservators, a private group 
are plugging for the whole 
parcel; the Conservation 
Commission wants only the 
part along the river. 

The Finance Committee and 
the Public Works Committee 
will meet jointly July 21 to 
consider authorization for a 
$1.2 million bond issue for 
public works equipment. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson asked for $3 
million early this year for 
replacement of and additions 
to the city's aged and 
inadequate equipment, but 
Mayor Theodore Mann cut the 
request to $1.25 million. 

Many aldermen, especially 
Wendell Bauckman, are ex¬ 
tremely concerned about the 
condition of public works 
vehicles and equipment and 
feel that maintenance and 
updating have been neglected 
too long.

Harrington emphasized that 
this legislation (Chapter 365 of 
the Acts of 1977) provides $55 
million in auto insurance 
rebates to more than 800,000 
Massachusetts motorists and 
olaces a 25 percent cap on 1977 
insurance rates.

Legislation 
passed in previous sessions 
required a roll back in prices 
and were ruled un¬ 
constitutional by the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court. 

The legislative study noted 
that when the facility rate, the 
rate charged for those in the 
high risk pool, was placed at 
the 80 percent level rather than 
at 50 percent, the insurance 
companies gained about $27 
million in unexpected profits. 
In addition, Harrington said, 
the study revealed the in¬ 
surance companies would have 
made an additional $26 million 
this year in excess profits, if 
actions were not taken. These 
two amounts provide the bulk 
of money that is scheduled by 
the legislature to be rebated to 
motorists. 

One significant safeguard 
made by the legislature, 
Harrington explained is the 
severability clause. If one 
provision of the act is held 
unconstitutional by the courts, 
those provisions not ruled upon 
would still remain in effect, 
thus preventing the entire 
chapter from being jeopar¬ 
dized by any single ruling.

Fury-less 

..‘‘it is a tale...full of sound and fury, 
signifying nothing.” Shakespeare 
For the past few weeks a political 
“group” has been touting a “controversy” 
over alleged “illegal" votes of Newton's 
aldermen. 

Undoubtedly the “controversy” has 
already received too much publicity, but we 
feel it's time for a final comment on the 
subject. 

First, let's stop referring to Center as a * 
“group." Center is either a duet, a quartet, 
or, at best, a quintet. We think our 
references, and everyone else's, to Center 
being a political group are misleading in a 
city filled with political groups that can 
boast substantial memberships. 

The Center duet unveiled itself several 
months ago and vowed to study the Board of 
Aldermen and choose its own aldermanic 
candidates. 

The reasoning was that with all the atten¬ 
tion likely to be devoted to the mayoral and 
School Committee races, the Board of 
Aldermen would be elected in virtual 
obscurity. 

Center then proceeded to produce two 
valuable surveys; one on Board attendance 
and one on attendance at committee 
meetings. Both were substantiated by 
documentation. 

We do not question the duet's ability to 
gather facts. Interpretation is their down¬ 
fall. 

What did Center find when it reviewed 
aldermanic attendance? It found that, by 
and large, attendance was very good; and 
even when not so good, not bad. 

It is disappointing, we are sure, for 
headhunters to return from their labors 
minus any heads. 

Recently Center rocked this community 
to its very bedrock with the revelation that 
some committees recommended action to 
the Board of Aldermen without the presence 
of a quorum. 

The insinuations that our aldermen are 
acting illegally have not only angered the 
aldermen, but illustrate, finally, that there 
simply are no real aldermanic issues to be 
discussed unless we're willing to manufac¬ 
ture them out of thin air. 

Every piece of legsislation enacted in this 
city is voted on by the Board of Aldermen 
and NEVER has it voted without a quorum. 

The normal purpose of committees at any 
legislative level is to provide a way to divide 
matters and have them studied by less than 
the total membership for recommendations 
to that body. 

The distillation and summarization of 
material presented to a legislative body is 
beneficial to both the public and the 
legislators themselves. 

In Newton's case, extremely detailed 
committee reports are made available to all 
24 aldermen on the work of each committee. 
Often, too, aldermen that are not members 
of a particular committee attend its 
meeting because of an item on the agenda. 
While they cannot vote, they do increase 
representation at the meetings. 

All committee reports also indicate who 
was present and what the votes were. 

Center, in its frenzy to create an issue and 
focus attention on itself, has caused the 
wasting of valuable time on the parts of the 
city solicitor and several aldermen. 

The quintet is trying to create an issue 
where none exists. Perhaps you, our 
readers, have already detected the silliness 
of the entire matter. 

If not. we hope this editorial puts you on to 
their game. We have serious decisions to 
make as voters and should not be wasting 
our time trifling with trivialities.

Is the Postal Service really necessary?

NEW YORK — The postal service as we know it may soon 
be a museum piece, made obsolete by startling changes in 
nur means of communicaUon. We just won't need the mails; 
and those of us who do will be in trouble. 

At the core of the communications revolution are novel 
ways for business to handle its transacUons. For many 
years, the mails were a primary vehicle for carrying on 
commerce. Even today, 47 per cent of the postal service's 
income comes from handling bills, payments, and orders. 

But increasingly the mails are no longer necessary for 
such transmission of messages and money. The modern 
way is to use electronic devices. 

At present, for instance, the U.S. Treasury Dept, sends 
out 400 to 500 million pieces of mail every year. Within a few 
years, the department expects to remove the bulk of its 
checks from the mails and place them in electronic 
deposits. By this system, Washington for some sub-office, 
presses a button and a deposit is made in the books of some 
financial institution. No paper, no envelope, no stamp, no 
mail. 

This is not some silly piece of science fiction. Right now, 
the federal government makes about 5 million payments a 
month by pushing buttons. In the future, this system will be 
expanded. 

The government is the biggest but not the only user of this

Electronic Funds Transmission System (EFTS). Banks 
and other money changers have installed about 6,000 
automated teller and cash machines. They can be found in 
the financial institutions and in airports, shopping centers, 
big office buildings. 

Another 10,000 “terminals” — one of the operating ends of 
this magic method — are located in supermarkets and big 
retail establishments where, according to The Wall Street 
Journal, “more checks are cashed than in financial in¬ 
stitutions.” 

If you wish,'you can have your paycheck deposited in the 
bank of your choice by electronic prearrangement. And you 
may further arrange to have other items taken care of, like 


your regular insurance premium, your Christmas Club 
payment, your mortgage, and maybe even some of your 
utility bills if they are on a Hat and recurrent basis. 

The twin of the EFTS is the EMTS, a device for tran¬ 
smitting correspondence electronically. “The EMTS 
market man's dream,” says the special committee of the 
letter carrier's union that deals with the electronic threat, 
“would be a receiver in everyone's home with an unat¬ 
tended answering service to receive messages 24 hours a 
day so that a customer upon awakening or a businessman 
going to work would find all his “mail' in a tray waiting for 
him.” 

Between EFTS and EMTS about two-thirds of the income 
of the two-way radio and TV will cut further into the mail 
business. 

Some groups in our society will be hard hit. The in¬ 
dividual who wishes to send a letter or the individual in 
some more remote part of our continent who is not close to a 
terminal but would like to receive mail will have to pay a 
high price for delivering since the great bulk of the 
profitable mail to sustain a nationwide system will be 
missing. 

The many organizations in the United States who depend 
upon publications moving through the mails to keep their 
congregation, their membership, their fellow veterans, 
their companion believers informed will have to pay 
heavily for delivery, perhaps too heavily to survive.

Metric changover hits WAMmie! 


WASHINGTON — WAM! has scored its first major 
victory, and it now looks as if the metric system is doomed 
in the United States. 

WAM! — which as you know stands for We Ain't Metric!, 
and was founded by this column to combat the alien forces 
that are trying to cram the metric system down the gullets 
of the American people — is proud to announce this news to 
those of you who have not already heard it: 

Signs on the nation's highways — which have been 
scheduled to be converted to metric speed limits beginning 
next year — will now remain miles-per-hour. There will be 
no kilometers. The WAM! organization and WAM! sym¬ 
pathizers are responsible for this. 

More than 5,000 letters were sent to the Federal Highway 
Administration concerning the proposed changeover to 
metrics.

Make no mistake, McGee's in charge

There seems a calculated ploy by some political writers 
to portray gutsy Tommy McGee — blunt-talking, gruff 
Speaker of the Massachusetts House — as on his last legs 
both physically and politically. They're counting out the 
tough little ex-Martne prematurely. 

With all the gnashing of teeth and wringing of hands over 
McGee's simple exercise of using existing House rules to 
outfox an obstrperous but small clique of troublemakers to 
enact the $4.26-billion budget, one would think that the Lynn 
lawmaker had dreamed up something new politically. 

It was nothing new — simply a textbook example of using 
the rulebook to end senseless and non-profitable discussion 
which would not have changed the end result of the debate 
on the budget by a fraction. In any one of hundreds of town 
meetings, lodge or club meetings similar use of the rules is 
commonplace. 

The gutsy move by McGee finally got the Commonwealth 
a budget, and more important, gave the lie to newspaper 
reports which had McGee on the skids. He's shown the 
critics that at 58 he’s alive, well and in charge. 

A strident minority, personified by renegade Democrat 
Thomas Colo, a petulant band of Republicans, and a hand¬ 
ful of anti-abortionists were responsible for frenzied night 
sessions — and an intolerable five days into the new state 
year with the state still without a budget. 

It was a time for strong leadership, and McGee provided 
it in full measure. First, he limited debate to six hours, a 
move virtually unprecedented. For one hour there was 
shrill, strident fury over this proposal, and an anti¬ 
leadership uprising appeared imminent. But then a rollcall 
vole backed McGee — 162 supporting the Speaker and just 
56 opposed to a debate limit. 

Then, amazingly, nobody wanted lo talk budget, and 
three hours were frittered away by further attacks by the 
infuriated dissidents on the House leadership. Colo, in 
particular, made attacks personally against the Speaker 
hopuig to provoke an action which would make Colo a 
martyr. McGee didn't bite. 

Actual debate on the budget lasted just 90 minutes, and

the budget was enacted. McGee called a brief recess, thus 
permitting Use document to be taken to the Senate for 
enactment there and then delivered to the governor before 
dissidents could move for reconsideration. 

McGee summed up his action simply and factually, "I 
didn't violate the rules. I utilized them, but 1 didn't violate 
them.” 


In any case, the end result would have been the same — 
simply because McGee had the votes, and knew he did. 

McGee, of course, was in a near-fatal skiing accident last 
winter and was hospitalized for several seeks. He’s still 
troubled by a lung problem associated with that mishap as 
wel! as an old knee injury that has flared up. 

But, despite these vexing distresses, there's nothing 
disabled about McGee's guts or thinking as he demon¬ 
strated anew by out-smarting a group of dissidents who, 
themselves, delight hi utilizing the rules for their owu 
benefit. This time, however, they were out-foxed by a 
smaller, swifter adversary — something for which the 
Speaker should draw kudos and not complaints. 

There are some who perceive the recent brouhahas in the 
House as a serious challenge to McGee's leadership. As the 
vole on the budget would indicate, such speculation appears 
premature. For one thing, most of those involved in the 
anti-abortion bloc normally are strong McGee adherents, 
and will be so again when this issue is resolved. 

The angry mood in the House, understandably, stems 
mainly from Ihe House cut (which will pit many House 
members against present colleagues in that branch) as well 
as by the group of professional dissidents as exemplified by 
Representative Colo. 

McGee himself feels that the dissent lias peaked, and it is 
hard to quarrel with that assessment from a guy who works 
16 hours a day on the job and who has been a member of that 
branch since I960. 

Despite all the grumbling aud threats of vengeance, out 
fact remains unchallenged — Speaker McGee played 
hardball within the rules. He won because he used them 
better aud quicker tliau the opposition, aud because the 
overwhelming majority were with him all the way. 

It was a situation that called for strong leadership, and 
that's what the House got. Smart and strong leadership. 

The man known as "the Little Speaker” continues to show 
lie may be small in stature but a giant-killer when the 
situation calls for it.

Tliis letter is written in 
response to the letter from 
Mark Feingold in the July 7 
issue. Mr. Feingold criticized 
the School Committee for 
hiring "four principals from 
outside the system." 

As the presidents of the 
Countryside PTA, we wish to 
point out that Countryside’s 
new principal, Vincent Simone, 
has worked continuously for 
the Newton schools for the past 
11 years and is a graduate of 
the Newton schools. Certainly 
he is no “outsider." 

In addition, one of the other 
three permanent vacancies 
was filled by Nannette 
Cochran, a Newton teacher 
who had been on a leave of 
absence from Newton and is 
also no "outsider." 

Mr. Feingold is perhaps 
unaware of the process by 
which principals were 
nominated. Of more than 325 
applicants for the principal 
positions, only a very small 
number from outside Newton 
were interviewed by individual 
schools; approximately seven 
in the case of Countryside. 

From within Newton there 
were 17 applicants for the 
elementary principalships and 
every one was interviewed by a 
faculty committee from each 
school with an opening. 

It is clear, contrary to what 
Mr. Feingold assumes, that the 


selection process in fact leans 
strongly in favor of applicants 
from within the Newton 
system. 

What disturbed us, however, 
about Mr. Feingold's letter was 
not that he was misinformed as 
to some of the facts; but, 
rather, we were disturbed by 
his attitude and even more by 
the attitude of Mr. LeConti as a 
School Committee member. 

Newton should hire the best 
people it can find for every 
opening in the school system. 
The view that "outsiders" 
should be treated with 
suspicion, or simply 
disqualified, as Mr. LeConti's 
votes in opposition seem to 
imply, is parochial and alar¬ 
ming. 

Mr. Feingold's argument 
that Newton doesn't need "new 
blood”’ anymore because now 
"the stress in education should 
be on the basic approach" is 
difficult to comprehend. 

Whatever is taught in the 
schools and whatever ap¬ 
proach is used, we should hire 
the best-qualified people, 
wherever they are to be found. 

The Countryside community 
supported Vincent Simone 
because he is well-qualified for 
the job. Being an "insider" 
helped us know him, but it 
should never become a 
requirement for the Job.

Of the 20 principalships filled 
during the past eight years, 
that is during the tenure of this 
superintnendent, 14 have come 
from within the system and six 
from outside. Two of the six 
"outsiders" had been em¬ 
ployed for several years in the 
Newton schools but were not 
employees at the time of ap¬ 
pointment.

Although we do not live in his 
district, we wish to call tt the 
attention of those residents of 
Newton who are represented 
by Joe DeNucci to his recent 
dismal recorded votes tallied 
in a C P PAX July newsletter 
entitled, “Massachusetts 
House Votes on Economic and 
Social Policy." 

According to the newsletter, 
Rep. DeNucci voted against 
House Bill H3254 which was a 
strong anti-redlining measure 
that would ban any form of 
geographical discrimination 
, by banks; this bilt would have 
helped eliminate the banks’ 
policies of denying mortgages 
and home improvement loans 
within communities they label 
‘'deteriorating." Our three 
other representatives voted in 
favor of this bill. 

An anti-abortion U. S. 
Constitutional Convention was 
supported by Mr. DeNucci (as 
well as Rep. Harrington), even 
though this convention could 
repeal and change all other 
parts of the constitution. 

H 4906 that would allow 
doctors to provide birth-control 
material and information to 
minors, if requested by the 
minor and— or if referred by 
an outside medical or 
professional agency, without 
requiring parental consent, 


was opposed by him, but 
supported by our three other 
legislators. 

Finally, he also opposed 
divorce reform that would 
have permitted a shorter 
length of waiting time than the 
current two years when there 
is "an irretrievable breakdown 
of the marriage." It would 
have made the no fault divorce 
concept more workable. This 
reform measure was supported 
by our Representatives 
Harrington, Mofenson and 
Pines. 

We commend the seven 
positive human-rights votes, as 
epresentatives Mofenson and 
Pines and the six by 
Representative Harrington.

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A major 
new pop 
talent 

Some time back in the 
middle 60s, Tin Pan Alley died 
and the era of the pop singer- 
songwriter began. 

For a while, it seemed that 
no performer could hope to go 
anywhere without writing his 
or her own material. There was 
virtually no room for the pure 
singer — and thus the market 
for non-performing 
songwriters all but dried up, as 
well. 

Now, of course, the pen¬ 
dulum has begun swinging in 
the other direction; the idea of 
performance for its own sake 
has taken root once again. 

Still, there remains a strong 
bias in favor of singers who 
stick more or less to their own 
original material. 

And for songwriters — even 
those whose performing talents 
leave something to be desired 

- there is the ever-present 
temptation to grab a piece of 
the spotlight for themselves. 
It's a temptation that has in¬ 
flicted many a third-rate 
performer on the world. 

But there are exceptions. 
Carol King is one. And Carole 
Bayer Sager is another. 

A talented pop lyricist, 
Carole Bayer Sager has 
written songs for everyone 
from Gene Pitney to Liza 
Minnelli. One of her first tunes 

- "A Groovy Kind of Love” — 
was a smash hit for the Mind- 
benders a dozen years ago. 

Her list of musical collabora¬ 
tors reads like a Who’s Who of 
the slicker side of the New 
York music scene: Bette 
Midler, Marvin Hamlisch, Neil 
Sedaka, Melissa Manchester, 
Peter Allen, Bruce Roberts. 
Recent successes include 
Melissa’s "Midnight Blue” and 
Leo Sayer’s "When I Need 
You." 

With that kind of success 
behind her and an apparently 
inexhaustible knack for 
coming up with hit-making 
lyrics, Carole had no pressing 
need to take to the stage and 
the recording studio. Nor was 
she especially drawn by the 
glamour of the business: she’d 
seen it from the inside and 
knew how tough it could be. 

But along the line some¬ 
where, a record company 
_ executive had suggested she 
should go ahead and record an 
album, give show biz a 'ey. And 
that seed, once planted, 
refused to die. 

So last year, she signed a 
contract and headed for the 
studio with a few of her closest 
friends — including most of her 
regular collaborators and 
some of the country’s best 
session musicians — to give it a 
try. 

The result is "Carole Bayer 
Sager" (Elektra 7E-1100), a 
record that bears all the signs 
of presenting the world with a 
major new pop talent, in a 
gentle and occasionally 
tonguein-cheek fashion. 

Carole proves to have a 
husky, middle-register voice, 
limited in range but laden with 
character — a kind of cross 
between Rod Stewart and, 
ironically, Carol King. It's 
precisely the kind of voice that, 
once established in the public 
ear, becomes an old friend, 
transforming even mediocre 
material into something spe¬ 
cial. 

Naturally, there is very little 
mediocre material here — the 
songs are mostly about love; 
they're pure pop and scarcely 
challenging to the intellect. But 
they rest nicely on a weary 
brain and communicate a lot of 
straightforward human values 
and emotions, thankfully with¬ 
out slipping over the line into 
pathos. 

On stage, Carole is surpris¬ 
ingly at ease, communicating 
with an audience in an in¬ 
timate, natural fashion devoid 
of nightclub jive. With that 
voice, she should try some 
more up-tempo material, but 
it's questionable whether she’d 
feel comfortable competing 
with a hard rock band 
Carole Bayer Sager isn't 
likely to turn on the punk 
rockers. But for nearly every¬ 
one else, she should be a 
genuine delight.

A 5 percent cost-of-living 
increase for the elderly, blind 
and disabled has been included 
in the 1978 budget. This was one 
of the prime legislative goals of 
Sen. Jack H. Backman, 
chairman of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs. 

Backman said, “I am most 
pleased that some measure of 
relief for the elderly, blind and 
disabled has been included in 
the budget. It is a pity, 
however, that they could not be 
given more than the meager 5 
percent which the legislature 
granted. 

“It is also a travesty that a 
program which had been 
mandated as an annual cost of 
living increase should remain a 
political football, subject to the 
whim of the legislature and the 
governor. I believe that a cost- 
of-living increase should once 
again become automatic each 
year," said Backman. "It was 
unfortunate that in the midst of 
our fiscal crisis last year, the 
automatic cost-of— living 
increase was repealed at the 
urging of the governor." 

Backman also criticized the 
AFDC budget, which he ter¬ 
med a "fraud on poor people of 
our Commonwealth." 

a"we have granted AFDC 
recipients a 'non-grant,' 
Backman said. “In our budget 
we provided for a 3 percent 
cost-of-living increase for 
persons receiving AFDC to 
take effect in December under 
conditions that are almost 
impossible to take place. The 
appropriation will be subject to 
the determination of the 
Secretary of Administration 
and Finance, as well as the 
Commissioner of Public 
Welfare that there will be no 
deficiency in the welfare ac¬ 
count as of Dec. 1, 1977.” 

"During the past decade the 
Welfare Department has been 
forced to return to the 
legislature each year to seek a 
deficiency budget because of 
insufficient funds. There is no 
reason to believe that they will 
not have to do the same this 
year, which will then eliminate 
the cost-of-living increase for 
AFDC recipients. 

"What this means is that a 
mother with two children, who 
would have received a mere 
$1.95 increase per month, will 
receive no increase at all,” 
said Backman. 

Backman added that during 
the coming year he will again 
work for an automatic cost-of- 


living increase for the elderly, I victims of those most in need 
blind and disabled, as well as and begin providing them with 
an increase for families with adequate care and meaningful 
dependent children. jobs, not promises and forced 

'We must stop making 1 labor," said Sen. Backman.

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No identity crisis for Debbie Vataha

"Women who get lost in their 
husband's identity let themselves,” 
maintains Debbie Vataha, who has 
expertly avoided the pitfall. Despite 
being married to Randy Vataha, the 
New England Patriot's wide 
receiver whose career is well- 
known, she is confident she has been 
able to preserve her self-identity. 

Leaning back on the couch in her 
family room and sipping lemonade, 
Debbie is casual and her warmth 
exhudes the natural friendliness 
legendary in people from California. 

"Anything I do," she explained, "I 
get credit for.” While unsalaried, 
she "does" a great deal. She is able 
to balance the pursuit of her own 
interests while maintaining a high 
level of interest and involvement in 
her husband's career. 

For example, she sings in the 
choir at the First Baptist Church, 
Dedham. While she prefers choir 
singing and has always been in a 
choir whether in school or in church, 
for awhile she sang as part of a trio. 
Singing soprano, she teamed up with 
two friends, Cinda Carr and Cheryl 
Montgomery in California and they 
called themselves "The Chantees." 

It was in California the Vatahas 
met. They were both studying at the 
Golden West Junior College in 
Huntington Beach, California. The 
couple moved to Dedham five and 
one-half years ago and today own an 
attractive, spacious home in Canton. 

Before she met Randy, Debbie 
was an avid sports fan describing 
herself as the kind of fan who at¬ 
tended baseball games with a radio, 
"a baseball fanatic.” Part of that 
she explains saying, "my Dad was a 
real sports person," however, the 
other person who had a profound 
influence on her life is her younger 
brother, Brad. 

Because of her love for sports, she 
finds being married to a football 
player enjoyable and "one reason I 
enjoy it is I don't feel left out.” Since 
she has a good grasp of the sport, 
many evenings or days she and her 
husband will sit at the kitchen table 
Talking about plays. Sometimes 
Vataha will even sketch one out to 
illustrate the discussion. 

She is an active member in the 
New England Patriot’s Wives 
Association which supports many 
charitable efforts. Debbie also 
points out it serves as a kind of 
support group for wives. Not only 
does the Wives Association quickly 
welcome new wives, but it also of¬ 
fers something, she said, for the 
"old" wives who occasionally 
"forget the delight of being on a 
football team." 

During the interview Vataha 
arrived home bursting with news 
about his new Racquet Club which is 
opening soon in Braintree. Vataha 
has dubbed the club, "The Playoff", 
and will run it in partnership with 
Bill Lenkaitis and George Matthews. 

The club is so much a part of their 


life Debbie mentioned that although 
she majored in sociology in college, 
now she would like to study ac¬ 
counting. The new venture is in¬ 
tended to be Vataha’s backup when 
he retires. 

The Vataha's have no children but 
Debbie says "we are not the kind of 
people to say never." Children, right 
now, don't fit into their lifestyle 
which includes two trips a year 
home to California and travelling off 
season. They have also been skiing 
in Switzerland, and swimming in 
Jamaica. 

During football season, there is 
not that much out of town travel for 
Vataha. When it does occur, Debbie 
says it's usually only one night. 
Those times she accompanies him to 
the airport and they and a group of 
couples have dinner in town when 
the players return Sunday evening, 
"making it fun.” 

A tremendously active woman, 
cramming her day with not only 
tennis but also committments to 
several charities, she even finds 
time to drive a local cancer patient 
to the hospital for treatment. 

She is also a member of a 
sisterhood called "PEO” and 
apologizes for not being able to 
divulge what the initials stand for. 
"PEO" has founded Cottey College 
in Missouri and it raises funds 
enabling women to attend not only 
that college but varipus other in¬ 
stitutions.

Deeply committed to her church, 
Debbie not only sings in the choir but 
also helps out whenever she is able.

She also teaches on 
Monday nights, has prayer meetings 
on Wednesday evenings and is a 
substitute Sunday School teacher, 
She studies Bible on Wednesday 
night. 

Recently, she has spoken before 
two groups about "My Life as a 
Christian." She said that she doesn't 
mind being asked to speak because 
she is Randy's wife, because simply 
getting the opportunity to present 
her views is important. 

In their "couple relationship," 
Debbie avers "he is the leader." She 
maintains the Bible instructs women 
to "be submissive, not slaves,” 
adding, "this is the way it works 
best."

Answer: Gardeners and cooks will be happy to note that 
wc have plenty of zucchini recipes. A reader, Mrs. Virginia 
Hanson of Dedham sent in a recipe for zucchini relish and 
one for zucchini nut bread. A second recipe for zucchini 
relish is also offered today. 


Mrs. Hanson's Zucchini Relish 
10 cups chopped unpceled zucchini 

4 cups chopped onions 

5 tablespoons salt 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

2 tablespoons celery seed (optional) 

S I sweet red pepper, chopped 
1 green pepper, chopped 
4 cups sugar 
24 cups vinegar 
1 tablespoon tumeric 
1 teaspoon black pepper 


Mix zucchini, onions and salt. Let stand overnight. In 
morning, rinse and drain. Add remaining ingredients, mix 
and simmer for 30 minutes. Pour into sterilized jars and 
seal at once. Makes six pints. 


Zucchini Relish 
6 large zucchini trimmed 
4 large onions 
1 green pepper 

1 red pepper 
‘s cup salt 

3 cups sugar 
24 cups vinegar 

2 teaspoons tumeric 

2 teaspoons celery seed 


Work through a food chopper the zucchini, onions, pepper 
(with seeds and ribs removed). If a coarser relish is 
desired, chop vegetables by hand. Cover the vegetables 
with ice water in which the salt has been dissolved. Let the 
mixture stand for one hour. Drain the mixture and rinse 
well under running cold water. Drain thoroughly and set 
aside. 


In a saucepan boil the sugar, vinegar, one cup of water, 
tumeric and celery seed for three minutes. Add the 
vegetable mixture and cook the relish over low heat for 10- 
15 minutes. While it is still hot, spoon relish into seven, one- 
half pint, jars and seal the tops securely. 


Mrs. Hanson’s Zucchini Nut Bread 

3 eggs 

1 cup salad oil 

2 cups sugar 

1 tablespoon vanilla 

2 cups grated, unpeeled zucchini 

3 cups flour 

3 teaspoons cinnamon 

2 teaspoons baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon baking powder 
1 cup chopped nuts 

raisins may be added if desired 


Beat the eggs until frothy, beat in sugar, oil and vanilla 
until mixture is thick and lemony. Stir in grated zucchini. 
Sift all dry ingredients together and blend well in egg 
mixture. Fold in nuts. Pour batter into two oiled and floured 
pans, 8" x 44" x 3”. Bake at 350 degrees F. for one hour and 
20 minutes.

Sandwiches don't have to be ordinary 


There's a sandwich loaf for every oc¬ 
casion: The thin, spicy round for ap¬ 
petizers, the pastel loaf for showers or 
luncheons and this one for hearty ap¬ 
petites, brought on by summer-activated 
sports. 

Contrast is one of the primary ob¬ 
jectives in sandwich loaves. That means 
contrast in texture, taste and color. The 
bread as well as the fillings contribute to 
this, but there should also be harmony. 

Hearty Rye Sandwich Loaf uses an 
unsliced round rye bread which is an ideal 
flavormate for ham and Swiss filling, 
reddish white, Vermont Cheddar, orange, 
and egg salad, yellow. 

It’s important to spread the cut side of 
each layer with butter so the filling won't 
soak into the bread. Butter also con¬ 
tributes good flavor. Do chill the loaf, 
once it’s assembled, for several hours or 
overnight so it slices neatly. A serrated 
knife or an electric one, is ideal for 
making neat servings of this production. 

Should you be looking for a sweet to top 
off this hearty sandwich, then there's 
nothing more appetizing tha bar made of 
natural ingredients. Raisin Date Bars 
rely heavily on the dried fruit for 
sweetness, while brown sugar, butter and 
oats contribute flavor. 

HEARTY RYE SANDWICH LOAF 
12 sandwich wedges 

1 loaf (14 lb.) unsalted round rye bread 
Butter, softened 

Ham and Swiss Filling: 

1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Swiss cheese 
1 cup ground or finely chopped ham 
4 cup dairy sour cream 
1 teaspoon prepared spicy brown 
mustard 

‘a teaspoon grated onion 


Vermont Cheddar Filling: 

1 * 1 2 * * * 6 = cups (6 oz.) shredded Vermont 
Cheddar Cheese 

1 package (3 oz.) cream cheese 

2 tablespoons milk 

2 tablespoons each chopped green & red 
pepper 

4 teaspoon Worstcershire sauce 

Egg Salad Filling: 

4 hard-cooked eggs, chopped 

3 tablespoons dairy sour cream 

3 tablespoons chopped dill pickle 
2 tablespoons chopped celery 

I teaspoon prepared mustard 
'4 teaspoon salt 

For ham and Swiss filling, combine 
Swiss cheese, ham, sour cream, mustard 
and onion. For Vermont Cheddar Filling, 
beat Vermont Cheddar cheese and cream 
cheese together; beat in milk. Stir in 
peppers and Worcestershire sauce. For 
egg salad filling, combine eggs, sour 
cream, pickle, celery, mustard and salt. 
Slice bread crosswise to make 4 layers. 
Spread one cut side of each layer of bread 
with butter. Spread bottom layer with 
ham and Swiss filling, second with egg 
salad filling and third with Vermont 
Cheddar filling. Reassemble bread. Wrap 
tightly with plastic wrap; chill. To serve, 
cut into wedges with serrated knife or 
electric knife. 

RAISIN-DATE BARS 
32 bars 

1 package (8 oz.) chopped pitted dates 
14 cups seedless raisins 
3 i cup water 

I I cup sugar 

4 cup chopped nuts 

4 cup (14 sticks) butter 
4 cup firmly packed light brown sugar 


l' i cups all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

14 cups quick oats, uncooked 

Combine dates, raisins, water and 
sugar; boil 5 minutes. Cool slightly. Add 
nuts and set aside. Cream butter; add 
sugar and beat until light and fluffy. 
Combine flour, salt and oats; stir into 
creamed mixture. Mixture will be 
crumbly. Pack two-thirds of mixture 
evenly and firmly in bottom of lightly 
buttered 13 x 9-inch baking pan. Spread 
evenly with date mixture. Sprinkle 
remaining crumb mixture over top; press 
down lightly. Bake in preheated 350 
degrees oven 25 to 30 minutes. Cool in pan 
on wire rack. Cut into bars. 

If you are looking for some different 
ways to change those "same old” sand¬ 
wich fillings, try these: 

TUNA SALAD 

2 64 or 7 ounce cans tuna (packed in

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

2 tablespoons catchup 

1-3 cup mayonnaise ur cooked salad

1 teaspoon Worstcershire 

Prepare the filling several hours in 
advance. Mix all the ingredients and 
refrigerate. 

EGG SALAD 

6 hard-boiled eggs, chopped 
1 1 cup finely chopped ripe olives 

2 teaspoons salt 
2 teaspoon pepper 

2 teaspoon prepared mustard 
4 cup mayonnaise or cooked salad 
dressing

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Catholic Church grants $60,000 to domestic anti-poverty programs 

Twenty-two local poverty said, and to the type of actual National Conference of year's collection in the Boston B.C. High School Summer Religious Education gaps which other institutions Somervi 


Twenty-two local poverty 
programs were granted some 
160,000 in aid this past week 
from the Catholic church's 
domestic anit-poverty 
program, the campaign for 
Human Development (CHD). 

According to Rev. Thomas 
McDonnell, the campaign's 
Boston director, the programs 
were selected from some 60 
applicants for funds. Selections 
are made according to need, he 


said, and to the type of actual 
service they perform for the 

poor. 

The types of services aided 
this year range from a 
residence for needy alcoholics 
and remedial reading 
programs for minority 
students to a program for the 
elderly and a Birthright 
organization. 

The Campaign for Human 
Development was begun by the 



National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops six years ago 
and in that time has donated 
more than $37 million to more 
than 1,100 community projects 
across the country. Recently, 
the bishops voted to continue 
the campaign beyond its 
original goal of raising *50 
million. While one of the main 
thrusts of the campaign is 
direct funding of self— help 
projects for the poor, It is also 
interested in sponsoring 
programs that deal with 
education about poverty and 
justice. 

The major source of revenue 
for the campaign is the annual 
collection around 
Thanksgiving time. Fr. 
McDonnell indicated that this 


year's collection in the Boston 
Archdiocese was up three 
percent over last year. 

A team of 14 persons, con¬ 
sisting of priests, religious and 
laity, visits every project to 
help in determining the final 
recipients.

Invaluable additions to Science Library _ 
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The Dragons of Eden, by 
Carl Sagan. 

( Random House, $8.95) 

Behind the Mirror, by 
Konrad Lorenz. 

(Harcourt, Brace, Jovano- 
vich, $ 10 ) 

The Life Science, by P.B. and 
J.S. Medawar. 

(Harper, Row, $8.95) 

These books are Invaluable 
additions to any general 
library on science. 

Sagan is known primarily as 
an astronomer but was trained 
in biology, and his approach to 
astronomy leans largely to the 
idea of life on other worlds. 
“The Dragons of Eden” is a 
book-length essay on the 
development of the brain which 
has enabled man to outstrip all 
other animals — and what the 
future holds for him. 

Sagan takes as his starting 
point the theory that each 
major evolutionary develop¬ 
ment has been accompanied by 
a new layer of brain function, 
while retaining earlier brain 
layers which control more 
primitive needs or become 
adapted to new uses. 

"The Dragons of Eden" is 
perhaps the best written of his 
popularizations of science — 
provocative and deserving to 
be widely read. 

Konrad Lorenz approaches 
much the same problem — the 


development of man's con¬ 
sciousness — from a diifferent 
direction. In “Behind the 
Mirror" he examines the 
mechanics of how unicellular 
sensory systems must have 
become elaborated and inter¬ 
connected in order to provide 
the systems of storage and 
retrieval which enable man to 
be conscious of self and to 
manipulate his environment. 
It's not easy reading — Lorenz 
has abandoned the conversa¬ 
tional style of “King Solomon's 
Ring" and “Man Meets Dog" 
in favor of unremitting 
scientific jargon. If you can 
last the pace, this may be even 
more rewarding a book than 
Sagan's. 

"The Life Science,” by Nobel 
prizewinner Sir Peter and 
Lady Medawar, is subtitled 
“Current Ideas of Biology." It 
is a series of brief essays on 
various aspects of biology in 
roughly three sections: from 
genetics through eugenics to 
demography; from em¬ 
bryology through molecular 
biology to immunology (Sir 
Peter's current field) and 
cancer; and from the senses 
through behavior to old age. 

The Medawars make 
layman's sense of a complicat¬ 
ed subject with some beautiful 
writing. 

They gently dismiss much of 


the current theory of human 
aggression (including 
Lorenz's) with the comment: 
"Before interpreting human 
warfare and internecine 
aggression as a manifestation 
of territoriality, as it has been 
described in birds and other 
animals, it should be 
recognized that much of the 
aggression and protective 
behavior of animals in defen¬ 
ding their territories is bluff.”

The Dark Lady, by Louis 
Auchincloss. 

(Houghton, Mifflin, $8.95) 

Louis Auchincloss, the most 
successful novelist of the 
American upper classes since 
Edith Wharton, has created a 
femme fatale in the 27th 
volume of his literary apotheo¬ 
sis of WASPish society. 

She is a strangely unsympa¬ 
thetic actress named Elesina 
who acquires a great fortune, 
power and a Congressional 
seat through a third marriage

BOSTON iUPI) - About a 
block from the Massachusetts 
State House stands a small, 
inconspicious, reddish brown 
brick building. 

But a century ago, the 17- 
room house buzzed with activi¬ 
ty as a brothel, rooming house 
or hotel — perhaps even at one 
point as an abortion clinic. 

It was “built to be a select 
hotel — as, shall we say, a 
business venture...very likely 
because of the State House next 
door,” said architect 
Frederick “Tad” Stahl, 
current owner and occupant. 

“I'm sure it was never in¬ 
tended to be a house. So, if it 
wasn't supposed to be a home, 
what kind of transient accomo- 
datidta was it intended to be?" 
asked Stahl, who has gone 
through city records and 
studied the physical structure 
of the house built in 1875. 

Small hotels or boarding 
rooms were usually converted 
homes and “almost never 
contracted during that era,” he 
said. 

“It would be nice to think it 
was a special interest hotel 
designed to serve as a place for 
special liaisons for 
legislators," he said, leaving it 
open to speculation, as he does 
the theory it was used in the 
early 1900s as an abortion 
clinic. 

"This could have been a 
private abortion mill," said 
Stahl, who found doctor’s 
examining tables with stirrups 
and sinks in several rooms on 
lower floors. 

The architecture of the 
structure — which sits behind 
two massive sandstone co¬ 
lumns, topped by three temple 
pylons, is foreign to other 
buildings on Beacon Hill and 
the rest of the city. 

It is the only example of 
French-Second Imperial Egyp¬ 
tian Revival architecture in the 
U.S., he said. 

Entering the six-story home 
where Stahl lives with this wife 
Jane and their three children, 
the peculiar architecture 
shocks the eye even more. 

A third of the building houses 
a gigantic winding staircase 
that ends with a cupola from 
which one can admire Boston's 
downtown skyline. 

Most rooms apparently were 
bedrooms with either a com¬ 
plete bathroom and wardrobe 
or a wash basin and closet. 
Each of the 17 rooms has a 
fireplace. 

When Tad and Jane first 
bought the building 14 years 
ago. it had become a flop 
house. "Things were out of 
control. People hadn't paid 
their rent in months. It took us 
six months to find the tenants. 

"We finally located the last 
guy when we found him sitting 
on the front steps the morning 
after we changed the locks on 
the door." 

Then it took another six 
months just to clean out the 
debris. "We hauled out hun¬ 
dreds of mattresses piled up to 
the ceiling in the basement," 
he said. 

Stahl said architect William 
Washburn was contracted by 
wealthy businessman Charles 
Robert to design the house in 
the 1870s, "but members of his 
i Robert’s) family never lived 
in it. It was to be rental 
property - a boarding house, 


brothel or rooming house." 

In 1918, Stahl said the house 
was purchased by a Dr. and 
Mrs. Towle, the first owners to 
be listed as occupants. In the 
late 1940s or early 1950s, the 
doctor died. His widow eventu¬ 
ally moved into a basement 
apartment and began renting 
out rooms. 

Before she died in 1962, the 
condition of the house deteri¬ 
orated. Occupants registered 
with the city through the years 
range from doctors who used 
rooms for offices to people with 
no occupations. 

Some land speculators 
bought the property after her 
death in hopes of converting it 
into apartments, but probably 
realizing the enormous work 
and money required, decided 
to get rid of it. 

The Stahls happened to walk 
by as they were tacking up the 
for sale sign. 

Ripping out walls and plum¬ 
bing, the Stahls discovered in 
the front entryway a beautiful 
mosaic floor ordered from 
England. 

He found two fireplaces 
directly in front of one another 
in a ground floor sitting room 
which indicates the rear fire¬ 
place was part of a small back 
room, probably used as a 
drying area as one came in 
from a snow or rain storm. 

"We threw out most of the 
furniture, keeping only what 
was useable — and we're real 
flexible on what is useable,” he 
said laughing. Installing a 
modern heating system, they 
moved in a year later. 


to a rich Jewish attorney who 
has amassed one of the nation's 
great private art collections. 
Elesina's success is engineered 
by the frustrated spinster 
editor of a fashion magazine. 

Although derived from life — 
Clare Boothe Luce, Judge 
Irwin Untermeyer and 
Margaret Case are called to 
mind tangentially — the novel 
does not convince, even though 
it does on occasion amuse. 

There is sterility here at odds 
with the vitality of some of 
Auchincloss’ finest works, such 
as "The Rector of Justin" and 
“Portrait in Brownstone.” 
Elesina moves through the 
book, not as The Dark I-ady of 
the Sonnets, but as the Queen of 
Contradictions. The author 
tries to make her mysterious 
but only succeeds in making 
her boring. 

The strain of anti-Semitism 
that laces “The Dark Lady” is 
handled both sensitively and 
realistically. The attitude of 
Elesina’s half-Jewish stepson 


(who also Is her lover) toward 
his heritage is particularly 
interesting and makes him the 
most credible character in the 
book.

John F. Kennedy and the 
Second Reconstruction, by 
Carl M. Brauer. 

(Columbia, $14.95) 

The reconstruction of the 
title refers to Kennedy's role in 
the black struggle for civil 
rights. Perhaps the motives 
were pragmatic and self- 
serving, but also the desire to 
help a disenfranchised 
minority was real and felt by 
Kennedy and his political 
managers. 

John Kennedy was con¬ 
cerned about the plight of black 
Americans and convinced the 
time had come for action. On 
the realistic side, he felt that 
the country's racial attitudes 
were hurting its image abroad 
and weakening his ability to 


pursue foreign policy, accord¬ 
ing to the author, a history 
professor. 

But basically, the author 
contends, racial discrimination 
made no sense to Kennedy rtho 
was, after all, a Boston 
Irishman whose parents, de¬ 
spite their riches, experienced 
their share of prejudice in the 
city of the Cabots and the 
Lodges. 

Perhaps the case is over¬ 
stated, but his thesis is con¬ 
vincing. “Kennedy was sig¬ 
nificant not only for what he 
did, but for what he started. 
His presidency marked a 
profound change from the 
inertia that had generally 
characterized the past... Ope¬ 
rating within the bounds of a 
democratic political system, 
Kennedy both encouraged and 
responded to black aspirations 
and led the nation into Its 
Second Reconstruction." 

Kennedy’s interest in black 
people was marked. His ad¬ 
ministration coincided and — 


the author contends - en¬ 
couraged hopes among blacks 
that have not been dimmed to 
this day. 

Ironically, President Ken¬ 
nedy did not receive high 
marks from black leaders, who 
pushed for further reform, 
although John Kennedy knew 
his actions could cost him 
politically. 

In these revisionist times, it 
is reassuring to read that 
successful politicians some¬ 
times can have ideals and act 
on them. '

(Random House, $10) Sunken 
treasure holds a sure-fire lure 
for both readers and treasure 
hunters. This book is about one 
of the more fanatical searchers 
for gold, Mel Fisher. For a 
dozen years he has been diving 
for gold that went down with a 
Spanish galleon that was sunk 
off ihe Florida keys 350 years 
ago. Nothing has stopped his 
quest, not even the death of his 
wife and his daughter-in-law. 
Daley, a polished writer, 
makes the intricacies of 
treasurehunting a marvelous 
adventure. 


Cold Lake Is Bad 

Swimming Scene 

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (UPI) 
— Swimming at high noon can 
cause sunburn. Jumping into a 
cold lake can lead to even more 
serious problems, says the 
waterfront director at Indiana 
University’s Camp Riley. 

Director Mark Newhouse 
suggests swimmers stay out of 
the water if it is 65 degrees 
Fahrenheit or below. 

“The shock of entering the 
water may cause cramps," he 
said. 

Newhouse, a graduate 
student in physical education, 
said swimming in the rain is all 
right, but not during thunder¬ 
storms. He said swimmers 
should get out at the first flash 
of lightning or sound of thun¬ 
der. 

Other dangers: 

"You should know if the lake 
bottom is muddy, weedy or 
sandy. You should know where 
the rocks and pits are. If the 
water is murky with film on it, 
and there are moss and weeds, 
I wouldn’t swim in it. 

"In the early spring, lakes 
may be treated for weeds, and 
swimmers should be aware of 
which chemicals were used, 
and when it is safe for 
bathers.” 


NYLON STOCKINGS 
WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. 
I UPI) — In 1940, when nylon 
stockings were introduced to 
the public, women waited 
hours for hosiery departments 
to open and near riots occurred 
in many parts of the country, 
reports L'eggs Products, a 
major supplier. 
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Rule number one for electric 
processor owners: 

Read the manufacturer's 
directions and keep them 
nearby until you follow them 
automatically. 

Canister-type appliances 
look almost identical but some 
operate differently. For exam¬ 
ple, you can damage the motor 
of a GE by trying to make 
heavy doughs, although the 
American, Cuisinart and Far- 
berware will handle such 
recipes. 

Don't panic if the steel blade 
starts to ride upwards with a. 
dough ball. It happens occa¬ 
sionally. When it does, turn off 
the motor, unplug the machine 
if the manufacturer recom¬ 
mends that, remove the dough 
ball from the top with your 
fingers and lift the blade 
assembly free. Finish the 
recipe by hand. 

Pie crust dough should be 
somewhat crumbly when 
removed. Overprocessing 


toughens it. The crust rolls 
better if the dough , is 
refrigerated for 30 minutes 
after processing. 

Don’t panic if the motor 
stalls or jams. Processing too 
large a load can cause it. So 
can prolonged use, especially 
for heavy loads. Follow the 
manufacturer's directions for 
dealing with the problem. 

Most say to turn off the 
motor, unplug the processor 
and allow it to rest for a 
prescribed time. Some motors 
turn on again automatically. At 
least one has a reactivating 
button. 

Slicing and shredded evenly 
almost invariably requires a 
tightly filled feed tube. If food 
is cut irregularly, small pieces 
overcook by the time larger 
pieces are done. 

Food should be sliced in even 
lengths to prevent tall pieces 
from toppling and cutting 
unevenly. 

Food too long or large for the 


feed tube must be cut to fit. 
Most tubes are slightly larger 
at the bottom than the top and 
are easier to load if held with 
the tube horizontal. Food 
wedged in from the bottom 
remains in place when set 
upright. 

A last slice usually remains 
atop a slicing or shredding 
disc. Before removing it, un¬ 
plug the unit if that is what the 
manufacturer recommends. 

Some suggest removing the 
bowl with chopping and-or 
mixing blade in place to keep 
semi-liquid mixtures from 
overflowing onto the central 
shaft. Others do not. 

You can cut yourself badly if 
you try to stop moving parts by 
hand or accidentally touch a 
starter switch while removing 
blades or discs from a plugged- 
in machine. 

In some units the switch is 
shielded to prevent accidental 
or deliberate operation while 
the lid is off. Any household 


with small children or daring 
teen-agers would be wise to 
choose this type. 

Continuous action is fine for 
pureeing foods. But anything to 
be processed in small to large 
pieces is best done with a rapid 
on-off motion and frequent 
pauses to see how fine the 
mixture is. Some units do this 
automatically, others 
manually. 

Watery food tends to cling to 
the side of the bowl. For even 
processing, scrape it down with 
a plastic or rubber spatula. 
Avoid metal utensils; they can 
scratch the bowl and reduce 
visibility. 

To avoid skinned knuckles, 
clean the central shaft, feed 
tube and bowl with a bottle 
brush immediately after use. 
Dried-on food is hard to 
remove. 

Most units we tested will 
chop even a single clove of 
peeled garlic. After chopping 
garlic, onions or other smelly 


foods, soak the bowl briefly 
with baking soda dissolved in 
water to remove the odor, and 
let air dry. 

Chopping and mincing works 
better if you start with a dry 
bowl. 

Cheeses except for parmesan 
and romano process better at 
refrigerator temperature. So 
do most other foods. Always 
follow the manufacturer’s 
directions for precutting foods 
and the load-size to be 
processed with steel blades. 

Hard raw vegetables and 
fruits slice thinner if allowed to 
drop through the feed tube 
without pushing. But the 
pusher always should be in 
place to prevent backsplash. 
The heavier the pressure in 
pushing food through, the 
thicker the slices.

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where 12,000 New Hampshire 
students and another 12,000 
tourists come each year to 
learn about their environment. 

"Our major emphasis is to 
provide environmental in¬ 
formation for New Hampshire. 
We run a program for schools 
10 months of the year and have 
a little lighter program for 
tourists for two months in the 
summer," said Robert Nichols, 
director of the center. The 
lighter program, at *1.75 for 
adults and $1.25 for children 
four and over, helps support 
the facility the rest of the year. 

The center started 11 years 
ago when summer residents of 
the Squam I,akes wanted to 
provide something cultural for 
the area. They donated the 
land and the buildings on it, 
including an old inn now used 
for teaching space and housing 
small animals, for the creation 
of the center. 

The land is divided into three 
areas: man and his environ¬ 
ment, natural ecological sys¬ 
tems, and wildlife. 

Nichols said 32 acres is used 
as an outdoor museum to show 
past, present and future uses of 
the environment. There are 
oxen, a team of lumberjacks, a 
steam-powered saw mill, a 
blacksmith shop, and this year 
a solar exhibit. 

"We're working with Ply¬ 
mouth State College on wind 
power," he said. 

The pond, forest, fields and 
stream provide "most of the 
common ecosystems in New 
Hampshire.” Classes which 
come are sent pre-trip and 
follow-up material to help them 
make the most of their day in 
the wild. 

The Fish and Game Depart¬ 
ment supplies the animals at 
the center, using it as a refuge 
for injured or abandoned 
animals. Someone’s pet bobcat 
— declawed and defanged — 
got a little smelly and was sent 
here. 

Hikers in Lincoln found an 
abandoned three-month-old 
bear and sent it along June 1. A 
fawn a few days old was given 
shelter recently after thought¬ 
less persons separated it from 
its mother while trying to take 
pictures of it. Three little foxes 
were picked up on a nearby 
golf course. With human scent 
on them their mother would 
have nothing to do with them, 
so they are center inmates. 

"We've got a beaver. He's a 
great beaver. He's a year old 
and the kids can pick him up,” 
Nichols said. “It's so easy 
teaching with animals. The 
kids ask the questions, you 
don't." 

At least half the teaching is 
out-of-doors. The children dig 
aquatic insects out of the mud 
to study ... then put them back. 
"It's mainly creatures they've 
never seen before. We want to 
show them part of the whole 
food chain is small things as 
well as large," Nichols said. 

Schools pay 25 per cent of the 
cost of putting on a given 
program and the rest comes 
mainly from summer admis¬ 
sions. There is a fund drive 
each year, and a variety of 
memberships are sold. There 
are special programs for 
members in the summer, such 
as bird banding, wild flower 
identification and nature 
crafts. 

Future naturalists working 
as interns help out the five- 
member staff, whose duties 
range from administration and 
teaching to mucking out the 
animal pens. 

Every February the staff 
hits the road, going directly to 
schools for auditorium talks, or 
taking small groups out on 
snowshoes to teach them about 
their immediate environment. 

Every semester there are 
waiting lists of classes which 
want to come but can't. "We 
can’t expand the school pro¬ 
gram any more without more 
staff, which means more 
money," Nichols said. 

In the summer there are 
ecological shows every day, 
plus a specialty subject a day, 
such as creepy crawlers, 
sounds m nature, things to 
thank a swamp for, birds of 
prey, the role of the predator, 
and adaptation, nature's key to 
survival.

3, one block from downtown 
Holderness. 

AUGUSTA, Maine (UPI) - 
Maine environmental authori¬ 
ties have discovered an inex¬ 
pensive way to keep the state's 
waters clean and involve 
citizens who want to protect its 
lakes and ponds: Appoint them 
water quality monitors. 

"Anytime you can get people 
to work hard for no pay, it's 
bound to be a savings," said 
Matthew Scott, chief biologist 
in the Department of Environ¬ 
mental Protection’s lake pro¬ 
grams division. 


Scott oversees the work of 
150 volunteer water quality 
monitors who once or twice a 
month inspect about 175 lakes 
and ponds in Maine. 

People from every walk of 
life — with the common in¬ 
terest of protecting water 
resources — have volunteered 
their time to the monitor 
program, Scott said. 

But there is room for more. 
About 400 of the estimated 
3,000 lakes and ponds in Maine 
have seen “significant 
growth," he said. And, with 
people come the problems of 
pollution. 

After a slow start a few years 
ago, the program is growing 
quickly, Scott said. The moni¬ 
toring eventually could include 
up to 400 persons — each 
assigned responsibility for one 
or two specific bodies of water 
"With only a staff of seven, 
it's impossible for my office to 
get out and check the 
thousands of lakes and ponds in 
Maine,” Scott said. "But I 
couldn't justify expanding the 
size of the staff at this time 
With the volunteer program 
we're keeping up with the 
work." 

One of the volunteers, Ed 
Mayer of Rome, said the actual 
tests which he takes are easy. 

"It's a lot like sledding from 
the top of a hill," Mayer said. 
“The hard part is getting there. 
Once I get all the gear on the 
lake, it takes maybe five 
minutes to do." 

Mayer said the tests, “which 
any fool can do," involve 
checking air temperature and 
cloud cover, taking water 
samples from different depths, 
checking the water tem¬ 
perature and its clarity and 
noting the dissolved oxygen in 
the water at a few spots on the 
lake or pond. 

"1 take about nine readings 
at each pond from May to mid- 
September," the retired geolo¬ 
gist said, "and now I’m 
teaching a couple of teen-agers 
to do it at Messalonskee Lake. 
It's kind of far for me to drive 
there." 

Mayer said he is also 
responsible for Great Pond and 
Long Pond near Belgrade in 
Kennebec County. 

Scott said the volunteers 
provide their time and boats or 
canoes and some even supply 
part of the testing equipment. 
But the materials can cost 1 
hundreds of dollars and most 
monitors use what the state 
gives them. 

Dr. Earl Pulsifer, a 
Damariscotta dentist, was 
credited by Scott for being 
instrumental in the program. 

Pulsifer said he first got the 
idea for a volunteer program 
about 1971. 

"1 knew the professionals 
i with the state) couldn’t handle 
the job alone, especially at a 
cost of $600 to $ 6,000 per lake," 
he said. 

He said Maine has a "vast 
pool of people to do the nitty- 
gritty, mechanical” work on 
the lakes, leaving the analysis 
to hired biologists. 

"The program petered out 
about 1975, then the state 
realized it needed someone to 
coordinate and keep in touch 
with the volunteers," Pulsifer 
said. "People are enthusiastic 
now. They thought before their 
work wasn't being followed 
through" by DEP. 

I-ast year DEP hired Jeffrey 
McNelly, a wildlife biologist, to 
keep the monitors together. 
Scott said McNelly was respon¬ 
sible for the program’s 
rejuvenation. 

Scott likened the program’s 
use of lay people to the U.S. 
Geological Survey and the 
National Weather Service. 

'There's a limit to what 
volunteers can do, but neither 
the survey nor the weather 
sendee could function as well 
as they do without the 
amateurs. We couldn’t either," 
Scott said.

personality factor that sepa¬ 
rates career women from their 
male counterparts — and in 
this factor women are 
generally superior. 

Arthur A. Witkin, Ph.D., 
chief psychologist for the 
Personnel Sciences Center, 
identifies this factor as in¬ 
dependence. 

“This includes the ability to 
make a decision without a 
committee to support it, an 
emotional detachment that 
enables the person to see 
himself and his surroundings 
objectively, assertiveness and 
the ability to react to criticism 
without undue sensitivity," he 
says.

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Tennis buff, 80, scorns doubles __’_ 


ATLANTA (UPll - Tennis 
buff Kenny Hunt has no time 
for doubles. 

"It's dull — like playing 
bridge with your wife,” said 
Hunt who took up the game 
again 10 years ago after a 22- 
year lapse. 

A baseline player who likes 
clay courts, Hunt goes to 
Atlanta's Bitsy Grant Tennis 
Center about four times a week 
and feels "distressingly heal¬ 
thy.” 

The only thing that distin- 
’ guishes him from the average 
tennis fiend is his age. At 80. he 
is a member of the growing 
"Super-Seniors" network. 

Time was when most reti¬ 
rees, anxious not to overdo it, 
stuck to their motorized golf 
carts and air-conditioned club¬ 
houses. 

But the tennis craze, coupled 
with glowing medical studies 
which show older players are 
in exceptionally good health, 
has brought a whole new 
generation out. 

The city-run Bitsy Grant 
center, named for the world 
clay court champion of 1935 — 
is regarded as a hub of "Super- 
Seniors" tennis in the South, 
thanks in part to the continued 
presence of Bitsy, now 66 and 
current over-65 national clay- 
court champion. 

"Bitsy's small, but he just 
touches the ball and makes a 
point," said rival Hugh Man¬ 
ning, 62. After playing several 
sets a day and giving lessons, 
Bitsy relaxes on the center's 
balcony, smokes cigarettes 
and scouts the competition. 

And the competition among 
the 40 or so "Super-Seniors" 
who play regular tennis at the 
center, with time off for 
checkers, is tough. 

Take 68-year-old legendary- 
former Georgia Tech football 
coach Bobby Dodd, called 
"coach" by his friends. 

"He's a junk-shot player — 
lots of two-handed shovel shots 
and a good tactical player," 
said Manning. Dodd is a top-

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Silencer-equipped guns for contract killers

HOUSTON (UPI) - Federal 
firearms agents raided a mini- 
warehouse stall recently 
seizing a cache of illegal 
weaponry that included four 
new .22 caliber automatic rifles 
that had been sawed off and 
equipped with silencers. 

The raid was one more 
example, authorities said, of a 
growing cottage industry in the 
manufacture of the firearm 


silencing device, one of the 
major tools of the killing trade. 

The agents arrested Dene R. 
Palt, 31, of Pasadena, Tex., at 
the scene. Patt, an electrician 
and welder with no record, was 
accused of cutting the rifles, 
making the silencers and 
selling the finished product to 
an undercover man. 

Awaiting prosecution on 
multiple counts threatening 


dozens of years in prison and 
thousands of dollars in fines, 
Patt's alleged crime 
represents a trend that alarms 
agents of the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. 

“There’s been a substantial 
increase in this type of ac¬ 
tivity," said W.M. "Rocky" 
Rothgeb, agent in charge of 
ATF’s Houston field office. 


Rothgeb said seizures of 
illegal firearm devices nearly 
doubled nationally from 1,364 
in last quarter of 1975 to 2,501 in 
the same period in 1976. Sawed 
off shotguns accounted for the 
majority of the forbidden 
weaponry, but silencers made 
up a hefty 10 to 20 per cent of 
the total, he said. 

Much illegal modification of 
weapons can be accomplished 


in basement, backyard or 
miniwarehouse shops. The 
quality can be quite good, as Ln 
the Patt seizure. 

"It’s amazing,” Rothgeb 
said. “In test firing, after 
shooting it a few times, It is 
pretty damned silent. After the 
first one or two shots, it Just 
went pffsst pffssL" 

A silencer is a relatively 
simple device, easily manufac¬ 


tured by someone with a little 
machine tool experience and 
an ability to read a manual, 
Rothgeb said. 

"Usually there’s a series of 
baffling in a tube they’re going 
to use as an extension of the 
pistol or rifle or whatever they 
intend to silence. There will be 
a series of sound absorbers. It 
works on an accoustical princi¬ 
ple. 


"It has to be an automatic 
pistol or rifle so there's no 
release of sound except at the 
barrel. The chamber of a 
revolver releases noise.,” 
Rothgeb said. 

In the Patt case, tubing had 
been cut and machined to fit 
the end of the particular sawed 
off .22-caliber automatic rifle, 
rubber rings had been 
arranged Inside to act as

baffling and a clamp was at¬ 
tached. 

Rothgeb said it is unneces¬ 
sary and unaccoustical to Une 
the bore with metal, that the 
only real requirement is that 
the silencer bore line up with 
the trajectory of the bullet 
leaving the muzzle. 

“He had the manual that 
breaks it right down, tells you 
how to do it,” Rothgeb said. 

The pamphlet was found 
among a collection of books, 
many of which are available 
through ads ln gun magazines, 
telling exactly how to make 
silencers, bombs and other 
illegal weapons. 

"One book was ‘Improvised 
Weapons of the American 
Underground’ and when you 
looked inside for the publisher 
it says, ‘From the public 
domain, Desert Publications, 
Phoenix, Ariz.’ 

"Another one, from Eureka, 
Calif., said basically the same 
thing. It also said, ‘This 
mailing list is not available to 
federal, state or local law 
enforcement officials." 

Rothgeb said there might be 
innocent uses for silencers. 

"I’m sure there’s lots of 
people that just make one or 
two for themselves. There’s 
sometimes a fascination for 
this sort of thing. They may not 
have any motive other than 
going out and plinking in the 
dump or shooting squirrels.” 

But most of the time they are 
used to kill people quietly, and 
usually for criminal and not 
political reasons, Rothgeb 
said. 

“It would be unrealistic to 
say that they are not a major 
tool of the underworld. Cer¬ 
tainly your contract killers, 
those that are more 
sophisticated, use them.” 

He said underworld hit men, 
who ln a recent spate of killings 
often have used the silencer- 
equipped .22-caliber weapon, 
prefer the small operator as a 
supplier. 

"This (professional killer) 
may appear on the surface to 
be something quite different 
from what he is and he can 
very easily, by going through a 
number of people in Houston or 
Miami or wherever, say, ‘Hey, 
get me a silencer.”’ 

The word filters down, a 
contact is made and a 
basement-modified, silencer- 
equipped weapon changes. 
hands several times enroute to 
a killing. 

“This is the way these in¬ 
dividuals are getting this 
equipment There’s no way to 
trace it back to him. There’s no 
tool markings, that stuff. In 
this case, he just cut the serial 
numbers off these weapons.”

Dr. Allan, 78, of 44 Barn¬ 
stable Rd., West Newton, was 
born in Proton, Ontario, 
Canada, and received his 
medical education at the 
University of Toronto, Toronto 
General Hospital and the Mayo 
Clinic.

Medal.

M, Wilder, he first reported the 
syndrome of hyperinsulinism 
due to islet cell tumor of the 
pancreas. 

HLs many honors include 
Aipaha Omega Alpha, Sigma 
Xi, honorary membership in 
the Canadian Diabetes 
Association, the National 
Academy of Medicine of 
Argentina, the Academy of 
Medicine of Washington, D.C. 

He was president of the New 
England Diabetes Association 
in 1951 and received its Joslin 
Medal in 1969. In 1952, he 
received the Banting Medal of 
the American Diabetes 
Association of which he was 
president. He became chair¬ 
man of the executive com¬ 
mittee of the Greater Boston 
Diabetes Association in 1961 
and held membership in many 
other learned and scientific 
societies. 

Dr. Allan was on the 
honorary staffs of New 
England Bapstist Hospital, 
New England Deaconess 
Hospital and Boston City 
Hospital. He was associate 
clinical professor of medicine 
at Boston University when he 
died, more 

He published almost 100 
papers and several chapters 
for textbooks. One of his 
favorite assignments was the 
editorial board of the New 
England Journal of Medicine 
71952-1965). On retiring from 
the Lahey Clinic, he became 
deputy editor. It was then that

Dr. Allan came to the I-ahey' consultant to the federal Food 


Clinic to organize the medical 
department and its residency 
and education programs in 
1932. He was chairman of the 
medical department at the 
time of his retirement in 1965. 

While a medical student in 
Toronto, Dr. Allan was present 
when insulin was used for the 
first time in the treatment of 
diabetes.

“I have loved pictures in 
black and white since 
childhood, when I read over 
and over old volumes of 
English fairy tales, with 
illustrations by John D. Batten, 
and the clear, linear 
illustrations of an old Book of 
Knowledge series," explains 
Jane Fogg of Chestnut Hill.

Developer 
picked for 
Peirce School 

A developer has been selected for the 
conversion of the old Peirce School, West 
Newton, to apartments for the elderly. 

Childs-Bertman-Tseckares, architects, 
in conjunction with Yankee Financial 
Group and Cooperative Metropolitan 
Ministries, have been given the word 
that, subject to a few significant changes, 
Mayor Theodore Mann has approved 
their proposal. 

The Chestnut Street building, vacated 
by the School Department's Division of 
Instruction last year, will provide 35 
apartments for the elderly at an average 
rent of $400 per month including utilities. 

Among the changes demanded by the 
mayor are an increase in the number of 
parking spaces from the proposed 14 to 
35, a 40-year lease instead of a 99-year 
lease, and a new method of determining 
payments to the city. 

The original CBT proposal stipulated a 
$24,000 annual payment to the city, which 
could decline to $6270 if HUD subsidies for 
the nine low-income apartments fall 
through. 

Mann wants a clearly specified 
minimum payment to the city and an 
escalator clause returning to the city at 
least 20 percent of all income beyond a 
certain amount, as well as methods for 
review of proposed rent increases and 
selection of tenants.

Tenants must buy or leave 


The elderly tenants of 35 apartments at 
55-85 Norwood Ave., Newton Centre, 
whose apartments are being sold as 
condominiums, got sympathy but little in 
the way of concrete help at a public 
meeting Monday night before an 
aldermanic committee. 

However, the day after the meeting 
before the Legislation & Rules Com¬ 
mittee and other interested aldermen, 
William Walsh, attorney for owner Felix 
Orlandella, in a telephone interview set 
forth several things the owner will do to 
ease the plight of the tenants. 


Tenants were notified June 15 of the 
intended conversion and invited to buy 
their apartments. Since that time 
relations between owner and tenants, 
most of whom are elderly and none of 
whom had leases, have become strained. 

Tenants have charged that harassment 
and fear tactics have been used to get 
them to move. Reports that the owner's 
agent, Robert Healey, had broken into an 
apartment were denied by Walsh, who 
said that Orlandella had gained entrance 
to the apartment with a key. 

Not only has the owner acted in a 


precipitous manner, tenants told the 
aldermen and state representatives who 
attended the meeting, but also there has 
been a failure in communication from the 
owner. 

They told of letters received directing 
them to pay their rents, to different 
people when Orlandella defaulted on a 
mortgage and letters from the gas 
company first instructing them to get 
together to pay a $2000 gas bill, then 
asking them to pay their rents to the gas 
company in order to keep their service.

City insists on 
rental mix 


in Lower Falls 


Would-be developer of redevelopment 
housing in Lower Falls last Thursday told 
a hostile but restrained group of almost 
100 residents, "We have gone as far as we 
can “ in meeting community objections to 
the housing mix and refused to guarantee 
that 20 units will rent at prevailing 
market rents. 

The audience did not believe him, and 
city officials will pursue the matter with 
the federal funding agency. 

The developer, New Falls Associates, 
plans to rent 20 apartments of the 60 to be 
built to low-income elderly persons, at 
least 20 apartments moderate-income 
persons, and 12 at market rents. 

Haim Eliachar of New Falls told the 
assemblage that he would try to rent the 
20 market-rent units desired by the 
community, which has been counting on 
20 of the 60 units to be built to be rented to 
low-income elderly people, 20 to 
moderate-income people, and 20 to be 
rented at market (high) rents. 

Eliachar has applied for subsidy from 
the federal Housing and Urban 
Development department for 100 percent 
of the housing. The HUD subsidy would 
go for low- and moderate-income tenants.

eestablished by federal requirement), 
has apparently been that the housing 
shall be divided equally. 

The invitation for proposal, published 
in 1975 to find a developer, and the urban 
renewal plan itself dated 1969, are worded 
so as not to make the equal distribution 
unmistakably clear. Both documents 
were approved by LOPAC. 

Eliachar said the problem with 
allocating 20 units for market rentals is 
an objection from HUD, which may 
reduce its subsidy allocation after 8-12

She sees the primary role of the prin¬ 
cipal to be in the classroom to help the 
teacher with anything that needs im¬ 
proving.

Our modern-day 
Johnny Appleseed

Like a moderivday Johnny Appleseed, 
Ernest Loewenstein is trying to spread 
the seeds of civilization. 

But Loewenstein is trying to make a 
different kind of civilization flourish — 
one with less pollution, less waste of 
energy, and more pleasant all around. 

His "seeds” are MBTA timetables, 
which for six years he has undertaken 
alone, unsung, and unpaid, to distribute 
throughout Newton Higldands. 

Loewenstein for years was chairman of 
the transportation committee of the 
Greater Boston group of the Sierra Club 
chapters, and later was transportation 
issues coordinator of the whole New 
England Chapter of the Sierra Club, an 
organization devoted to protecting the 
environment. 

It was during this time he put to use an 
interest "learned at his father's knee," he 
says, an interest in good public tran¬ 
sportation. 

His father watched with dismay the 
deterioration of the railroads and used to 
talk about Germany, which he left in 1936, 
where you could get everyplace from 
everyplace else. 

Ernest’s first contact with the MBTA 
was several years ago, when there was a 
highway study going on at the state level. 
One side wanted bigger and better high¬ 
ways; Ernest's side wanted more and 


better public transportation to cut down 
on the use of caj-s. 

He was disgusted to learn the extent of 
information and timetables issued by the 
MBTA, which at that time was almost 
none, and took it upon himself to promote 
the MBTA. 

It wasn't easy. 

Until fairly recently, when the MBTA 
administration started getting out the 
information somewhat better, 
Loewenstein had difficulty getting 
timetables, and even now finds they are 
sent out late. They are sent to the Newton 
Planning Department, where he picks 
them up. 

Then he delivers the timetables, 
usually by bicycle, to Willey's Pharmacy, 
Walnut Food, the library, the Newton 
Graphic office, and the Newton-Waltham 
Bank, all of which keep them displayed 
where people may pick one up. 

The MBTA still has no mechanism for 
distributing maps and timetables, he 
says. And how can people plan on using 
public transportation if they don't know 
where and when it goes? 

Ernest Loewenstein is 45 and has a wife 
and children. His wife, Phyllis, is a 
psychotherapist for the state correctional 
system. 

By training and education, Ernest is a 
research physicist with a Ph.D. from 
Johns Hopkins University, but two years

and not to other students at 
elementary schools who take 
buses to and from school for 
safety reasons. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry Shemir 
presented a proposal to the 
Committee with the names of 
49 parents in Oak Hill Park who

other parents have not had a 
chance to form. 

School Committee Chairman 
Alvin Mandell supported the 
bus for one-year transition 
period to allow students and 
parents to form relationships 
that would lead to other 
arrangements being made for 
transportation by the second 
year. 

Mandell also said he thought 
the funds for the bus were in 
the budget for the fiscal year 
that started July 1. 

Ash amended the motion so 
the bus that will serve students 
in the Ward and Bowen school 
districts during the first year of 
redistricting will also provide 
more transportation than 
planned for those students. 

Committeewoman Kaplan

Superintendent Fink warned 
of the other eight schools, 
public schools and private 
schools requesting similar bus 
service, but the majority of the 
Committee felt this was a 
special case. 

Voting for the appropriation 
were Ash, Mandell, Robert 
Cohen, Edward Prince, and 
Mayor Theodore Mann. 
Manuel Beckwith had left by 
the lime this vote was taken at 
about 9:45 p.m. 

Mayor Mann suggested that 
the School Department in¬ 
vestigate the cost of providing 
crossing guards for the other 
eight schools for after school 
activities instead of the buses 
which were estimated at a cost 
of $38,000 to $49,000, depending 
on how many buses were 
needed. 

Ms. Kaplan thought the eight 
remaining schools could be 
served with fewer buses at a 
lower cost. 

The other eight schools at 
which some students receive 
transportation because of 
hazardous crossings are 
Spaulding (whose students will 
not be served by the proposal 
passed) Oak Hill, Burr, Hyde, 
Underwood, Countryside, 
Ward, and Lincoln-Eliot.

Man charged with assaulting 
police officer with motorcycle 


A trial will be held in Newton 
District Court Aug. 23 for a 
Somerville man who allegedly 
tried to run down a police of¬ 
ficer with a motorcyle in 
Newton Centre Monday 
morning afterallegedlyeading 
police on a 10-minute chase 
through streets off Walnut 
Street. 

The chase came to a stop 
when the cycle skidded out of 
control in front of the Newton 
Cemetery and threw the driver 
20 feet through the air, ac¬ 
cording to Officer Paul 
Cummings, the police officer 
who was allegedly attacked. 

William G. Mason, 25, of 56 
Albion St., Somerville, the 


driver of the cycle, was treated 
for minor injuries and released 
from Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. 

Officer Cummings leapt out 
of the way of the 1976 Kawasaki 
KZ 400 shortly before the ac¬ 
cident at 12:45 p.m., he said. 

Mason was charged with 
assault with a motor vehicle, 
two counts of failing to stop for 
police officer in uniform 
speeding, failing to conform to 
a traffic signal, and operating 
to endanger. 

The incident began at about 
12:30 p.m. when Officer Arthur 
Hill tried to stop the cycle on 
Walnut Street in Newtonville 


where he allegedly saw it go 
through a red light. 

The operator of the cycle 
allegedly led police on a high 
speed chase through side 
streets off of Commonwealth 
Avenue and Walnut Street 
before re-entering Walnut 
Street heading south police 
said. 

It was then that Mason 
allegedly sped up and went 
toward Officer Cummings who 
was standing in the street to 
attempt to stop the cycle, 
according to police. 

The cycle then went out of 
control and skidded under a 
car parked in front of the 
cemetery on Walnut Street. 


Two convicted of auto charges 
get suspended 1-year sentences 


A man and woman from 
Newton Centre were given a 
one-year prison sentence 
suspended for two years in 
Newton District Court Tuesday 
after both were convicted of 
possessing stolen cars and 
altering the vehicle iden¬ 
tification numbers. 

Judge Monte G. Basbas 
found Peter J. Brooke, and 
Barbara F. Gross, 27, both of 
181 Parker St., Newton Centre, 
guilty of the charges regarding 
two 1973 Datsuns. 

Trooper Lawrence Colson 
from the State Police Barracks 
in Framingham told the court 
that he stopped Ms. Gross on 
Nov. 7,1976, because he noticed 
there was no front license plate 
on her car. 

She had no registration 
papers with her at the time she 
traveling on Rte. 9 in Newton, 
the trooper said, and he issued 
her a written warning. 

He further investigated the 
car because the federally 
required air pollution control 
decal on the door was missing. 


Trooper Colson later found 
out from the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles’ computer that the 
car plate on the car was 
registered to Peter Brooke of 
the same address. 

When he went to the home 
with Newton Traffic Officer 
George Macnair, a man came 
out of the house and asked 
them what the officers wanted. 

When explaining the sticker 
to the person at the house, 
Macnair and Colson noted that 
a second Datsun in the 
driveway , used to illustrate 
the point to the person, ap¬ 
peared to have the pollution 


sticker tampered with. 

Trooper Colson introduced as 
evidence six glossy black-and- 
white photographs of the 
pollution stickers and the 
vehicle identification numbers 
on both cars that also appeared 
to have been tampered with. 

During the procedings it was 
noted that both cars were 
registered as being 1971 autos 
but were actually manufac¬ 
tured in 1973. 

The state law requiring titles 
on motor vehicles sold 
privately did not apply to 1971 
cars. 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) has announced her 
support for a proposal to 
correct existing inequities in 
property tax exemptions for 
widowed and elderly persons. 
Pines is a member of the Joint 
Legislative Committee on 
Taxation's Subcommittee on 
Property Tax Exemptions 
which is currently formulating 
alternatives to the present 
system. 

Rep. Pines has been in the 
forefront of efforts in the last 
several years to reform, 
reduce and equalize the 
property tax. She has been 
particularly concerned with 
the inequality of exemptions 
created by discrepancies in 
assessment ratios throughout 
the state. 

"Many communities have 
been dragging their feet and 
have not yet converted their 
property assessments to 100 
percent valuation. These 
differences in assessment 
ratios have resulted in in¬ 
consistent and inequitable 
property tax exemptions for 
widowed and elderly persons," 
Pines explained. “Unless the 
present law is changed, 
citizens of communities like 
Newton, which is expected to 
be at court-imposed 100 per¬ 
cent valuation in 1978, will 
suffer at the expense of those 
communities which have not 
yet been forced to comply with 
the law." 

Citizens entitled to 
abatements who live in com¬ 
munities that are at a high 
percentage valuation often 
receive less in actual benefits 
than citizens of communities 
with a low percentage 
valuation, Pines said. 

Widowed individuals eligible 
for an abatement currently 
have a choice between a 
deduction of $175 from their 
annual tax bill, or a $2000 
reduction in the assessed value 
of their homes. Pines believes 
that a proposed increase in the 
$175 abatement to ap¬ 
proximately $300 will assist 
Newton widows and widowers. 

Pines has also proposed that 
the criteria for abatement 
eligibility be broadened. 


Currently, an applicant’s 
assets may not exceed $20,000. 
Under the proposal being 
considered by the Sub¬ 
committee, the asset limit for 
eligibility will be reduced to 
$ 12,000 but the value of the 
home will be entirely excluded 
An annual income limit of $10- 
$ 12,000 is also under discussion. 

Pines stressed the im¬ 
portance of excluding the value 
of the home from the assets 
limit. 

"Under differing assessment 
ratios, a $40,000 home valued at 
25 percent adds only $10,000 to 
the assets limit of $20,000. 
Unfortunately, in those towns 
which have revalued their 
property at 100 percent, a 
$40,000 home would be valued 
at $40,000. Thus widows of that 
town would be ineligible. This 
is grossly unfair. The law must 
be changed to correct these 
inequities," Pines said. 

Pines added that as a result 
of the Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment, the tax break will be 
probably made available to 
"surviving spouses" and not 
just widows. 

A similar set of 
modifications has been 
proposed to deal with present 
property tax abatements for 
the elderly. Under current law, 
those over 70 may now choose 
between an abatement of $350 
or a $4000 reduction as an 
option. An elderly person must 
have assets below $40,000 and a 
couple below $45,000 to 
presently qualify. Under the 
proposal this would be lowered 
to $20,000 and $25,000 respec¬ 
tively but would exclude the 
value of the home. 

Pines said: "The law as 
presently constituted penalizes 
those people who own homes 
whose value has significantly 
appreciated. An increased tax 
burden should not force them 
out of their homes at a time 
when they deserve to enjoy the 
security and pleasure for 
which they have long worked." 

Pines anticipates that the 
Legislature will take up the 
forthcoming Subcommittee 
recommendations before the 
end of the current session.

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Consultants say 

Hawthorne best place 
for Nonantum center 


Thursday, July 21,1977 
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An addition to the Hawthorn 
Playground building would 
better serve the needs of 
Nonantum than trying to put a 
multi-service center in the old 
Stearns School' a consulting 
firm has found. 

The preliminary report by 
architects Childs-Bertman- 
Tseckares was presented to the 
Nonantum Advisory Com¬ 
mittee recently. 

According to NAC Chairman 
Jennie DeVito, the mem¬ 
bership agreed unanimously 
that construction of an addition 
to the Hawthorn building would 
be the right goal for the 
community development 
program to pursue. 

"Now we will probably work 
full force for the razing of the 
old Stearns School," Mrs. 
DeVito said. 

The consultants have 
estimated the need for space to 
house the various activities of 
the Nonantum community and 
have concluded that it could be 
met by the recommended new 
addition. 

The community development 
program for Nonantum has set 
aside through the 1978 fiscal 
year $ 80,000 for a permanent 
multi-service center. This 
amount alone will not build 
much, but Juris Alksnitis of the 
Planning Department says 
there are grants and other 
ways of matching funds to 
increase the available money. 

The Nonantum Advisory 
1 ommittee was reassured at 
the meeting by Mayor 


Theodore Mann's comments on 
a proposed land swap of the 
Stearns property for a piece of 
land at the end of Rustic Street 
near Allison Park. 

The city wants to acquire the 
Rustic Street land to provide 
better access to Allison Park, 
which the Planning Depart¬ 
ment feels is more suitable for 
adult recreation than 
Hawthorn Playground. 

One suggestion came from 
city officials that the land be 
exchanged, but the catch was 
that housing was to be built on 
the Stearns site. The com¬ 
munity has long been, and still 
is, opposed to any housing at 
Stearns School. 

The hope of Nonantum has 
been that the city will demolish 
the old school and convert the 
entire property to recreationa 
use. 

The land swap has not been 
mentioned since a community 
meeting a few weeks ago, 
where Planning Director 
Charles Thomas tried to ex¬ 
plain to those attending that a 
proposed exchange of land 
could not be accomplished 
without a long, well-defined 
process involving the com¬ 
munity and the Board of 
Aldermen. 

At the most recent meeting, 
Mayor Mann reiterated the 
position that "the rights of the 
community w 11 be protected at 
all times” and asked to be 
advised of neighborhood 
concerns.

Community Development 
Authority. 

The NCDA must have its 
actions approved by 
thesevenmember Newton 
Planning and Development 
Board, which succeeded the 
Newton Redevelopment 
Authority. 

Both HSC and NCDA utilize 
state and federal funds. 

In other business at the July 
13 session, which was also the 
annual meeting of the HSC, 
commissioners discussed 
names for the Thurston Road 
and PauStreet housing 
projects, income limits for 
state programs and a 
modernization program un¬ 
derway at several elderly 
housing complexes. 


Budget summaries for the 
JFK Circle, Horace Mann, 
Norumbega Gardens and- 
Parker House modernization 
programs presented by 
Executive Director Frank 
Quinn were approved, 
unanimously. 

Bid openings for new doors at 
Jackson Gardens will be held 
July 29, Quinn announced. 

All doors and transoms need 
to be replaced because they are 
made of soft redwood which 
has warped and twisted, Quinn 
said. 

State agencies will not go 
along with raising the income 
limits for tenants, as proposed 
at the May HSC meeting, Quinn 
told the commissioners. 

Raises in the limits were 
suggested because recent 
increases in social secutiry 
payments have now made a 
number of couples on the 
waiting lists ineligible for 
state-assisted projects. 

Commissioner Leo Karas 
asked Quinn to make a written, 
rather than verbal, request and 
to ask for a written response. 

Names for the Thurston 
Road and Paul Street projects 
will be chosen at a future 
meeting, probably in August. 

Echo Ledge, Echo Ridge, 
Emerson Court and Thurston 
Court are the suggestions so 
far for the Thurston Road 
complex. More ideas will be 
sought before the next 
meeting. 

Names under consideration 
for Paul Street include Crystal 
Bridge, Crystal Brook and 
Crystal View. 

The federal Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development has just ap¬ 


proved nearly $2 million in 
funds for the 43-unit, five-story 
building, to go at Centre and 
Paul Streets near Crystal 
Lake. 

The height will still require 
permission from the Board of 
Aldermen, and a hearing on 
that is scheduled for Aug 8 
before the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee. 

Thurston Road, in Newton 
Upper Falls, has four family 
and 32 elderly units which are 
due to open for occupancy on 
Sept 15. 

The HSC staff is currently at 
work on tenant selection for 
those units. 

Attending the July HSC 
meeting were Commissioners 
Frank Quinn, James Miller, 
Stephen Buchbinder, Henry 
Wilson, Donald Ferreri and 
Leo Karas. 

Commissioner Mimi Tyler, a 
tenant representative, was 
absent.

Editorial Perspectives 

Protecting children 


Child abuse has become an increasingly 
serious problem in Massachusetts. 

Why parents brutally beat and even 
molest a small son or daughter they brought 
into the world is a mystery to most people. 

The answer probably is that they do it in a 
drunken rage or as an expression of their 
pentup frustration. Whatever the reasons, 
they are doing it in growing numbers. 

Representative Raymond Flynn of South 
Boston for a long time has been striving to 
prod or pressure state officials into doing 
something about this extremely serious 
problem. 

Flynn finally appears to have won a 
significant victory in his ongoing battle. 
State officials have announced plans for 
beefing up programs for the protection of 
children against abuses. 

Most, but not all. abuses occur among 
parents in the low-income brackets who 
don't have enough money to support their 
families adequately and vent their frustra¬ 
tion on an innocent child. 

Well-to-do parents, of course, also get 
drunk and beat or assault their own 
children. 

State Secretary of Human Services Jerald 
L. Stevens and State Welfare Commissioner 
Alexander E. Sharp both are now seeking 
additional funds to cope with this problem. 

Sharp also reported that he has appointed 
a "protective services director to monitor 
services and oversee anti-child-abuse ef¬ 
forts in Massachusetts. 

The children Representative Flynn has 
worked so hard to protect can't vote for him. 
but some of them may enjoy happier lives 
because of his persistent efforts in their 
behalf. 


Student direction 

During the disruptive years of student 
orotests in the late 1960's and until the end of 
United States involvement in the Vietnam 
war. a great to-do was made about 
relevant " education. Some of those atten¬ 
ding universities and colleges — the word 
student may not be exact — complained 
about required courses in various liberal 
arts or other fields which they did not 
perceive as pertaining to immediate 
problems. Somehow the idea that scholars 
should set educational requirements for 
degrees became suspect. 

This last year a Connecticut woman. Ilene 
Ianniello. took that idea to court and lost. 
She claimed that a course required of ma¬ 
jors in secondary education at the Universi¬ 
ty of Bridgeport didn't teach her a thing. She 
asked for about $400 in damages because of 
the costs of tuition, books, travel expenses 
and legal fees. 

In turning down the claim. Judge Michael 
Sicilian explained that courts should not try 
to interfere with the judgment of scholars 
and university officials as far as curricular 
issues are concerned. 

It may well be that some university 
courses, especially in the field of education, 
are "Mickey Mouse." putting into courses 
content that anyone would ordinarily know 
and understand from other classes or from 
experience. It may also be that some stu¬ 
dent ideas are valuable as to what they want 
to learn and what they already know. 

But the concept of a student-directed 
curriculum is ridiculous. On a different 
level it is similar to the idea a few years ago 
that small children would eat only what was 
good for them if they had the choice. And of 
course it negates the entire philosophy of 
education. Why bother about acquiring un¬ 
iversity degrees if those kids out of high 
school know more about the process in any 
case?

Bob Crane hopes to parlay his toothy 
grin, silver tonsils and engaging per¬ 
sonality into another term as 
Massachusetts state treasurer, but his 
friends and admirers ought to con¬ 
centrate on defending his record rather 
than using character assassination of a 
former colleague to advance his 
prospects. 

The most glaring, and distasteful, 
example of this faulty over-exuberance 
by Crane supporters surfaced in the 
‘ underground” weekly, THE REAL 
PAPER, in a feature story by-lined by 
former Boston Cilobe State House 
newsman Charles Kenney. 

It was a skillfully conceived hatchet 
job on former Secretary of State John 
F.X. Pavoren designed to make Bob 
Crane look good. The story included 
numerous highly [auditory remarks 
about Crane — remarks which fail 
dismally unbiased tests of accuracy. 

''You see, Massachusetts liberals 
have set up Crane as a marked man, 
although it's a little difficult to un¬ 
derstand why . . . it's tough to get 
anyone to make very specific criticism 
of Crane’s performance," enthused 
writer Kenney. At another point he 
noted, “Crane's performance as 
treasurer has been criticized (con¬ 
sistently if not specifically) for lack of 
both competence and imagination.” 

We don't know where reporter 
Kenney has been but there have been 
an over-abundance of “specifics" as 


regards Bob Crane'8 official per¬ 
formance, although his singing, 
granted, does draw universal kudos. 
During Kenney’s tenure at the Globe, 
he obviously didn't write, or failed to 
read, numerous critical articles - - in 
that paper and elsewhere - - about 
Treasurer Crane. And where was 
“political writer" Kenney in 1974 when 
Crane last ran for re-election — and 
was almost beaten by Mark Furcolo, 
son of former Governor Foster Furcolo, 
a virtual unknown? 

Crane squeaked out a narrow victory 
- 355,216 votes to 340,882 — in the 
primary, mainly because Furcolo 
statewide pounded home information 
on Crane's chummy relationship with 
six "favored” banks where millions of 
state funds were deposited by Crane for 
the lowest amount of interest vif a vis 
smaller sums getting the highest 
amount of interest at smaller banks 
that were not "friendly" with Crane. 

Crane had absolute discretion on 
where he put state monies, and the big 
deposits went to those “friendly and 
favorable to him,” during this era. Now 
his changed tactics, but only under 
pressure generated by the Furcolo 
scare. 

One of those “favored” banks of 
course, was the Commonwealth Bank & 
Trust in Boston, owned by Crane in¬ 
timate Phil Fine. Phil Fine just hap¬ 
pens to be the brother of THE REAL 
PAPER Publisher Ralph I. Fine — 
which helps explain, in large measure, 


the glorification of Bob Crane in that 
newspaper's June 4th issue by reporter 
Kenncv. 

What defies understanding, however, 
was the need to villify and demean 
former Secretary of State Jack 
Davoren, now a highly respected and 
productive union official. In fact, the 
article so distorted the truth that it took 
Davoren's record in non-official good 
deeds and transferred it to Crane. 
Consider: 

Kenney quoted "political consultant 
Jack Walsh” as saying: "Crane has a 
political constituency where Davoren 
had almost none. Crane is the darling of 
the Ancient and Honorables, the Car¬ 
dinal’s charities, and groups that raise 
money for retarded kids. He's what 
they like — he's never had a drink in his 
life, and he's a good family man. He’s 
not Jack Davoren.” (Walsh, in¬ 
cidentally, is an associate of Bob 
Crane’s pal, Mayor Kevin White). 

If Jack Davoren were not politically 
involved, that statement could lead to 
heavy legal damages against both 
Walsh and the newspaper, particularly 
the crack about "good family man." 
The simple truth is that in his long 
tenure on Beacon Hill there was never 
such a whisper about Jack Davoren, 
and his reputation as a "good family 
man" was unquestioned. It was 
Davoren, not Crane, who annually 
raised thousands for retarded children. 

For some strange reason, a few 
Boston writers over' the years 
developed an antipathy towards Jack 


Davoren - an antipathy reflected in 
the Boston Globe's lengthy and per¬ 
sistent assault against him. He was 
portrayed as a bumbler and himbler — 
a portrayal at total variance with the 
facts. 

One doesn't become a Speaker of the 
Massachusetts House if one is a 
bumbler. Or, having attained that lofty 
position, one doesn't exert leadership 
and get vital legislation enacted as was 
done under Davoren. Ex-Governor 
Endicott Peabody enacted 87 percent of 
his legislative program when Davoren 
was Speaker. Under Davoren's 
leadership, the House enacted 
numerous pace-setting legislation. 
These included compensation for 
victims of violent crime, the legislative 
intern program, professional staffing of 
House committees, and the pilot “truth 
in lending” law which was adopted 
nationally as Federal law - the first 
meaningful consumer protection. 

Davoren's showu similar imagination 
and flail since taking over as 
legislative Director of the Mass. 
Building & Construction Trades 
Council, including starting its self- 
supporting 90,000 circulation 
newspaper. 

If Bob Crane's friends and strategists 
feel the way to office is over the bodies 
of others, they would do well to 
reconsider.

Do automatic elevators need operators?

WASHINGTON - Freshman Rep. 
Dan Glickman, D.-Kan., who describes 
himself to me as a person who is 
“generally moderate about every kind 
of issue you can put your finger on,” 
believes that “nothing really gets done 
unless vou make a pest of yourself." So 
"hen the $28 million Legislative 
Branch Appropriation Act came 
before the House the other day, Rep. 
Glickman made a pest of himself. 

What he did was offer an amend¬ 
ment forbidding the use of any funds to 
pay people to operate automatic 
elevators. The measure would have 
saved the taxpayer about $800,000, 
which now goes to pay the salaries of 
those individuals who operate the 59 
automatic elevators in the three House 
office buildings. 

Rep. Glickman’s amendment was by 
no means radical. It specifically 
exempted "Members Only" automatic 
elevators while the House is in session 
and those in the Capitol, which serve 
most'" tourists. It also proposed that 
no existing operators for automatic 
elevators be terminated, only that they 
cease to work as a result of attrition. 

Explaining to his House colleagues 
why he was making a pest of himself, 
Rep. Glickman declared: 


"There is really no need to have 
these people. Obviously, before the 
House had automatic elevators, 
operators were needed; but as we 
automated these elevators, these 
positions were kept on primarily 
because they were patronage jobs. I 
would rather take the money and send 
these people out to do research for us 
on important issues or hire them as 
painters or for other work here in the 
House. However, to have people, for 
the most part, sitting on little stools on 
elevators and preventing the average 
citizen from coming in and pushing his 
own floor button is ridiculous.” 

Rep. Glickman wondered if any of 
his colleagues could imagine the 
taxpayers of his state standing still 
and paying for operators to press 
buttons for passengers boarding 
automatic elevators in the city hall or 
state capitol of his state? He said the 
fact that this goes on in Washington ‘ 'is 
the exact image everyone has of the 
federal government, a government 
that spends money with abandon 
because it is so far removed from the 
taxpayers who have to cough up the 
dollars.” 

Well, several members agreed with 
Rep. Glickman, specifically Rep. Dale 
Milford, D.-Tex.; Rep. Peter Kost- 
mayer, D.-Pa.; and Rep. Mickey 
Edwards, R. Okla. But the defenders 


of ridiculousness in this city are 
numerous. 

Rep. Robert Giamo, D.-Conn., 
chairman of the House Budget Com¬ 
mittee, saying he did "not know 
whether there should be elevators 
operators or not," objected on 
procedural grounds, accusing Rep. 
Glickman of "unsurping the power of 
the legislative committees” who ought 
to be making such a decision. Rep. 
Giamo suggested that the Glickman 
amendment should not be voted on 
“through this medium” until -- you 
guessed it - "a committee effectively 
looks into the matter and studies it." 

Rep. B. F. Sisk, D.-Calif., one of the 
senior Democrats in the House, was 
also aghast at the Glickman proposal. 
Observing that he felt "very strongly" 
that such action should not be taken 
“without actually exploring the 
problem fully," he declared: 

"Let me say that we have had 
elevator operators around here for a 
long time, and that, in fact, through 
them we are better able to serve many 
of our constituents." 

To keep a short story short, when 
Rep. Glickman demanded a non-roll- 
call division vote, where members 
simply stand and are counted, the 
amendment failed 82-35. 

The Glickman amendment was not 
the only measure defeated this day 
which would have saved the taxpayers 


Of course, 
says Congress 

money. When the aforementioned Rep. 
Kostmayer tried to knock $574,000 out 
of the Congress' budget which goes to 
print over one million "free” calen¬ 
dars, this idea was defeated on a 
division vote of 52-18. Ignoring the 
congressman’s assertion that the only 
purpose these calendars serve is to 
help incumbents get re-elected, Rep. 
John McFall, D-Calif., countered by 
saying: 

"Government is many things and 
part of our responsibility is to bring 
government to the people and an un¬ 
derstanding of what the government is 
and what the government does. If we 
can do it by educating the people with 
calendars, I think we are performing a 
valuable service." Here in the nation’s 
capital, such gibberish constitutes a 
compelling argument. 

Finally, Rep. Andrew Jacobs Jr., D- 
lnd., noting that each congressional 
employee now has an average of 303 
square feet of office space - more than 
twice the amount of space each 
Pentagon worker has -- offered an 
amendment forbidding any legislative 
branch funds to be spent for an ad¬ 
ditional House office building. On a 
voice vote, this measure was rejected. 

Jimmy Carter says he'll balance the 
budget by 1981. Good luck, Mr. 
President. You'll need it.

Bus service 


To the Editor: 

As of June 18, the Forest 
Hills-Chestnut Hill Bus No. 59 
was rerouted by deleting the 
Brookline Street diversion and 
extending the run from its 
terminal on Route 9 to Newton 
Centre via Langley Rd. 

This change was brought 
about by the request of the 
Newton planning director to 
the MBTA; all predicated on 
the basis of this being a poorly- 
patronized bus. 

Although the Allendale Road, 
Brookline, diversion of this line 
als<> was scheduled to be 
eliminated for the same 
reason, it was subsequently 
found expedient to retain this 
section because of substantial 
pressure from the Town of 
Brookline. 

The City of Newton, in its 
wisdom, stated it would save 
$25,000 on this change. 

I fail to see where sub¬ 
stituting the Langley Road 
extension for the Brookline 
Street deviation will save the 
above sum. Not only will there 
be no savings, but an additional 
loss will be incurred, since 
service has been generally 
increased from a 90-minute to a 


45-minute interval, all based on 
the assumption of more 
patronage on this extension. 

It is doubtful that the 
patronage from Iangley Road 
area will equal or surpass that 
of the Brookline Street area, 
since the Langley Road area is 
serviced by the Green Line’ 
Bus No. 533, and the Wellesley 
Fells Bus on Route 9. Use of 
Bus No. 59 by Langley Road 
area rsesidents will be frther 
discouraged by the additional 
25-cent fare. 

A number of residents in the 
Brookline Street area bought 
homes solely on the basis of 
some public transportation 
being available. The change 
now leaves a large area 
without service, even to a 
lesser degree. 

It appears retaining bus 
service is also a measure of 
political pressure in addition to 
usage. 

It is urged that Mayor Mann 
and his MBTA Advisory Board 
designee make every effort to 
reinstate bus service along 
Brookline Street in the very 
near s future.

alternative transportation. 

Similiarly, I urge you and 
Newton city officials to restore 
all of the former service to Rt. 
59. These residents must not be 
denied this service, which is 
vital to their transportation 
needs. 

On June 30, a group of 
Newton citizens adversely 
affected by the route change 
met with your senior planner, 
Mary Maclnnis, State Rep. 
Lois Pines, and myself. Many 
citizens stressed that the 
MBTA’s infrequent service and 
poor notification of the route 
scheduling discourages 
patronage. 

Further, the meeting was 
field at a time when many area 
residents were unable to attend 
because of vacations and other 
commitments. 

I will be happy to meet with 
you or other MBTA officials to 
further discuss the restoration 
of this service.

To the Editor: 

Recently, a couple of 
aldermen and a Newton 
newspaper have decided to 
flail away at our non-partisan 
committee called Center. We 
don’t mind the heat. We just 
think they’re in the wrong 
kitchen. 

We agree with the newspaper 
editorial statement that far too 
much noise has been raised 
over our committee, but we 
aren't the ones who have made 
it. 

Our interest has been, and 
will continue to be, the records, 
performances and 
qualifications of all candidates 
for the Board of Aldermen. We 
believe that by presenting the 
facts, and no one has denied 
that we have done otherwise, 
the voter can better determine 
which candidates he or she 
wants to vote for.

We do have many of whom 
will be helping us with future 
tasks, such as contacting 
voters. We ask our detractors 
to tell us how many members 
Center should list before they 
would consider us a respon¬ 
sible organization. Five? 
Twenty-five? One hundred? 
The state requires only two 
people to constitute a political 
committee. 

Fact 2: We have extremely 
limited funds. We are not well- 
financed and we refuse to 
accept contributions from any 
candidate or candidate’s 
committee.

Fact 3: Center does not wish 
to become involved in the 
mayor’s race. One of our 
members did work for Mayor 
Mann in a congressional 
survey last year, but, another 
member opposed the survey 
and the three others weren’t 
ivnvolved at all. The charge is 
not relevant. 

Fact 4: We have not made 
accusations or slanderous 
statements in connection with 
our statistical reports. We have 
compiled data, recognized by 
many as extremely valuable, 
without opinionated comment 
If an alderman feels his record 
hi is slanderous, that's his 
probelem, not ours. 

Fact 5: We raised the 
question of vote validity when 
we discovered the aldermanic

committees voted on 90 items 
without the presence of a 
quorum. The city solicitor 
responded with an opinion, not 
court precedent or statute, on 
the question. 

One alderman kindly 
delivered three dtiations, but 
only one of them, Coleman vs. 
Louison, dealt with the 
proximity of our question. It 
did hot deal directly with the 
question of non-quorum ac¬ 
tivities. 

Consequently, we are 
seeking our own legal advice 
on the matter We believe the 
question we have raised is 
legitimate and responsible. 

Unlike the newspaper, 
which, in a fit of bile, assailed 
us for creating issues, we 
believe that candidates, 
groups, newspapers and 
citizens alike have a right and 
responsibility to raise sincere 
questions in a democratic 
election. An honest exchange of 
ideas is completely proper in 
our political system. Malicious 
attacks are counter-productive 
to the public’s right to know. 

Fact6: We aren’t looking for 
anybody's scalp. We aren’t 
headhunters. We don’t have 
any targets on the Board. Most 
aldermen, including those who 
are candidates for mayor, have 
fared reasonably well in the 
studies. 

We think those wwho have 
stooped to using the Big Lie 
and resorted to the tired old 
political trickster’s bag of 
crying wolf are doing a 
disservice to the voters. It is 
this king of name-calling 
nonsense that drives people 
from the political process. 

Rest assured that Center will 
continue its attempts to get 
statistical information out to 
the public so they may be 
better able, to make well- 
informed decisions in October 
and November.

No labels, please

I wish to call to the attentior 
of my constituents the 
presenting of facts in part by 
Betty and Sandy Latner, based 
on the CPPAX July newsletter. 
In their letter in the July 14 
Graphic they said I voted 
against H-3254, an anti- 
redlining measure that would 
prohibit any form of 
geographical discrimination 
by banks in denying mortgages 
and home improvement loans 
within communities they 
consider "deteriorating." 

If Betty and Sandy Latner 
had taken the time to fairly and 
completely examine the red¬ 
lining issue, they would find 
that I was, in fact, a faithful 
proponent of this legislatioa 

On Tuesday, March 29, 
House Bill 3254 and two other 
red-lining bills, H2696 and H. 
H3255, were killed on a voice 
vote without a whisper of 
dissent. ~ 


On Monday, April 4, a motion 
was made to reconsider the 
red-lining legislation. I voted to 
support the motion; this 
motion to reconsider prevailed 
(roll call no. 51, Journal of the 
House, April 4). 

After listening to the debate 
by the chairman and the 
members of the Committee on 
Banks and Banking, I voted 
against substitution of House 
Bill 3254 for the adverse 
committee report. The Com¬ 
mittee on Banks and Banking 
appealed to the House for 
additional time to come up with 
a new red-lining draft that 
would have more input from 
the propo8nents and opponents 
in regard to this legislation. I 
deferred to their expertise and 
considered it rational to vote 
against substitution and await 
the new draft. 

On Monday, June 13, the new 
draft, H6107, was presented. I 


voted for seven amendments 
that would strengthen H6107. 

I then voted in favor of or¬ 
dering House Bill 6107 as 
amended to a third reading. 
My roll calls are recorded in 
the Journal of the House for 
Monday, June 13; roll calls 261 - 
269 inclusive. 

On Wednesday, June 15, I 
voted for four additional 
amendments which would 
further strengthen this anti- 
red-lining legislation. 

My votes concerning these 
amendments can be found in 
the Journal of the House for 
Wednesday, June 15, roll calls 
286-289 inclusive. 

Out of 11 possible amend¬ 
ments, all of which I supported, 
all but one were rejected. 

On roll call 290, I voted for 
the engrossment of H6107 as 
amended. 

The bill is presently in the 
Senate awaiting action.

The Historical Commission 
has been making earnest 
inquiries about this building for 
eight months, both by letter 
and by phone, for the com¬ 
mission was approached by a 
resident of this city who would 
have very much liked to rent it 
for an antique shop. He was 
even willing to do some 
restoration work at his own 
expense. 

All contacts, however, have 
resulted in no action and were 
substantially ignored. 

Newton has four remaining 
railroad stations, all owned by 
the MBTA. Three are on the 


National Register of Historic 
Places. In general, any 
inquiries by the city’s 
Historical Commission with 
regard to them have been 
ignored. 

William Whitney, a 
registered architect and 
chairman of the Newton Upper 
Falls Historic District Com¬ 
mission, has examined the 
burned station inside and out 
and states that the fire damage 
appears to be superficial. 

That being the case, the 
commission feels the MBTA 
should undertake immediate 
basic repairs so the building 
can be rented or sold in partial 
acknowledgement of its past 
irresponsible lack of concern 
and in recognition of the 
concerns and requests of the 
communities which it serves. 

The little railroad station is 
important to the heritage of the 
village of Upper Falls in 
particular and to Newton in 
general, and an appropriate 
reuse for the building is 
possible and indeed was 
previously offered.

was a member of the Judiciary 
Committee more than three 
years ago was signed into law 
last week by Governor 
Dukakis. 

Mofenson, now House 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, had developed the 
original jury reform legislation 
in order to assure that grand 
and trial juries be selected 
"from a fair and randomly- 
drawn cross section of the 
population." 

After two years of trying to 
implement jury reform on a 
statewide basis, Mofenson 
scaled down his original bill to 
use Suffolk County as a 
laboratory for jury reform. 
The legislature adopted 
Mofenson's idea, changing the 
site to Middlesex County. 

"I am proud to have played a 
role in the development of this 
legislation,” Mofenson said. 
"If the pilot program here is 
successful, all juries 
throughout Massachusetts can 
be brought into the system and 
this can ultimately reduce 
state costs for juror payment 
significantly." 

“At present there are more 
than 38 different exemptions 


and exclusions from jury duty 
written into the law," 
Mofenson said. “Jury duty is 
generally for a whole month, 
and many qualified people are 
excluded because of the hard¬ 
ships involved. As a result, we 
don't get a jury that really 
represents the whole com¬ 
munity." 

The shorter service is in¬ 
tended to involve more people 
in civic responsibility and 
make it easier for professional 
people and the self-employed to 
be away from their regular 
activity and less of a burden on 
employers whose workers are 
off the job sitting on juries. 

Part of the plan calls for 
employers to pay their 
workers' salaries for up to 
three days. In return com¬ 
panies would benefit from the 
fact that the time served would 
be much shorter. Fur¬ 
thermore, with the employer 
payment provision, the direct 
government expense will be 
reduced. For both" employees 
and the self-employed com¬ 
pensation from the County will 
corqunence on the fourth day - 
at a rale of $40 per day. The 
new law will take effect on Jan.

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Orlandella was represented at the 
meeting by James Farrell, a lawyer who 
works with Walsh. Farrell agreed with 
the residents and their lawyer, Joseph 
McVeigh, that some mistakes had been 
made, and said, "I'm not endorsing that 
kind of tactics," but , "Nowhere is it 
written that a tenant stays in an apart¬ 
ment in perpetuity."

more situations like this one. 


.Suggestions were made to try rushing 
bills through the state legislature, in- 
validatmg the condominium plan through 
zoning and other technicalities, court 
action, buying the property for municipal 
housing for the elderly, and more. 

A state bill is essentially the only way to 
control condominiums, however, State 
Rep.

The meeting concluded with an 8-0 
agreement that although the situation is 
deplorable, there is little that the city can 
do except urge immediate passage of a 
condominium control bill at the state 
level.

Results of a survey in small 
areas in Newton Comer and 
Newtonville were presented to 
the City Planning Committee 
Monday night.

In Newton Comer building 
inspectors visited 33 houses in 
the area bounded by Centre, 
Pearl, Carle ton and Bacon 
streets. 

In Newtonville the area 
inspected is bounded by 
Walnut, Harvard, and Bowers 
streets and Madison Avenue. 
Again, 33 houses were in¬ 
volved 

Among the 33 houses 
designated for inspection in 
Newton Comer, three illegal 
apartments were found. In 
Newtonville six illegal apart¬ 


ments were found. Access 
could not be gained to all the 
houses. 

A dwelling unit (apartment) 
is one that provides separate 
sleeping, living and sanitary 
facilities. 

The number of single-family 
units in the Newton Comer 
survey area has decreased by 
one since 1950; two-families 
have decreased by three; and 
the number of three-unit 
dwellings has increased by 
two. 

In the Newtonville test area, 
11 single-family houses have 
been lost, and there are five 
additional two-families, two 
three-families, and three with 
five units. 

The six violations are among 
the 10 multiple units’ Fraser 
said. 

The purpose of the survey, 
and whatever policy is 
developed from the results, is 
not simply to correct zoning 
violations, according to City 
Planning Committee Chair¬ 
man Morris. 

Sooner or later the city is 
going to have to deal with 


houses that have so-called 
illegal apartments in them. 
Morris has several approaches 
to use as solutions. 

One might be the block-by¬ 
block rezoning of certain areas 
of the city, depending on 
conditions found by a full in¬ 
spection. the city. 

Another had already been 
approved by the Land Use 
Committee. Morris' amend¬ 
ment to the zoning ordinances 
that will allow conversiom of 
single-family houses to two- 
family use and two-families to 
three-families, when land area 
is sufficient, may be voted on 
the Board of Aldermen July 25. 

Morris also has suggested 
that it may be necessary to 
rezone larger areas. 

A full-scale, complete in¬ 
spection of all houses in the city 
done by present manpower 
might take several years, by 
which time much of the in¬ 
formation would be outdated 

In a report on complaints, 
Fraser said the Building 
Department spends 20 percent 
of its time on zoning com¬ 
plaints at a cost of $20,830.

Some elderly, low-income 
may get aid for old oil bills 


The city of Newton, through 
its Human Services Depart¬ 
ment, is participating in a 
Heating Bill Assistance 
Program in cooperation with 
Action for Boston Community 
Development (ABCD), Inc. 

The program is designed to 
help low-income families with 
the burden of overdue heating 
bills that have resulted from 
the past severe winter. 

The program will pay 
overdue heating bills of up to 
$250 for a limited number of 
people, with payments being 
made directly to heating 
companies. 

The state of Massachusetts 
has been allocated $5 million 
by the federal government, 
with $1.2 million channelled 
through ABCD for Boston, 
Brookline, Dedham, Needham, 
Newton and Waltham. 

The Department of Human 
Services in Newton will 
process applications for 
Newton residents. First 
priority will go to senior 
citizens 65 and over. 
Applications will be processed 
through Aug. 5. 

Persons may qualify for 
assistance with an overdue 
heating bill if they meet the 
following requirements: 

1. The bill was incurred 
between Oct. 1, 1976, through 
June 1, 1977. 

2. The bill is overdue at least 
45 days. 

3. The applicant's total gross 
yearly income for the period 
June 1,1976, to May 31, 1977, is 


at or below $3713 for one per¬ 
son. 

For a family of two, income 
limit is $4913; three, $6113; 
four, $7313; five $8513; and six, 
$9713. For family units with 
more than six members, add 
$200 for each additional 
member. 

If the sole source of income is 
derived from Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) and-or 
Social Security Assistance 
(SSA), a person is eligible for 
this program. Families 
receiving public assistance are 
also eligible. 

4. There is a need: heat has 
been shut off, there has been a 
threat of a heating shutoff, or 
delivery of home heating oil 
has been refused because of an 
unpaid bill. 

All applicants will be 
required to verify both income 
and need by obtaining letters 

from their heating company 
and employer, or a statement 
from the Social Security or 
Welfare office. 

Upon completion of the 
forms, the Department of 
Human Services will forward 
them to ABCD, Inc., for final 
processing. ABCD will 
determine the most needy 
families and these families will 
have their overdue heating bill 
paid, up to $250. ABCD will 
notify all applicants in Sep¬ 
tember and inform them of 
their status.

fire 

SOUTHGATE, Ky. (UPI) - 
A raging fire swept through the 
packed Beverly Hills supper 
club in this Cincinnati suburb 
late Saturday night. At least 
120 persons were known dead 
in the nation's worst blaze in 
three decades and officials said 
the final toll may exceed 200. 

A capacity Memorial holiday 
weekend crowd of 3,500 was in 
the nightclub when the blaze 
erupted. An electrical failure 
moments later threw the 
building into darkness as 
panicstricken patrons tried to 
flee through dense smoke. 

Southgate Fire Chief David 
Riesenberg said the death 
count may reach 200 or more 
when cranes are called in to lift 
debris from the fire-ravaged 
club, which is located on a hill 
In Northern Kentucky across 
the Ohio River from Cin¬ 
cinnati. 

••My men took a head count 
of 120 bodies," he said. “There 
arc still more in there but we 
can't get to them. 

“Apparently the peeople got 
confused,” said Riesenberg. 
“Obviously they panicked. The 
place was loaded with smoke 
and flames and the people 
couldn't find the exit. 

“The lawn is full of bodies," 
said Riesenberg. "We’re 
pulling the bodies out and 
putting them out on the lawn." 

The blaze erupted while a 
comedy team, sharing the bill 
with headlining singer John 
Davidson, was performing. 

“John Davidson had not 
appeared yet," said Riesen¬ 
berg. “He was not hurt. In fact, 
he helped pull some people 
out." 

"The fire apparently hit the 
electric system and the lights 
went out,” said Jim Schworer, 
a spokesman for the club. “It 
was apparently dark in there 
and that was a key factor. 
People couldn't see what they 
were doing and the smoke 
poured in." 

The known death toll was the 
worst in any blaze in the United 
States since July 6, 1944 when 
168 persons died in a circus tent 
fire in Hartford, Conn. It was 
the worst nightclub blaze since 
Nov. 28,1942 when 491 persons 
died in the Cocoanut Grove fire 
in Boston. 

A second major fire was 
reported at the Duro Paper Co. 
in Ludlow. Ky., about five 
miles northwest of the supper 
club. It was not immediately 
known whether there was a 
connection between the two 
fires. 

Wayne Dammert, maitre d’ | 
at the Beverly Hills, said he 
thought the blaze started in the 
Zebra Room — one of the club’s 
21 party rooms. 

“We screamed for people to I 
get back because they had I 
hundreds on each side. They I 
were all jammed back. There! 
were doors going to the roof. I 
We tried our damndest to kick I 
that door off. We couldn't get! 
the thing off. The. lights went! 
off and all the people panicked. ( 
They couldn't breathe. 

“The area where I was in... II 
my people were very orderly, 
very calm. They got down 
through the kitchen and out of 
the kitchen. I think most of the 
dead people were down in the | 
kitchen." 

Richard Schaftlein, 32, his | 
wife Linda, 28, brother Carroll 
and his wife Joyce, all from 
biuisville, were in the club at 
the time of the fire. 

“We were in the Cabaret 
room." said Schaftlein. "I 
would say the total in the place 
was 3.000 or 4,000 people 
packed like sardines. Just 
before John Davidson was to 
appear on stage, two 
comedians iTeter and 
McDonald) were telling jokes. 

"Then this boy waiter came 
out on stage, took the micro¬ 
phone and said ‘there's a small 
fire, everbody stay calm."’ 
related Schaftlein. “The two 
comics were terrific, saying 
things like ’we've had a lot of 
people walk out on us, but this 
is ridiculous.' Then everybody 
started walking out. 

"We were lucky we were 
about 10 yards from an exit." 
said Schaftlein. “Then every¬ 
body in that damn room was 
trying to get out the exit. After 
we got out the door, people 
started pushing and smoke was 
coming through the door. I 
looked back and saw a woman 
in a red dress covered with dirt 
and smoke." 

A temporary morgue was set 
up at the old Fort Thomas, Ky., 
Veterans Hospital. 

Fire departments from eight 
surrounding communites 
where rushed to the club which 
had a main ballroom and 
dining room where Davidson 
was performing. This was in 
addition to the 21 private dining

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Police chief says vigilance still 
needed despite crime decrease 


Police Chief William F. 
Quinn, commenting on the 
latest FBI report of an overall 9 
percent decrease in crime, 
hopes that complacency on the 
part of the average person does 
not contribute to a reversal of 
the trend. 

Quinn said, "We in Newton 
have experienced a decline 
equal to or better than, the FBI 
figures for the past three 
years. However, if in any 100 
crimes, we have seen nine 
fewer, we still have 91 that 
require maintained concern, 
alertness and vigilance." 

The Chief added, "The FBI 
attributes the reduction to 
unusual weather earlier in the 
year; Boston area police 
educators believe it to be 
improved police activity due to 
advanced teaching; others 
believe it to be the maturing of 
younger criminals, who now 
accept the mores of society." 

"In any event,” Quinn said, 
"I accept all these theories 


plus the desire of residents to 
remain free of being vic¬ 
timized, as shown by their 
interest in past crime 
prevention programs." 

"In our Newton community 
the partnership between our 
police department and its 
citizens, the efforts of the 
Mayor's Crime Prevention 
Commission, the assistance of 
the Auxiliary Police, the 
willingness of our citizens to 
participate in Crime Check, 
Operation Identification, 
surveys of property for 
security, and installation of 
home alarms have cut down on 
housebreaks. In short, it has 
been a cooperative effort. 
However, we must maintain 
this effort.” 

Quinn continued, “In this 
direction, we have instituted a 
number of pilot Neighborhood 
Watch programs in West 
Newton, Auburndale, and 
Newton Highlands, indicating 
a desire for a comprehensive 


villagewide program of 
Neighborhood Watch and 
Crime Check. To this point we 


are planning, through the 
Bureau of Community Service 

and soon-to-be-acquired CETA 
employees, a Neighborhood 

Assistance Program that 
should be self-perpetuating in 
crime prevention and crime 
reduction."

What do you do when you are fed 
up with the world? 

Dr. Harry Bailey of Westwood, a 
radiologist, has a hobby to fill in for 
moments like that. He raises exotic, 
delicate, beautiful orchids. 

Although orchids conjure up 
image's of corsages prepared by 
florists, there are roughly 30,000 
species including the "Lady Slip¬ 
pers" which grow in many local 
yards. 

“Orchids do not need steamy, 
jungle heat to grow," observed 
Bailey pointing out they are found 
from the tropics to the Artie Circle. 

While most people believe orchids 
require a great amount of care, 
Bailey says they are hardy “and can 
stand a great deal of neglect." One 
of the most beautiful flowers in the 
plant kingdom, they “tend to flower 
in the late fall." 

Originally from England, Bailey 
became interested in gardening 
here. However, after seven and one- 
half months of winter, an avid 
gardner can become frustrated. 

A doctor he knew was bringing in 
orchid plants and leaving them on 
the receptionist’s desk at the 
hospital. Intrigued, Bailey bought a 
few and “became addicted...they 
are so fascinating and when your 
first orchid flowers, that is one of 
your great moments.” 

Bailey's interest led him to join 
the American Orchid Society in 
Cambridge which he says has 17,000 
members. He also belongs to the 
Massachusetts Orchid Society which 
has over 200 members who meet and 
exchange or sell orchids. “Many 
firms offer orchids (to sell) and they 
are not that difficult or expensive to 
acquire,” said Bailey. 

He says the orchids will grow 
anywhere and you do not need your 
own greenhouse although Bailey 
does have one. He also grows or¬ 
chids in his basement "taking ad¬ 
vantage of the natural warmth and 
not wasting energy." 

Bailey has about 350 orchid plants 
with 30-40 different species. He 
estimates that it takes him one-half 
hour nightly to care for them. 

Heat is not a necessity for orchids 
and Bailey says they can survive 
“quite happily” in 40 or 65 degree 
temperatures. He pointed out that 
the florist's variety must be sub¬ 
jected to freezing temperatures 
before they flower. 

Many doctors, he said, are in¬ 
terested in gardening and in orchids. 
Perhaps, he speculated, that might 
be because “if something goes 
wrong, you don't have to lose sleep." 

Bailey and his wife, Kathleen, 
have lived in Westwood for 20 years. 
They are planning to move to 
Chestnut Hill shortly. Following the 
move, they will continue to nurture 
their orchids in the hopes of having 
some to display at the Eastern 
Orchid Congress this fall. 

The Congress will be held 
November 3-6 at the Sheraton- 
Boston and there will be exhibitors 
from all overthe United States and 
some international exhibits. The 
event will be run by the 
Massachusetts Orchid Society and 
Bailey promises "it will knock your 
eyes out."

Teach your children to cook this summer and get in, at 
the same time, some valuable lessons, on nutrition, 
following directions and even cleaning up. Summertime is 
an excellent time to grow and to learn new skills. A cook 
book, just published by Doubleday, titled “The Kids’ 50- 
State Cookbook" is an invaluable aid and a nice gift. 
Written by Aileen Paul, it includes excellent beginning 
recipes with clear directions. Here's a sample: 


ORANGESHERBERT 

3-4 oranges 
1-cup sugar 
% cup corn syrup 
2 cups water 

1. Grate orange rind, enough for one tablespoon. (You 
can use the kind in a jar also.) 2. Measure and pour sugar, 
com syrup, orange rind, and two cups of water into 
saucepan. Place over low heat and stir until sugar is 
melted 3. Remove from heat and cool syrup. 4. Squeeze 
two cups of orange juice and add to cooled syrup. 5. Pour 
into refrigerator ice trays. Place in freezer and freeze until 
firm. 6. Place mixing bowl and beaters in refrigerator to 
chill. 7. Remove frozen mixture from tray to bowl and 
break up with spoon. Beat with electric mixer or egg beater 
until it becomes a thick mush. Spoon back into trays. 
Return to refrigerator and freeze again. Makes 4 servings. 


GERMAN SCRAMBLED EGGS 

6 eggs 

Va cup cream or milk 
2-4 tablespoons butter 
2 cooked frankfurters 
2 teaspoons onion salt V* tsp 
Vh teaspoon pepper 

1. Break eggs into medium-sized bowl. Add cream and 
beat lightly. 2. Melt butter in fry pan over low heat, enough 
to cover bottom. 3. While butter is melting, cut frankfurters 
into thin circles. 4. Pour eggs into skillet. Cook until they 
begin to thicken. Sprinkle with onion salt and pepper and 
add frankfurter circles. 5. Continue to cook, stirring gently 
until soft and fluffy. Makes 6 servings. 

RHODE ISLAND JOHNNY CAKES 
1 cup white corn meal 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1V« cup boiling water 
small amount of shortening to grease pan 

1. Measure and mix corn meal, salt, and sugar. 2. Add 
boiling water gradually to make a thick batter. 3. Grease 
griddle with shortening and place on medium to high heat. 
4. Pour V« cup batter on griddle for each cake. Bake cakes 
on one side until golden brown; turn and bake on other side. 
Serve with butter, or butter and syrup. Makes 12 cakes. 
Note: molasses may be used instead of sugar; milk instead 
of water or along with water. 

The following recipe was a winner at the annual 
Delmarva Chicken Festival held since 1947. 


DELMARVA CHEESY CHICKEN 

1 cup cornflake crumbs 

y< cup grated parmesan cheese 

2 tablespoons parsley flakes 
1 teaspoon salt 

Vi teaspoon paprika (optional) 

Vi teaspoon pepper 
Vi cup butter or margarine 
1 broiler-fryer chicken 
(2Vi-3 pounds) cut up 

1. Lightly grease baking sheet or shallow baking dish. 2. 
Measure all ingredients, except the butter and chicken and 
mix in a heavy brown paper or clean plastic bag. 3. Melt 
butter in suacepan. Remove from heat. 4. Preheat oven to 
375 degrees F. 5. Dip chicken in melted butter with fork or 
tongs. Drop two or three pieces of chicken into crumb 
mixture. Shake bag to coat chicken. 6. Place chicken on 
baking sheet or in baking diash. 7. Bake one hour or until 
brown and tender when pierced with fork. 4-5 servings.

The questions, most often 
asked, are what to do with the com and 
how long do you cook it? Along with that 
information are some favorite recipes 
Mrs. Bean is sharing with readers. Some 
of the other recipes, for pies and food she 
sells, still remain a secret. 


CORN 

Drop the corn, after they are cleaned 
and peeled, into a pot of salted water 
(about 3-4 inches of water.) When the 
water returns to a boil, let it boil for about 
two minutes and the corn is done. Mrs. 
Bean stresses this is for fresh corn. Serve 
with butter or margarine. 


CARROTS 

Boil fresh carrots till fork lender. Drain 
water and add butter or margarine and 
maple syrup to taste. 


FRESH TOMATOES 
Cut tomato in half, removing the stem 
portion. Sprinkle the tomato with salt, 
pepper, oregano, bread crumbs and 
crumbled Cheddar cheese. Put the cheese 
on top. Add V» tsp. oil on tomato. Broil 
until the cheese melts (about one minute) 
or bake in oven. Bake at 350 degrees F. 
until the cheese melts. 


HARV ARD STYLE BEETS 
12 beets (fresh) 

Vj cup sugar 


lVs teaspoon cornstarch 
Vi cup white vinegar or cldar vinegar 
V« cup water 
2 tablespoons butter 


Wash and cut off all but one inch of the 
top. Don't cut off the root. Cook the beets 
whole with salt in enough water to cover 
beets, cook until tender; this can take up 
to 45 minutes. Once fork tender, cool 
under cold water, and slip off the skin. 


Mix in saucepan, sugar, cornstarch. 
Add cup vinegar and water. Boil for five 
minutes. Add beets. Let stand for 30 
minutes. Before serving, bring to boiling 
point and add two tablespoons butter.

Dedham's most famous trial, Sacco-Vanzetti, proclaimed unfair 


Wednesday, July 20 .1977 


DEDHAM — The most 
celebrated trial in the 80-year 
history of the Dedham cour¬ 
thouse will be commemorated 
by special proclamation of 
Governor Michael Dukakis 
today. 

Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tholomeo Vanzetti were tried 
and found guilty of murder in 
Dedham in connection with a 
$15,000 payroll robbery in 1927. 
They were later electrocuted at 
the Charlestown State Prison. 

Clerk of courts John Con- 
cannon said the widely 
publicized murder trial was the 
most famous ever held at the 
Dedham courthouse. "There’s 
no doubt about it, its the most 
famous,” said Concannon. 

The governor's 
proclamation, which will be 
issued in the Massachusetts 
Senate chamber today, will be 
the commonwealth’s first 
statement that the trial was 
unfair. 

It refers to "prejudice 
against foreigners and 
dissidents at the time” of the 
trial, and declares taht that 
"any stigma and disgrace 
should be forever removed 
from the names of their 
families and descendants, and 
so, from the name of the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts." 

Spencer Sacco, grandson of 
Nicola Sacco, is scheduled to 
attend the ceremony today. 

The proclamation, which 
commemorates the 50th an¬ 
niversary of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
execution, is. based on a report 
by Dukakis’s legal counsel, 
Daniel A. Taylor. It states: 
"There are substantial, indeed 
compelling grounds for 
believing that the Sacco and 
Vanzetti legal proceedings 
were permeated with un¬ 
fairness...” 

The executed men, both 
labeled anarchists, were tried 
and convicted in an at¬ 
mosphere of political hysteria, 
Taylor’s report says. 

For years the case has been 
disputed by legal experts, 
Italian Americans and others 
who claimed that Sacco and 
Vanzetti were denied a fair 
trial because of the prejudices 
of the times against foreigners 
and Communist sympathizers. 

Today Massachusetts Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis was to sign 
a proclamation saying that 
Sacco and Vanzetti did not 

Will try 
to block 
air bags 

CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - 
Calling it an “expensive and 
unproven system,” Rep. 
Norman D'Amours, D-N.H., 
said he will offer a resolution 
today to prevent the federal 
government from ordering air 
bags be installed in all cars. 

Transportation Secretary 
Brock Adams has ordered that 
all cars be equipped with air 
bags or other 'passive restraint 
systems’ by 1984. 

In a release from his 
Washington office, D’Amours 
said air bags have been tested 
in only a small number of cars 
and results were Inconclusive. 
He said sonle test results ac- 

* lually showed seat belts were 
more effective than air bags. 

“I hope Congress will ap¬ 
prove my resolution and 

* thereby prevent the govern¬ 
ment from cramming an ex¬ 
pensive and unproven system 
down the throats of the 
American people," D’Amours 
said. “There a thousand things 
the federal government could 
do to save lives like ban all cars 
or impose a nationwide 8 p.m. 
curfew. But in a free and 
democratic society, we have to 
draw the line somewhere on 
just what the government will 
force us to do for our own 
good." 

Rocket 

motor 

tested 

PROMONTORY, Utah 
• UPI i - The big solid 
propellant rocket motor 
designed to help push the space 
shuttle orbital transport into 
space has been successfully 
test fired a few miles from 
where the first tran¬ 
scontinental railroad was 
completed. 

It was tiie first test firing of 
the rocket motor and project 
officials said it appeared to 
work well, consuming 1.1 
million pounds of rubbery fuel 
for two minutes to generate an 
estimated 2.4 million pounds of 
thrust. 

The shuttle, scheduled to 
make its first flight into orbit in 
1979 from Cape Canaveral, will 
use two of the solid fueled 
booster rockets to help three 
liquid propellant engines push 
it toward a 17,500 mile an hour 
orbit more than 100 miles high. 


receive a fair trial. 

"The conduct of many of the 
officials Involved in the case 
shed serious doubts on their 
willingness and ability to 
conduct the prosecution and 
trial of Sacco and Vanzetti 
fairly and impartially," ac¬ 
cording to the proclamation. 

The signing was scheduled 
for noon ceremonies in the 
Senate chamber. 

"...any stigma and disgrace 
should be forever removed 
from the names of their 


families and descendants, and 
so, from the name of the 
commonwealth of Massa¬ 
chusetts,” it reads. 

A spokesman for the gover¬ 
nor said the proclamation is 
the result of a report issued by 
Dukakis’ legal counsel Daniel 
A. Taylor. 

Sacco, a Stoughton sho¬ 
emaker, and Vanzetti, a Ply¬ 
mouth fish peddler, were 
executed after a seven year 
legal battle which made world¬ 
wide headlines. 


During Dedham, Mass., trial 
and subsequent appeals the 
defense alleged that the con¬ 
victions were the result of their 
radical activities. Both men 
had campaigned for the Com¬ 
munist cause. 

Sacco and Vanzetti were 
electrocuted on Aug. 23,1927 at 
Charlestown State Prison. 

Nicola Sacco’s grandson, 
Spencer Sacco, was expected 
to attend today's proclamation 
ceremonies. 

Signing of the proclamation 


by Dukakis does not reverse 
the convictions. 

Sacco and Vanzetti were 
locally known as anarchists, 
and widespread protests 
against the executions oc¬ 
curred throughout the world, 
particularly In working-class 
neighborhoods. It was charged 
in demonstrations before 
American consulates that the 
men were "framed" for their 
radical beliefs. 

Among those who protested 
the convictions and executions 


were for U.S. Supreme Court 
Justice Felix Frankfurter. 

In 1959 believers in the in¬ 
nocence of Sacco and Vanzetti 
appealed to the Massachusetts 
Legislature for posthumous 
pardons to "correct an historic 
wrong." 

The pleas for a pardon came 
from individuals professing 
unshakeable convictions that 
Sacco and Vanzetti were not 
only innocent but denied a fair 
trial as well. 

At the time a local attorney, 


Morris Ernst, who had made 
an intense study of the case, 
declared that a Rhode Island 
gangster had admitted to 
participating in the robbery 
and that a confession by him 
cleared Sacco and Vanzetti. 

On the JOth anniversary of 
the executions state and city 
officials rejected the Idea of 
establishing a permanent 
memorial to the two Commu¬ 
nists on Boston Common. 

The proposal for a memorial 
had been made by the Sacco- 


Vanzetti Memorial Committee. 

"In my opinion the gesture is 
patently absurd," then Gov. 
Charles F. Hurley said. 

"If I have a final say on the 
matter it has no possible 
chance of acceptance," said 
then Mayor frederick W. 
Mansfield. 

The question of Sacco and 
Vanzetti’s innocence also 
haunted historian Francis 
Russell, author of "Tragedy in 
Dedham," one of the most 
definitive works on the case. 
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Novel internship program 
puts teachers into industry 


Participating in work in 
industry and translating this 
experience into classroom use 
Is Ihe target of a novel teacher 
internship program sponsored 
this summer by the Project on 
Work in Technology and 
Science iWITS) at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Nine area high school 
teachers or guidance coun¬ 
selors will serve three- to four- 
week internships with seven 
local industries or institutions 
in an attempt to return to the 
classroom with firsthand in¬ 
formation on science-based 
careers for their students. 
Newton participant is George 
Martins of Newton North. 

Internships range from 
analyzing an employer's 
tuition assistance pain for 
employees to working in a 
microbiology laboratory in a 
major hospital. 

"Through the internships, we 
hope to familiarize high school 
teachers with "hands-on" work 
in a variety of fields so that 
they can prepare their students 
for careers," said Edith Ruina, 
project director of WITS. 

In addition to their own in¬ 
ternship experiences, the 
teachers will be able to observe 
a variety of skills employed by 
other workers. They can use 
\rtiat they learn to help their 
students set more realistic 
career goals. 

TDie internship program is 
the;iatest in a series of in- 
nivative steps taken by WITS 


in its program to ease the 
transition from school to work 
and to encourage young women 
to enter careers in science and 
technology. 

Project WITS grew out of a 
1973 workshop on Women in 
Science and Technology at 
M.I.T. The workshop brought 
together representatives from 
academic institutions, em¬ 
ployers, educators, labor 
unions and government 
agencies to discuss ways of 
encouraging more young 
women to undertake careers in 
science-based occupations. 

L-ater the concept was ex¬ 
panded to improving the 
education— to-work transition 
for both young women and 
young men, and to facilitating 
continuing cooperation bet¬ 
ween educators and em¬ 
ployers. 

The WITS program is 
presently funded by a three- 
year grant from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education, enhanced by 
support from the Sloan 
Foundation and the 
Fleischmann Foundation and 
the National Alliance of 
Businessmen. 

Besides this summer's in¬ 
ternship program, activities 
this year have included a 
seminar series on changing 
opportunities for women in 
science and technology, a 
workshop on optimizing the 
benefits of field trips by 
students to industries and 
industry speakers in schools, 


and site visits to a variety of 
employers. 

The site visits involved trips 
by school personnel to Peter 
Bent Brigham Hospital, 
Honeywell Corporation, New 
England Nuclear Corporation, 
the Charles Stark Draper 
Laboratory, Inc., Digital 
Equipment Corporation and 
the John Hancock Life 
Insurance Company. 
Altogether, more than 75 high 
school teachers, guidance 
counselors and school ad¬ 
ministrators participated— 
with some attending more than 
one visit. 

Site visits were designed to 
acquaint school personnel with 
the range of employment 
options available for em¬ 
ployees with different in¬ 
terests, skills and levels of 
education. The summer in¬ 
ternships were established to 
enable each teacher to get a 
deeper look at a particular job.

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Operatic composers get inspiration from Shakespeare 


The writings of Shakespeare 
inspired a number of operatic 
composers, especially 
Giuseppi Verdi. 

Verdi’s '’Otello" is a master¬ 
piece written late in life and his 
"Falstaff" was another noble 
salute to the Bard. 

Otto Nicolai also was in¬ 
trigued by Falstaff to the ex¬ 
tent that he wrote an opera, 
“The Merry Wives of Wind¬ 
sor." It had its shortcomings, 
though, and only its melodic 
overture withstood the on¬ 
slaughts of time. 

Nicolai's librettist, Hermann 
S. Mosenthal, had a tendency 
to be wordy and his long 
dialogues perhaps bored those 
who wanted to hear the music. 

In a new recording of the 
"Merry Wives" ("Die Lustigen 
Weiber von Windsor”) with 
Bernhard Klee conducting the 
BerlinStaatskapelle (Deutsche 
Grammophon 2709 065), the 
dialogue is shortened to a story 
line. And the result is a most 
enjoyable musical experience. 

The libretto is in German, 
with translations in English 
and French. Because the 
diction of the singers is not too 
clear, it is necessary to follow 
the libretto if the listener wants 
to understand what is going on. 

However, though it may be 
musical heresy to say this, the 
music is so infectious there is 
no need to bother about the 
libretto. Although there are no 
outstanding arias, the music is 
never tiresome.

A western 
museum in 
New York town 

CORNING, N.Y. (UPI) - 
This upstate factory town is the 
last place in the United States 
you'd expect to find a museum 
of authentic western art. 

But there it is, the Rockwell- 
Corning Museum, on the 
second floor of what once was 
the lobby of the town's sole 
hotel. 

The small rooms are 
crammed with such things as 
bronzes, oils and sketches by 
the renowned Frederic 
Remington and a casting 
(thought to be one of five) of 
James Earl Frazier's "End of 
the Trail,” a cowboy on his 
mount. 

Beadwork, clothing and 
decorations make up about one 
third of the collection, but 
account for about half the total 
value, says Robert Rockwell. 

The Gunnison County, 
Colorado rancher and Corning 
merchant opened the museum 
last fall with treasures from his 
extensive private collection. It 
is part of the Corning Museum 
of Glass. 

For years the Rockwell 
department store next door has 
been a landmark in the 
glassmaking center. Not for its 
merchandise. That’s pretty 
much what you'd expect to find 
'in any town of about 16.000 
population. 

Until the Corning Glass 
Works provided space for the 
museum in the old hotel, vir¬ 
tually all of Rockwell's 
collection was displayed in the 
store, mostly on shelves near 
the ceiling. 

Much is still there. We saw 
guns and saddles, wooden toy 
circus animals pulling toy 
horsedrawn cages, Lionel 
trains, a salesman's sample 
iron kitchen range, toy buggies 
and wagons. 

"I just started collecting 
because I liked toys," said 
Rockwell. 

"I never bought a collection 
in my life. I bought each piece 
individually, and each one has 
a personal history." 

When he wanted chairs from 
which museum visitors could 
watch old western movies such 
as William S. Hart silents, he 
bought 20 red plush seats from 
an old theater. 

His first purchase, later 
identified as a fake, was a 
Remington painting he bought 
in New York City after hearmg 
about it "from a supposedly

Students of Americana will 
note that this comic opera 
starred the sexpot of the late 
nineteenth century, Lillian 


Russell, as the grand duchess, 
in a New York revival. 

In this two-LP recording, 
soprano Regine Crespm sings 
the title role with enthusiasm. 
Soprano Mady Mesple is ex¬ 
cellent as Wanda. Baritone 
Claude Meloni is the 
Machiavellian Baron Puck. 
Other members of the cast are 


Alain Vanzo, Charles Brulcs, 
Robert Massard and Francois 
Loup. Michel Plasson con¬ 
ducted the Orchestre et 
Choeurs du Capitole de 
Toulouse. 

Those opera lovers who do 
not have time to listen to 
complete recordings should be 
able to squeeze in selections 


from two interesting albums - 
Beverly Sills' "Opera Arias 
(Angel S-37255) and The 
Secret of Susanna and other 
Operatic Favorites of Wolf- 
Ferrari London STS15362). 

There are some standards 
from "The Barber of Sevie 
and "I .a Traviata in the Silk 
album but the highlight is the 


music from "The Siege of 
Corinth,” the opera which 
Hubbles starred in at her 
triumphal debut at the Met 
The Wolf-Ferrari album is 
orchestral and a thing 0 f 
beauty. The outstanding 
number is the familiar inter¬ 
mezzo from "I Quattro Rus- 
teghi."

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Steer hide and leather has a long history 


By BRENDA W. ROTZOLL 
CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - 
Eight strips of leather tightly 
layered together by New 
Hampshire craftsmen were a 
major factor in the opening of 
the American West. 

The strips'of steerhide were 
sewn together to make a 
thoroughbrace - Lewis Dow¬ 
ning's highly successful an¬ 


swer to how to build a better 
horsedrawn coach that 
wouldn’t make the rider sick 
and wouldn't break down every 
few miles because of brittle 
metal springs. 

His curve-bottomed coaches, 
slung in a three-inch thick 
cradle of leather on either side, 
rocked their way from Atlantic 
to Pacific, crossing the Great 


Plains and the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains before the railroads did. 
They stayed on to provide 
service from the railroads to 
small towns until the beginning 
of the 20th century. 

They picked up the nickname 
"Concord coaches" and entire 
trainloads of them moved out 
of here in the 19th century to 
supply transnortation not only 
to the American Wtot, but to 


South Africa and Australia in 
the days when those nations' 
goldfields were opening up. 
The manufacturer has offices 
as far afield as St. Louis, San 
Francisco, Georgia, Rome and 
Sydney, Australia. 

Mark Twain called them 
"Lullaby Wagons" because 
they swayed from side to side 
instead of jolting up and down. 
Wells Fargo ordered them by 


the dozen when they were the 
West's great common carrier. 

Edward Rowse of nearby 
Loudon fell in love with the 
Concord coaches in the 1960s 
and began restoring them — a 
job that takes at least one year 
per coach. Nw, he is founding 
the Concord Coach Society with 
the aim of opening a museum 
and tracking down every coach 
still in existence today. 


"The factory was in business 
for 75 years and employed 300 
people at its peak. They built 
about 3,000 Concord coaches. 
As near as I can calculate, 
there are still 150 kicking 
around. 18 of them in New 
Hampshire,” Rowse said. 

Rowse has accumulated car¬ 
tons of old business records of 
Downing and his sometime 
partner, J.S. Abbot, and the 


privately-funded New Hamp¬ 
shire Historical Society has 
crates of such records, with no 
space to display them 
He hopes descendants of 
Abbot-Downing employes will 
contribute to the Concord 
Coach Society papers their 
ancestors may have kept 
regarding the coach factory. 
And he hopes anybody who 
owns a Concord coach or knows

where one is located will let 
him know. 

"I decided to form the 
society because I get mail from 
all over the country, asking me 
What do I do next' or 'How do I 
identify a coach,’ or 1,001 
questions to enhance people’s 
interest in the coaches,” he 
said. 

"It's old hat to the people in 
Concord, but when you talk 
about Concord coaches to a 
California, it's a different ball 
game. The history of the West 
is so much tied up with these 
coaches," Rowse said. 

"They were early enough 
(1827) that they got in on the 
ground floor of transportation, 
first in New England, then east 
of the Mississippi, then after 
1850 west of the Mississippi. 
Everybody knows who in¬ 
vented the steam boat but 
nobody can tell you who in¬ 
vented the Concord coach or 
where it comes from. If Con¬ 
cord gives them a clue, they 
pick the wrong Concord, in 
Massachusetts,” he said. 

The Concord Coach Society 
will answer queries addressed 
to Box 26, Concord. N.H., 03301. 

It is concerned not only with 
the Concord coaches but the 
thousands of less famous 
wagons turned out by Abbot- 
Downing. 

"If it was a conveyance in 
which the public rode for a 
coin, they built it. They made 
some of the first horse-drawn 
trolleys and also designed a 
Civil War ambulance and built 
gun carriers and am¬ 
munition," Rowse said. 

A scale model of a red and 
gilt Concord coach is the latest 
of a series of commemorative 
bourbon decanters with which 
the New Hampshire Liquor 
Commission is helping finance 
the state Bicentennial Com¬ 
mission. 

Mighty 

Farrell 

ARLINGTON, Vt. (UPI) - 
With his trim mustache, husky 
build and "Smokey the Bear" 
hat, Charles Farrell looks like 
a cross between TV detective 
Frank Cannon and the stereo¬ 
type of a beefy southern 
sheriff. 

And, like them, he enforces 
the law. " 

But there the similarity ends. 
Farrell, as constable in this 
small southwestern Vermont 
town, dispenses a brand of 
"home-grown justice" he says 
has cut the juvenile delinquen¬ 
cy rate at a time when juvenile 
crime elsewhere is soaring. 

Three years ago, Farrell, 46, 
tried out a new approach in 
dealing with young criminal 
offenders. Instead of ordering 
them into court, he began 
giving them a chance to work 
off the punishment by perform¬ 
ing community service. 

"We shovel snow, rake 
leaves, pick up cans and bot¬ 
tles, clean the roads," said 
Farrell, who was a police of¬ 
ficer in Great Neck, N.Y., 
before he came here 12 years 
ago. 

"The kids appreciate it, and 
the word has gotten around 
that if you’re caught, you’re 
going to work." 

When a juvenile is arrested, 
Farrell reads him the man¬ 
datory "Miranda Warning” — 
advising him of his right to 
remain silent and to have an 
attorney. 

Then, if the crime is not loo 
serious and the youngster 
waives his rights and admits to 
the offense, he signs a con¬ 
fession. 

Farrell then takes the case to 
the offender's parents and to 
the victim of the crime. 

If all parlies agree, the 
juvenile is given the option of 
going to court or submitting to 
the following: 

— Make full restitution. 

— Apologize to the victim. 

— Work on a public works 
project. 

The system has two-fold 
benefits. 

Farrell said it gives a young 
offender u "second chance" — 
an opportunity to escape 
having a criminal record. And, 
it assures would-be offenders 
that their punishment will be 
swift and sure. 

"The court system hasn’t 
always worked in that regard," 
said Farrell. He feels juveniles 
are often stigmatized with a 
criminal record, and yet walk 
away without actually being 
punished. 

"1 don't think court does 
anyone any good." 

Although he believes the plan 
would not work in larger 
communities or with seasoned 
criminals, Farrell said it has a 
nearly 100 per cent success 
rale with first offenders here. 

"All the proper procedures 
are followed. Everyone's 
rights are protected.”

BOSTON (UPI)-Defending 
champion Bud Allin stood on 
the 10th tee Wednesday, 
preparing to hit a drive in the 
Pro-Am event that preceded 
the Pleasant Valley Classic. 

He started into his back- 
swing, then stopped as a 
commotion erupted behind 
him. A swarm of people buzzed 
behind him but they weren’t 
talking about the former 
Vietnam War hero who swiped 
the 1976 title on the final four 
holes. No, the people were 
walking behind Allin to follow 
Jack Nicklaus from the 11th 
green to the 12th tee. 

Within a minute the boister¬ 
ous crowd had moved away to 
follow the pied piper of golf. 
Allin again was all alone to 
play his round unnoticed. 

The situation repeated itself 
day after day at the tour¬ 
nament. Tom Watson, who had 
edged Nicklaus out of the 
Masters and British Open 
championships, would play 
before a modest group while 
two holes behind Nicklaus was 
earning screams of delight 
with every decent shot. 

Prior to Sunday’s final 
round, 200 persons rimmed the 
practice green to watch 
Nicklaus putt and let out a 


large roar when he rolled in a 
25-footer. The shot didn't count 
but the shooter was Nicklaus 
and that was all that counted. 

The national television 
coverage focused on him 
Saturday so much that it 
ignored Floyd playing in the 
next threesome. The day's 
coverage concluded with an 
interview of Nicklaus, who was 
wearing the blue shirt and 
pants the network had chosen 
for him to wear. The viewing 
audience never did see Floyd 
finish his third round, which 
left him with a threestroke 
lead. 

Followtng the final round, an 
unnoticed Gary Player got 
swamped amidst the Nicklaus 
crowd as the South African star 
was trying to get to the locker 
room. Somehow Nicklaus was 
unharmed by the pushing mob 
scene, but Player wound up 
with a limp after someone 
stepped on his foot. 

It hardly is surprising that 
the record five-day crowd of 
131,450 was agog over 
Nicklaus. It was the first 
Pleasant Valley visit in 12 
years for the man who laun¬ 
ched his professional career in 
1962 with a U.S. Open victory 
and has gone on to win 62 more 



Smooth start 
eludes Palmer 

NEW YORK (UPI) — For the American Leaguers, who 
had dropped five straight and 13 of the last 14 mid-summer 
gathermgs, a smooth start in the 1977 All-Star game was 
essential. The goal eluded starting pitcher Jim Palmer. 

"I'm disappointed because I didn't keep us close,” he said 
after allowing five runs in twoplus innings as the National 
League scored a 7-5 victory Tuesday night. "That's why the 
manager (Billy Martin) picked me to start — to hold them 
in the early innings. But I didn’t do my job." 

His pitching staff stripped by the ailments of Frank 
Tanana, Vida Blue and Mark Fidrych and the recalcitrance 
of Nolan Ryan, Martin named Palmer to try to reverse the 
league's annual nightmare. Palmer had allowed no runs in 
eight previous All-Star innings. He also had more rest than 
any other AL pitcher — maybe too much. 

Joe Morgan led off with a home run, and after a strikeout 
Dave Parker singled, George Foster doubled and Greg 
Luzinski homered. Steve Garvey opened the third with a 
homer. By the time the AL began fighting back in the sixth 
on a tworun single by Richie Zisk, they had as much chance 
as the bad guy in a cowboy movie. 

"1 was wild high," said Palmer, "and when I went 3-2 on 
Morgan I didn't want to walk him. I didn't want to him to hit 
a homer either, but he did." 


Turner says accident 
won't stop Courageous 

NEWPORT, R.I. (UPI) — Yachting officials and skipper 
Ted Turner hoped Courageous would sail today in 
America’s Cup trial racing called off after an accident 
which almost spelled disaster for the 12-meter defending 

champion. 

A broken head stay Tuesday crippled Courageous on the 
second leg of a trial race against West Coast challenger 
Enterprise, but Turner refused to admit his luck has 

changed. 

“We’re still in there smokin, pal,” the feisty Atlanta 
Braves owner said as his million-dollar sailing machine 
was towed back to Newport Harbor. 

Courageous was 12 seconds ahead of Enterprise at the 
second mark of a six-leg race, when she suddenly turned 
into the w ind and let her sails flap. Race officials fired three 
gunshots, halting competition. 

Because the head stay holds up the mast and holds down 
the jib, Courageous crewmen scrambled to ease pressure 
on the jib and prevent the mast from falling down. That 
would have been a $50,000 setback. 

Turner said quick action averted the need for major 
repairs. He and New york Yacht Club officials hoped to 
have Courageous sailing again today so the race could be 
rerun.

The mobile CETA J ob Center 
is on the road and will be 
visiting Newton, Waltham, 
Needham, Lexington and 
Bedford throughout the 
summer, according to Mayor 
Theodore D.Mann, chairman 
of the Newton Area Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA). 

Recruitment vans will be 
located at shopping centers 
and central public locations for 
the convenience of applicants. 
Currently, there are over 500 
jobs available through the 
Newton Area CETA and this 
intensive recruitment effort is 
geared toward hiring as many 
public service employees as 
possible in the least amount of 
time, said CETA Director 
Richard V. Moynihan. 

These jobs include 
professional, skilled, and 
unskilled positions, and are 
with municipalities or non¬ 
profit agencies, Moynihan 
said.

Questions and Answers 
on Metric Measurements 


The Green Thumb 


ByGEORGEABRAHAM « 

WASH YOUR VIOLETS - Is 
it safe to wash the leaves of 
your african violets? 

No reason why not. Violet 
leaves arc hairy and tend to 
gather a lot of dust which can 
be easily washed off, if you 
remember a few tips used by 
Violet fanciers. . . Always use 
warm water or water at room 
temperature. And never spray 
plants while they are in direct 
light from the sun as it will spot 
l he leaves, especially if the 
water is not room temperature. 
Water that varies more than 10 
degrees F. in temperature will 
cause yellow spots on the 
foliage. Remember, your tap 
water can be 45 to 50 degrees or 
colder even in summer. 

Use a sprayer which kicks 
oul a fine mist. Some people 
hold the leaves under a shower, 
which doesn’t seem to do much 
harm, as long as the water is 
warm. Do the job early in the 
morning so the leaves have a 
chance to dry off before 
evening. 

When violet leaves (or any 
"ther house plant) are full of 
dust and grime particles, it 
prohibits the tiny pores in 
foliage to work properly, 
causing the plant to look un¬ 
sightly. 

CHECK YOUR PEACH 
TREES — Now a good many 
peach trees in home lawns are 
showing a gum boi 1 or two on 
the trunk. Tnis can be due to 
two causes: lawn 

mowerrrrmr ury or peach 
tree borer, a pest which at¬ 


tacks peach, cherry, apricot, 
nectarine and even plum trees. 
The borer causes a gummy, 
jelly-like mass to form on tree 
trunks, usually near the soil 
line. 

Once the borer is inside the 
trunk, it’s difficult to reach it. 
Try poking a hot wire into the 
tunnels, made by the borer. 
Many gardeners still use theold 
fashioned method of applying 
Paradichlorobenzene crystals 
(called PCB) available in most 
drug stores. 

First, pull grass away from 
the base of trunk, for a distance 
of a foot. Scatter some crystals 
in a band 2 inches wide at least 
2 inches from the trunk. Don’t 
put any crystals against the 
tree trunk itself. Cover the 
base and crystals with 4 to 6 
shovelfuls of soil and For trees 
pack. 1 to 2 years old, use 14 oz. 
of crystals; trees 3 to 4 years 
old, 12 oz. and trees 5 to 6 years 
old, 3 4 oz; trees 7 years or 
older, use 1 ounce. 

Treat in fall or in late April 
or early May. Remove crystals 
and mounded soil after two 
weeks, as the crystals could 
injure the tree.

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NEW YORK (UPI) - Fre¬ 
quently asked questions about 
metrics — and answers — 
follows: 

Q. What are metric units? 

A. The metric system is 
based on decimals, like the 
United States monetary 
system, in which 10 of any unit 
of measure are equal to one of 
the next largest unit. For 
example, 10 cents equal one 
dime. Ten dimes equal one 
dollar. 

Q. What is the metric unit of 
length? 

A. The basic unit of length is 
the meter. If for convenience 
you want to work with smaller 
units of length, the meter is 
subdivided into 10 equal parts 
called decimeters. If you want 
still smaller units, the meter is 
subdivided into 100 equal parts, 
centimeters or into 1,000 equal 
parts, millimeters. For longer 
distances, decimal multiples of 
the meter are used, of which 
the most common prefix is the 
kilo. Kilo means 1,000. Hence, 
one kilometer equals 1,000 
meters. 

Q. What is the basic metric 
unit of volume. 

A. The liter, which is the 
volume of one cubic decimeter. 
You get the subdivisions and 
multiples of the liter by adding 
the same prefixes to liter as 
you did to meter. 

Q. What is the basic metric 
unit of weight? 

A. That is the gram, which is 
the weight of one cubic cen¬ 
timeter of water. The prefixes 
for the subdivisions and 
multiples of the gram are the 
same as those for meter and 
liter. 

(The beauty of the metric 
system, says the National 
Education Association, is ap¬ 
parent when you realize its 
simplicity. By adding the same 
prefixes to the basic units of 
meter, liter and gram you 


produce three tables, one each 
for length, volume and 
weight.) 

Q. What is the basic metric 
unit to measure heat? 

A. Heat is measured in 
degrees centigrade. On the 
Celsius, centigrade, ther¬ 
mometer, water freezes at zero 
degrees and boils at 100 
degrees. Normal body tem¬ 
perature is 37 degrees. 

Q. What are some compari¬ 
sons with the present system? 

A. In everyday life people 
will use only a few metric units 
which compare with our famil¬ 
iar ones as follows: 

— Meter, a little longer than 
a yard. 

— Centimeter, not quite half 
an inch. 

// 


— Kilometer, somewhat 
longer than half a mile. 

— Liter, slightly larger than 
a quart. 

— Milliliter, five milliliters 
equal one teaspoon. 

— Gram, about the weight of 
a paper clip. 

— Kilogram, a little more 
than two pounds.

FRANKLIN, N.H. (UPIl - 
The flour mill, and the electric 
kitchen mixer and blender 
have made the mortar and 
pestle little more than a 
curiosity these days. 

But for centuries, the hand- 
hewn bowl and pounding rod of 
the same material were all 
man had to grind grain, salt¬ 
peter, iron ore, herbs and 
medicines. They became the 
symbol of the pharmacist 
because of his constant use of 
them — although today, even 
the druggist seldom uses them. 

A collection of nearly 200 
mortars and pestles from 
many ages lines the walls, 
spills over the counter and 
overflows to the back room at 
the Griffin Drug Co. on the 
main street of this small mill 
town. 

It’s a collection seen by 
President Carter when he was 
campaigning in 1972 and added 
to by Sen. Barry Goldwater, R- 
Ariz., when he was campaign¬ 
ing in 1964. It has become one 
of the tourist attractions of 
central New Hampshire. 

The mortars and pestles 
range in size from a two-foot 
high tree trunk hollowed out by 
Americans Indians to a tiny 
brass affair the size of a child’s 
fingernail, set as the cap of a 
glass vial made in Thailand 
The latter is a curiosity sent 
back by a traveling business¬ 
man to swell the collection 
begun by Herbert A. Griffin 
when a doctor's widow 
presented him with his first 
mortar and pestle. 

His son, Rodney, began 
sending back contributions 
from Italy and North Africa 
during World War II, and soon 
everybody in town was chip¬ 
ping in. There are wooden 
mortars, brass ones, bronze 
and cast iron. There's a 
strange boatshaped Chinese 
mortar whose pestle is a wheel 
with a rod through the middle. 
There are plain and painted 
versions from the world- 
renowned Wedgewood china 
factory in England. 

Josiah Wedgewood made his 
first mortar and pestle when a 
friendly druggist complained 
of difficulties in cleaning his 
wood and metal mortars after 
use. One material would 
contaminate the next because 
the mortar became pitted with 
use.

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Ford history 


DETROIT (UPI)-The red¬ 
brick building in Highland 
Park, Mich., housed the first of 
America’s modern auto 
assembly lines. Its promise of 
a $5-aday job drew thousands 
to Detroit's automobile in¬ 
dustry in the years before 
World War I. 

Now the building is a 
decaying hulk whose owners 
long ago moved their opera¬ 
tions across town to Dearborn, 
where the Rouge complex is 
the nation's largest auto¬ 
building facility. 

But the once-proud corner¬ 
stone of Henry Ford's auto¬ 
building empire is symbolic of 
the problems faced by the Ford 
Motor Co. as it begins a year¬ 
long birthday celebration 
today as the nation’s oldest 
automobile company. 

The Ford birthday will 
climax on June 16, 1978, the 
75th anniversary of the com¬ 
pany’s founding. 

Henry Ford II, the founder’s 
grandson and only the third 
chief executive the company 
has had, says there is no money 
to remodel the fourstory 
building that once housed his 
grandfather's offices. They 
were removed long ago and are 
on display at the Henry Ford 
Museum. 

In response to a 
shareholder's remark recently 
that the Highland Park 
building "is a sight,” Ford 
said, "the whole place is up for 
sale." 

"We have no plans whatever 
to spend one dime for the 
Highland Park plant,” Ford 
said. “I’d like to be able to tell 
you something differently, but 
I can’t." 

Despite record profits, $500 
million is being invested every 
three months through 1980 on 
new plants and tools to meet 
government standards by 
redesigning all of the firm's 
North American car lines. 

That $8 billion spending plan 
over a four-year period is a 
long way from June 16, 1903, 
when Henry Ford founded the 
company. Its assets consisted 
of tools, appliances, 
machinery, plans, 
specifications, blueprints, a 
few models and $23,000 in cash 
supplied by 12 investors. 

But, before the first car was 
sold to Dr. Ernest Pfennig, a 
, Chicago dentist, the bank 
balance had dwindled to 
$223.65. The Pfennig sale 
provided impetus for the 
fledgling automaker — one of 
thousands trying to get a piece 
of an infant industry. 

Only Ford, Oldsmobile, 
Buick and Cadillac remain 


among all the nameplates that 
were flaunted at the turn of the 
century. 

From a modest beginning on 
Detroit’s East Side, Ford 
moved to a larger building in 
an area lMi miles from the 
present headquarters of indus¬ 
try giant General Motors. 

Running through a string of 
initials that included the 

venerable Model A, a $2,500 
sixeylinder luxury Model K 
and the most successful of the 
early productions, the $500, 
fourcylinder Model N, Ford 
finally arrived at the Model T 
- the Tin Lizzie that really put 
Amerira on wheels. 

Ford built 15 million Model 
T's between 1908 and 1927. 

By then, the Ford Motor Co. 
was an industrial complex that 
spanned the globe, finally 
outgrowing its Highland Park 
plant where the modern au¬ 
tomobile assembly line was 
bom in 1913 and the $5-a-day 
job and the philosophy behind 
it had started a social 
revolution. 

“My grandfather saw the 
automobile as a piece of 
machinery,” Henry Ford n 
said in a special anniversary 
issue, ‘lie envisioned the car, 
not as a luxury vehicle for the 
rich, but as a means for the 
average man to make his life — 
and his family's — easier and 
happier." 

The Ford family has always 
controlled the firm, making it 
one of the few American in¬ 
dustries still in control of the I 
founding family. 

But Henry Ford did not fully , 
own the company, whose ) 
symbol was simply his name, 
until 1919, after he argued with 
stockholders over the millions 
of dollars he wanted to spend 
on the giant Rouge. 

Ford's entry into the auto 
business actually began seven 
years before the founding of 
the Ford Motor Co. 

Ford cranked up his original 
“quadricycle” on June 4,1896, 
capping three years of work. 

But in his haste to put the 
vehicle on the rainy streets of 
Detroit, Ford discovered what 
many other inventors have 
learned. His car was larger 
than the door leading out of his 

His plans to repair the 
damage by bricking up the 
doorway were halted by the 
landlord, a Mr. Wreford, who 
recommended swinging doors 
and thereby came up with an 
invention of his own — the first 
auto garage door. 



Jog and look sexier

No doubt about it, says 
Arthur L. Lydiard, an extraor¬ 
dinary jogger and track coach. 
The jogging kind are sexually 
more active — "for years 
longer." 

He goes much further. 

A virtual elixir of youth is 
jogging, as he sees it. A key to 
keeping men handsome, 
women beautiful, healthy, too, 
and a way to lose weight, 
improve your work, golf,

xxx with jogging." 

But he said, "You must see 
jour doctor first. You-should 
not do it without imedical) 
checkups afterward. You must 
not try to do too much at first." 

Cross-country skiing ac¬ 
tually is the one sport he 
considers better than jogging 
for fitness purposes but it is 
difficult to do year round. 
Other sports accomplish much 
the same effect. He mentions 
tennis, soccer, bicycling - 
those that mainly use the leg 
muscles, although others such 
as rowing also are good. 

“The leg muscles — it's the 
best muscle group to lift the 
pressure." 

About that elixir of youth 
stuff. 

“Remember, it's only since 
1960 that jogging began to 
really catch on. The important 
thing is that young people get 
interested. We're just now 
seeing those that started then 
approach middle ( age. 

"We have men now 45. They 
don't look any different than 
when they were in their 20s. 

The main thing is, if you 
keep a reasonably high oxygen 
uptake level, your metabolism 
functions better. The body 
doesn't seem to deteriorate 
anywhere near as much. 

"A woman who starts 
jogging in her 20s will look 
better in her 50s. She'll keep 
relatively young." 

What of medical authorities? 


Many now recommend jogging 
along the same lines. Lydiard 
likes to tell this story: 

"For 13 years, the man who 
lived next door to me was 
always ill. One day, he said he 
wished he could do something 
about it. 

"I got him out jogging — 
very slow at first, mind. The 
next morning he said it was the 
first night he could remember 
not bei|)g up all night. 

"Pretty soon, his doctor 
wanted to know what he was 
doing, he'd improved so. Now 
that doctor is jogging, too." 

Work, tennis, golf? 

"If you raise that uptake 
level, it affects the central 
nervous system, your concen- 
iration and your coordination 
improve. I tell men. if they 
start jogging. I guarantee their 
golf score will improve. Ar.d it 
invariably does." 

Weight? 

-Of course, jogging will 
reduce weight. But. of course, 
you've got to control your 
eating. That's one thing Ameri¬ 
cans in particular do need - 
some control of their diet. You 
eat a lot of fatty foods here." 

Health? 

•Once you get people 
jogging, it starts to make them 
more aware of their own 
welfare. They take care of 
themselves better. I believe 
'.hat really helps." 

He feels joggers have less 
lesire to smoke. He is a near 
fanatic about the dangers of 
smoking. 

•lean eat what I want pretty 
much and drink what I want, 
but I certainly don't smoke. It 
reduces the uptake level. 

• Unfortunately, if affects 
other people too. The worst are 
the cigars and pipes. That's 
really affecting others." 

The reporter, who jogs but 
also puffs a pipe, stopped 
puffuig. 

• People with cigarettes are 
burling themselves but at least 
they take some of the tar out 
wtien they inhale before you 
get it." 

The reporter placed his pipe

Readers question 
figures on mileage 


By MICHAEL J. CONLON 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - We 
have received several 
questions lately from disap¬ 
pointed car owners questioning 
the validity of the miles per 
gallon figures put out by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

A reader in Ashland, Ohio 
says his 1976 Pontiac Astro is 
supposed to be getting 18 
m.p.g. in the city and 20 m.p.g. 
on the highway, but the figure 
actually comes somewhere 
near 13 m.p.g. 

A reader in Beach Haven 
Park, N.J., wonders to whom 
at EPA he can write to find out 
just how the tests are run, and 
whether a “strong gasoline 
odor” could be due to the 
exhaust controls on his Ford 
Granada. 

The best place to write is to 
the Office of Mobile Source Air 
Pollution Control, Office of Air 
and Waste Management, EPA, 
401M St. SW, Washington, D.C. 
20460. 

But here's what they will 
probably tell you about the 
mileage: 

The m.p.g.figures listed on 
the window sticker along with 
the prices are not predictions 
of what you will actually get on 
the road in that particular car. 
What they are supposed to be, 
the agency says, is "some¬ 
where in the ballpark" and a 
help to the buyer in comparison 
shopping. h

They are supposed to repre-: 
sent what all cars did under the 
same test conditions. Thus, you 
should be able to tell the 
general difference between, 
say, an Oldsmobile and a 
Mercedes. 

The tests are run on a 
dynamometer, a device which 
moves under the car while the 
auto itself remains still. It 
supposedly simulates both city 
and highway driving con¬ 
ditions. 

A car buyer has no legal 
recourse if his car doesn’t 
perform as well as the sticker 
says. EPA will just tell the 
complaining motorist to take it 
up with his dealer or district 
manager. 

EPA says it gets a lot of 
inquiries on the subject. This 
raises the question of whether 
the mileage figures are of any 
value. Formerly, a buyer had 
to take the salesman's word on 
mileage, so the EPA figures 
probably are better than 
nothing. But a buyer should 
look on them as a guide, not as 
a promise. 

We recently discussed an 
inquiry about a vacuum 
cleaner that uses a water tank 
to help with the cleaning. We 
had not heard of the device, 
and consumer officials we 
contacted thought the price, 
$500, was a bit high. But a 
reader in Flint, Mich., thinks 
differently. 

"I have worn out one and 
then got a rebuilt one and wore 
it out also. They are not easy to 
wear out, it's just that I used it 
every day, sometimes twice a 
day. 

"The machine is also a 
health product. It’s good for 
people with breathing trouble 
such as asthma. The machine 
sells for about $500 and is well 
worth it if you take good care of 
it.

Minerals on display 
in library’s cases 


Extinct species

"There are almost 2000 
minerals and none compare 
with quartz in its numerous 
varieties," says Harold 
Freedman of Newton, who has 
arranged a select group of 
minerals in the glass cases at 
the Newton Free Library, 414 
Centre St., Newton Corner. 

The exhibit, which em¬ 
phasizes the variety and ap¬ 
pealing forms of such common 
minerals as calcite, will be on 
view until mid-August. 

The minerals on display are 
representative of the type of 
collection that can be 
assembled from currently 
available material without 
prohibitive expenditures of 
time and money. The Freed¬ 
man Collection, which today 
numbers over 500 specimens of 
crystallized minerals, changes 
continually as new specimens 
are added and others traded 
off. 


Viewers should take time to 
study the Galena, a lead 
sulphide. One piece, weighing 
over 25 pounds, has dark 
crystals of sphalerite that have 
crystallized. The piece 
sparkles and glimmers; and 
cubed the way it is, it makes a 
handsome piece of abstract 
art. 

Freedman, an associate 
scientist at Dow Chemical 
Company’s Eastern Research 
Laboratory, Wayland, is 
president of the Boston Mineral 
Club. His wife, Marilyn, is also 
an active member of the 
organization. One of their three 
sons. Danny, a graduate of 
Newton South High, is also an 
ardent “rock hound."

200 units 
of housing 
approved 

Housing in Newton will be increased by 200 apartments as 
a result of action of the Board of Aldermen Monday night, 
while a 112-unit condominium waits for expected approval 
next month. 

Two other measures affecting housing — a zoning 
amendment to allow conversion of houses to apartments 
and an ordinance requiring permission to demolish a 
dwelling — were denied. 

The Board approved two developments planned by 
Michael Iodice on Commonwealth Avenue, Auburndale. 
One is a three-building, 56-unit complex of garden apart¬ 
ments adjacent to his development at 2300 Commonwealth 
Ave.; the other is a 20-unit townhouse development across 
the avenue at Woodbine Street.

Pension probe on 

The entry on names on pre-1939 payroll records is still 
being investigated, according to Police Chief William Quinn 
Tuesday. 

Erasures and insertion of what appeared to be different 
names for employees due for pension were discovered by 
Comptroller Lawrence Marino some months ago, but 
revealed by Mayor Theodore Mann last month. 

Some pre-1939 employees are entitled to refund of their 
contributions to the pension fund and other increased 
benefits. 

About 12 names were inserted, according to Quinn, who 
has assigned two Newton detectives to work with a state 
police officer from the Middlesex County district attorney's 
office. The latter is in charge of the investigation. 

According to two City Hall sources the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation was called in some time ago to investigate the 
typewriter used in the alteration of the records, but the 
typewriter was not located in City HalL 

Interviews have been conducted with some, if not all, of 
the persons whose names were substituted in the records. 

Chief Quinn expects the investigation to take at least 
another month, he said. 


Home care for MS victims taught in new program

Families of multiple sclerosis (MS) 
victims have responded enthusiastically 
to a course on home care of MS patients 
now being taught at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital under the auspices of 
the National Multiple Sclerosis Society 
and the American Red Cross. 

Offered for the first time in New 
England, the course is geared to care of 
people moderately or severely disabled 
with the crippling disease, with which 
some 500,000 Americans are afflicted. 

Margaret Sacco, R.N., of the Newton 

It's hard to get

Red Cross, is the instructor for the all¬ 
woman class. 

Demand for the course far exceeds the 
expectations of Lynn Wasserman, 
Director of Patient Services for the 
Massachusetts MS Society, which is 
headquartered in Newton Upper Falls. 

"The demand was just tremendous,” 
says Ms. Wasserman, who set up the 
program. 

"Once we announced the course, people 
were calling and calling us," she added. 

The distances people are driving to 
attend the weekly sessions underline the 
great need for such a course, Ms. 
Wasserman believes. 

One woman comes from as far away as 
Holden, near Worcester. 

Other students drive from Marion, 
Dracut, Hlngham, Medfield, Hanover 
and Wayland, as well as the Newton area, 
to attend the two-hour classes that run 
through Aug 23. 

"Each session has been invaluable,” 
says Barbara Yardley, a Needham 


resident whose husband has MS. 

"The literature available on MS is 
extremely limited. It’s to be found, if one 
really digs ... but it is very hard to get 
factual information, and I've been able to 
learn so many answers to questions I've 
had (from the course)," she added. 

In addition to appreciating the 
professional lecturers in psychology, 
neurology and nursing techniques, Ms. 
Yardley finds there is a special benefit 
fro meeting and talking with other 
spouses and relatives of MS victims who 
have been going through difficult ex¬ 
periences similar to her own. 

"The group interaction is extremely 
interesting and helpful," she says. 

She sees a good possibility of forming 
support groups, composed of members of 
MS families, once the formal course is 
over. 

Of the 18 people in the course, most are 
spouses, but some are sisters or mothers 
of MS victims. 

Interestingly, although more women 
than men have multiple sclerosis, by a 3-2 
ratio, in the course all of the family 
members taking instruction are female 
and all of the victims they care for are 
male. 

Instructors in the course use the Red 
Cross Home Nursing textbook as a basic 
text, adding specialized materials 
tailored to the needs of the MS patient. 

Practice sessions are taught by 
neurologists, physical therapists, 
nutritionists and psychologists who are 
aware of the special needs of MS patients. 

At the initial June 14 session, Dr. 
William Timberlake, a neurologist at 
Lemuel Shattuck Hospital in Boston, 
talked to the class. 

Although people had said on their 
applications that they knew all about the 
neurology aspects of MS, when the two 
hour session was held "they couldn't get 


enough of it," Ms. Wasserman noted. 

"It’s a rare neurologist who will sit 
down and talk to people for two whole 
hours," she added. 

Timberlake is a member of the medical 
advisory committee of the Massachusetts 
Multiple Sclerosis Society. 

MS is a disease of the central nervous 
system with no known cause or cure. 

It attacks the myelin sheath, which is 
the coating or insulation around the nerve 
fibres in the brain and the spinal cord. 

The myelin which has been destroyed is 
replaced by plaques of hardened tissue, 

Disease takes its 
emotional toll 
on the family 

called "sclerosis”, in multiple places 
throughout the nervous system. 

Hence the name "multiple sclerosis", 
or MS. 

MS usually strikes in the prime years of 
a person's life, between ages 20 and 40. 
Age 15 is thought to be the crucial age for 
catching or not catching MS, according to 
Ms. Wasserman. 

Although MS is nor neither contagious 
inherited, according to the National 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, there is an 
"environmental factor”. 

In general, the further a country lies 
from the equator the higher the 
prevalence of MS among the population, 
the Society has discovered. 

There is no evidence, however, that 
moving to a different climate will change 
the natural course of the disease, the 
Society says. 

One theory of the cause of MS is that it 
is a slow-acting virus, contracted when 
people are young and beconung active at 
ages 20 to 40, Ms. Wasserman says. 


Another theory is that there is a defect 
in the immunity of people who get MS, 
she says. 

Diagnosis of the disease is difficult and 
sometimes a very lengthy process. 

Tests are usually given to eliminate 
everything else, with a spinal tap in¬ 
dicating that the problem may be MS. 

It is the total picture - the pattern of 
symptoms and the test results - which will 
finally lead to a diagnosis of MS, Lynn 
Wasserman says, 

The whole process often causes 
emotional trauma for the patient. 

After years of trying to find out what is 
wrong with you, a doctor may say, 
“There’s nothing wrong with you," or tell 
you it's all emotional and that you are 
imagining the symptoms, she explained. 

"I’ve had people tell me they are so 
relieved, once MS is diagnosed, because 
they've gone years not knowing what's 
wrong with themselves," she com¬ 
mented. 

Weakness, tingling, numbness, im¬ 
paired sensation, lack of coordination, 
double vision, involuntary or rapid 
movement of the eyes, lack of coor¬ 
dination, a staggering gait, loss of 
balance, slurred speech, and in severe 
cases, paralysis of limbs or impaired 
bladder and bowel functions are among 
its symptoms. 

Although extended periods of remission 
are common, the symptoms do impair a 
victim's ability to function normally at a 
job or at home, and,, inevitablythis leads 
to both emotional and practical problems 
for the family as well. 

If the man is the breadwinner, income 
is lost. A married couple must then 
decide whether the wife should go to work 
and become the breadwinner if she has 
not been holding down a paying job 
before.

During the 10 years he has 
lived in Newton, he says he has 
become increasingly involved 
in issues that affect the whole 
city.” He decided to run 
because he felt that he would 
have a valuable contribution to 
make the city as an alderman, 
he said. 

Barker said he feels that the 
villages are what make 
Newton such a unique and 
human city, and that local 
businesses and civic and 
recreational interests should 
be given every encouragement 
to help the villages stay 
healthy. In an energy-short 
future, our citizens will benefit 
from having viable facilities 
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close at hand, he said. In the 
revitalization of village cen¬ 
ters, all avenues leading to the 
use of federal and state funds 
should be explored, he 
suggested. 

Barker thinks that more 
communication between city 
government and the people of 
Newton is needed. In his view, 
the local neighborhood 
organizations should be active 
participants in the municipal 
decision-making process. The

bringing them in at the last 
minute. 

Barker feels strongly that 
there is a desperate need for 
more housing in Newton for the 
elderly and those with low and 
moderate incomes. The elderly 
should not be driven out of the 
city where they have spent 
their working lives by in¬ 
tolerable housing costs, he 
said. Property tax relief for the 
elderly should be increased 
and housing should be built or 
apartments renovated near 
village centers and public 
facilities, such as libraries and 
transportation, he suggested. 
In his opinion, low and 
moderate income housing is 
best provided in a development 
where there is a mixture of 
subsidized and market-rate 
units so as not to "type" the 
residents or change the 
character of the neighborhood.

continue its policy of preser¬ 
ving and encouraging the 
redevelopment of unused city 
buildings. There is no reason 
why such buildings could not be 
converted for both public and 
private use, thereby providing 
tax revenues for the city, he 
said. 

Barker feels that open space 
is vital to the health and well¬ 
being of all Newton citizens. As 
soon as possible, the city 
should develop a com¬ 
prehensive open-space plan. In 
his view, the emphasis in such 
a plan should be on the 
acquisition of parkland for the 
use and enjoyment of all. 

The branch libraries are an 
essential part of local com¬ 
munity life. While plans are 
going forward for a new cen¬ 
tral library of the future, the 
facilities of branch libraries 
should not be neglected; they 
must be available to children, 
the elderly, and others who do 
not wish to drive a car, he said. 
A microfilm copy of the central 
library catalogue should be 
planned for all branches, to 
facilitate use of central library 
materials by branch users, 
Barker said. 

Every effort must be made to 
insure that the 100 percent 
valuation, due ta go Into effect 
in July 1978, be absolutely fair. 
Property taxes are a difficult 
burden for many Newton 
families. The aldermen should 
actively support alternatives to 
this tax at the state level and 
discourage the state from 
relying on local property taxes 
to fund new programs, Barker 
said. 

Barker has lived in Newton 
Highlands with his wife and 
three children for nearly 10 
years. He has just completed 
his term as president of the 
Hyde School PTA and is 
treasurer of the Newton 
Highlands Area Council. He is 
on the boards of the Newton 
Conservators, Freeport, All- 
Newton Music School, and 
NEWW Centre, and has 
coached for the Newton Youth 
Soccer League. Politically, he 
is a member of the Democratic 
City Committee, was Newton 
cochairman for the Udall for 
President Committee, and was 
elected a delegate to the 
National Convention, 1976. 

Barker was bom in England 
and was educated at Cam¬ 
bridge University there and at 
Oberlin College in Ohio. He 
practiced law in England, has 
taught history for many years 
in this country, and is now a 
practicing attorney.

Within 30 days after receipt 
of the order, dated June 21, 
Newton was told to submit a 
detailed engineering report on 
control of leaching from the 
site plans for grading, capping 
and seeding the completed 
portions of the landfill; and a 
plan for any intended con¬ 
tinued activities at the landfill, 
including but not limited to 
recycling programs, and a 
phased closure of the entire 
site. 

The Public Works Depart¬ 
ment dumps construction and 
tree debris at the site and 
maintains the recycling 
dumpsters there.

Newton mayoral candidate 
Peter Harrington kicked off his 
door-to-door campaign last 
week in Nonantum stressing 
the importance of keeping the 
area surrounding the Stearns 
School undeveloped and 
utilizing it for recreational 
purposes. 

z "This is the most densely- 
populated area of the city and 
open space here is precious," 
Harrington said, speaking with 
voters who had voiced concern 
that the school site may be 
developed. 

The Steams School site has 
been a subject of controversy 
since early 1970. The building 
was scheduled to be con¬ 
demned, but was reopened for 
use by the school departmental 
administration. Now vacant, 
concern has once again arisen 
over the use of the site. 

At a meeting of Nonantum 
citizens Rep. Harrington 
suggested that a public hearing 
be held to gain support for the 


proposal to use the land for 
recreational and open space 
purposes. 

The meeting was one of 
many the Newton state 
representative hopes to have in 
July and Autust as he, ac¬ 
companied by several 
volunteers, will be visiting the 
homes of thousands of voters 
throughout the city of Newton 
as a major component of his 
campaign effort, he said. 

Ringing doorbells three to 
five hours a day, four and five 
days a week, Harrington will 
be able to meet personally, yet 
informally, with Newton voters 
and accurately gauge the 
issues and the problems that 
concern city residents, he 
feels. In addition the voters will 
be given the opportunity to 
learn where Harrington stands 
on various issues, he said. 

Thus far the candidate said 
he has received a "good, 
positive reaction" from voters 


while conducting his campaign 
on foot 

“People are pleased to see a 
candidate make an effort to 
reach voters personally," said 
Harrington. "I think they 
realize a house-to-house 
campaign requires a 
tremendous investment of both 
time and energy.” 

During his tenure as a state 
representative, Harrington has 
walked through his district 
regularly to keep in touch with 
his constituents. Now that the 
three-term legislator is run¬ 
ning for mayor, he has ex¬ 
panded his walks beyond the 
boundaries of his district and 
will be visiting all the Newton 
villages. 

"Based on the walks I’ll be 
able to address pertinent 
issues,” Harrington noted, 
"tut more importantly I'll be 
able to do it with respect to 
problems that vary from 
village to village, neigh¬ 
borhood to neighborhood." 


Honora Kaplan to direct 
new mental health office 


Honora A.Kaplan of Quidnic 
Road, Waban, will direct the 
newly created Office of 
Community Residential 
Development, according to 
Mental Health Commissioner 
Robert Okin. 

The new office, in the 
Department of Mental Health, 
will work at the state level to 
accelerate the establishment of 
housing in communities for the 
mentally ill and mentally 
retarded. 

Ms. Kaplan, a member of the 
School Committee, graduated 
from Smith College in 1961, 
received a masters degree in 
public administration from 
Harvard, and a law degree 
from Boston College Law 
School. 

“The development of 
residential options for men¬ 
tally ill and mentally retarded 
people is a target priority of the 
Department of Mental Health. 
Many people remain in in¬ 
stitutions throughout the state 
simply because there isn't 
adequate housing for them in 
Massachusetts' cities and 
towns," Okin said. 

Okin emphasized that 
community programs are not 
experimental programs, 
pointing out that there are 


currently 300 such community 
residences across the state. He 
added that although a number 
of these have been developed in 
recent years, there are still "a 
great number of people con¬ 
fined in state institutions who 
are ready for community life, 
and for whom, a home in the 
community represents the first 
family they will have." 

Over the past year, the 
Department has evaluated the 
residents of the state schools 
for the retarded and found that 
nearly half of them are able to 
live outside the institutions if 
housing and other services 
were available to them. 

Okin said, "We know that 
some communities have not 
welcomed these people, but in 


almost every case where there 
was opposition, once the people 
moved in they were accepted 
as part of the neighborhood." 

The Office of Community 
Residential Development will 
work with other state agencies 
that have a role in establishing 
housing for the mentally ill and 
mentally retarded. 

It will assist potential 
providers of service by 
developing a streamlined 
process for meeting state 
requirements for community 
programs. It will also work 
with the real estate, business, 
and financial communities and 
citizen groups to promote a 
better understanding of 
community residential 
programs.

The $30 million is in 
addition to $25 million ap¬ 
propriated last year. 

Brooke said the program has 
been very successful, and 
added: "This program will be 
of great benefit in helping these 
victims and will be one more 
indication of the intense desire 
of ttie American people for 
close relations between our two 
countries." 

Brooke said another key 
program for which he won a 
commitment for full fundmg 
was the Soviet Refugee 
Assistance Program to Israel. 
The subcommittee con¬ 
templated a level of $28 
million, but Brooke argued that 
the House-passed level of $33 
million was the least the 
Congress should appropriate. 

Brooke said that the 
program was of great im¬ 
portance to Soviet and East 
European Jews who imigrate 
to Israel, and he called the 
acceptance of his amendment 
to ensure full funding “a 
reaffirmation of the U.S. 
commitment to help Soviet 
Jews who desperately desire to 
live in freedom." 

The bill needs further ap¬ 
proval.

Bicycle-car accident

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An emigre from Russia to 
West Newton three years ago 
was killed in a bieycle-car 
accident in Waltham Monday.

Newton, a teacher at Brandeis 
University, was killed after 
being struck by a car while 
riding his bicycle on Crescent 
Street in Waltham, 

Waltham Police charged the 
17-year-old driver with the 
misdemeanor of homicide by 
means of a motor vehicle, 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol and driving to en¬ 
danger. 

The funeral service for 
Ziiberman was held Wed¬ 


nesday (July 27) in Berlin 
Chapel at Brandeis. 

Ziiberman, his wife and two 
daughters came to the United 
Stales in 1974. He began 
leaching at Brandeis as a 
member of the philosophy and 
history ideas department in 
1975 after a stint at Hunter 
College in New York. 

Ziiberman became the focal 
point of a student protest last 
year when Brandeis did not 
reappoint him after he finished 
his one year of teaching. He 
was subsequently rehired as a 
research fellow. 

Ziiberman was born in 
Odessa, Russia, and graduated 


from the Odessa 
Hydrometeorological Institute 
and the State Institute of 
Patent Service. He received his 
doctorate from the Institute of 
Social Research, Academy of 
Sciences, USSR, in Moscow in 
1972. 

When he was working on his 
doctorate, he had problems 
with the Soviet government 
over papers he wrote of 
Judiasm. He was offered the 
choice of exile or detention in a 
mental hospital. 

Ziiberman is survived by his 
wife, Ellena; two daughters, 
Sascha and Natasha; his 
mother and sister, both of 
Russia. 


Central dispatch center 
gets third FinCom look

After a feeble vote 
recommendlast weeking ap¬ 
proval of funding for the new 
police-fire central dispatch 
center, the Finance Committee 
Monday night decided not to 
report the matter out to the full 
Board of Aldermen. 

Last Thursday a bond 
authorization of $665,000 was 
approved by a vote of 4 in 
favor, 3 abstentions. But a long 
memorandum from Aid. John 
Stewart, outlining the great 
number of reservations he has 
about the central dispatch 
center, swayed members of the 
Finance committee, by a 5-3 
vote to go over the proposals 
for the third time. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, Fire 
Chief Harvey Preble, and 
Police Chief William Quinn 
outwardly agree on the need 
for a central dispatch center 
(CDC). 

Its primary benefit appears 
to be to the Police Department, 
which would gain space by the 
removal of dispatching to fire 
headquarter 

The main benefit to the Fire 
Department appears to be the 
new radio equipment that 


would be an integral part of the 
CDC. The Fire Department’s 
radios are out dated and have 
been for yeais, but there is 
never money allowed in the 
budget for a new system. 

To the mayor, the big point, 
besides keeping his chiefs 
happy, is the fact that if all 
goes as planned with the 
staffing of the CDC, there will 
be money saved on personnel. 

Just how much cannot be 
firmly stated. The combined 
dispatch center, which would 
also serve the ambulance 
service to be run by the Fire 
Department, would need fewer 
people than two separate fire 
and police dispatching 
operations as they are now 
conducted. 

The mayor's office has 
calculated that there will be a 
saving of at least $1.2 million 
over the next 10 years if the 
CDC goes in, because eight 
fewer people will be needed to 
run the single center. 

But Quinn said he could not 
promise that there will be four 
fewer police officers on the 
force after four are relieved of 
the dispatching function. Fire 
Chief Preble does not hesitate 
to say that he will be able to do 


with four fewer firefighters. 

Stewart, who has apparently 
done recent massive in¬ 
vestigation into the success 
and drawbacks of central 
dispatch centers elsewhere, 
said in his statement given to 
the aldermen that 8unless he 
heard “overwhelming 
arguments to the contrary" 
Monday night he would vote 
against the $665,000 bond 
authorization. 

Stewart questions the ad¬ 
vantages of a combined system 
and notes that of 10 com¬ 
munities he checked, only 
Arlington is seriously con¬ 
sidering establishing a cen¬ 
tralized facility. 

He believes that a separate 
upgrading of each system — 
police and fire — would prove 
cheaper and more effective. 

His memorandum concludes 
with a proposal to get a review 
by "an outside, neutral, in¬ 
dependent group of 
professionals in the public 
safety field,” which could be 
done, he says, for $5000-$8000 
and would take four to six 
weeks. 

The Finance Committee 
meets next tonight (Thur¬ 
sday).

Snai/'s-pace construction 
arouses neighborhood 


The three-year ordeal of 
•esidents of Newton Highlands' 
Jharlemont Street may be 
drawing to a satisfactory close, 
ifter assurances from Aid. 
Eliot Cohen that that the 
Building Department will 
straighten out the "the House 
That Izzy Built." 

According to the 
•Charlemont Committee 
Report," compiled by a group 
of neighbors and sent to Mayor 
Theodore Mann. Cohen, other 
city officials, and local 
newspapers, the trouble on 
Charlemont Street, off Win¬ 
chester began in the fall of 
1974, when a load of 3-cu. ft 
concrete blocks was dumped at 
Number 39. 

The land is owned by Sarah 
and Izzy Cholfin, formerly of 
300 Tremont St., Newton 
Corner. 

The following spring an 
excavation was made, then 
filled in with the blocks. 
Sporadic work continued until 
last spring, when a neighbor 
talked with Cholfin about his 
plans for a house. 

Cholfin at that time told a 
neighbor that he planned to 
build a log cabin retirement 
home with old 12x 12-inch 
limbers he had bought. 

By that time the neighbor 
had started going to the 
Building Department, where 
he looked at plans filed. Plans 
showed a triangular one-story 
building. 

Construction work, site 
work’ and complaints to the 
city continued during the 
summer. The cement-block 
walls were built, and the shape 


ol me building was changed 
from triangular to trapezoidal. 
Fill was dumped at the site, 
then the timbers. 

Weekly in-person complaints 
to the Building Department got 
no results, according to the 
neighbors, and it was not until 
a letter of complaint was sent 
that anything happened. 

Cholfin began putting the 
timbers on top of the building. 

David Johnson, who lives 
directly across the street from 
the structure, has pointed out 
several violations in procedure 
and construction. Johnson is an 
architect.

professional use. 

The property, at 430 Walnut 
St., Newtonville, is worth 
$100,000 or more, Small said, 
and should produce tax 
revenue for the city. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee had recommended 
earlier that the house be 
converted to a two-family 
dwelling, but it appears that it 
is too big for that purpose. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee, to which the matter 
was referred a few weeks ago 


for suggested other uses for the 
property, did not change its 
opinion. 

Twelve of the 17 aldermen 
who attended the session were 
in favor of pursuing the 
rezoning of the property for 
office use. 

The next step. Small said, is 
to hold a public hearing on the 
best use of the property.

After finding several 
violations of closing-hour 
regulations, the Newton Board 
of License Commissioners is 
issuing a set of guidelines for 
jhe convenience of the public 
and restaurant and barroom 
operators. 

During a six-month period 
the administrative director 
and members of the com¬ 
mission made periodic in¬ 
spections of facilities licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages in 
Newton to determine whether 
there was a strict compliance 
with the licensee’s closing 
hour. These inspections were 
conducted at midnight, 1 a.m. 
and 2 a.m. 

At several licensed premises 
it was noted that the licensee 
was not adhering to the fixed 
closing hour as indicated in the 
annual license and that 
customers were being allowed 
to stay beyond the fixed closing 
hour. 

The commission points out 
that no "drink consumption 
time" is allowed under Chapter 
138 G. L. nor has the Newton 
Board of License Com¬ 
missioners ever approved of a 
"drink consumption time” 
beyond the licensee’s closing 
hour. 

In a written notice to all of 
Newton’s restaurants and 
motels with alcoholic licenses, 
the commission has advised 
that last call for alcoholic 
beverages should be 30 minutes 
prior to the licensee's closing 
hour, that all entertainment 
must cease 30 minutes prior to 
the licensee's closing hour. 

At the licensee’s closing hour 
all customers must be out or 
leaving the licensed premises 


and that "no drink con¬ 
sumption time" beyond the 
licensee's closing hour is 
allowed. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners has advised 
the licensees that the Com¬ 
mission intends to enforce 
strict compliance to the closing 
hour. Any licensee not 
adhering to their closing hour 
will be requested to appear 
before the commission to show 
cause as to why their closing 
hour should not be rolled back 
to an earlier hour or the license 
to operate suspended for a 
period of time to be determined 
by the Commission. 

Members of the Newton 
Board of License Com¬ 
missioners are Ernest G. 
Angevine, chairman; Zena 
Nemetz; and Jerome J. 
Pearlstein. The administrative 
director is Carleton P. Merrill.

Adopt we should 

The Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution will eventually be ratified by 
the necessary 38 states, but unfortunately it 
will be too late for Alice Paul, regarded as 
the author of the amendment. She died 
earlier this month at the age of 92, 

Dr. Paul, educated as a social worker and 
lawyer, spent her long and active life in the 
women's rights movement. She was in¬ 
doctrinated by the famous British feminists 
Emmeline and Cristabel Pankhurst while 
working in a settlement house in England in 
1907. Shortly afterward she went to 
Washington to take a leadership role in the 
drive to gain women the right to vote. 

It took until 1920 to pass the 19th 
Amendment, but ERA has taken even 
longer. It was introduced in Congress for 49 
consecutive years before it finally cleared 
the House and Senate in 1972. And five years 
later it is three short of the necessary 
number of states for ratification. 

After all these years there is still a great 
deal of misunderstanding about ERA. All it 
does is guarantee the same legal rights to 
women as to men. 

It is as worthy of adoption as was the 
amendment giving women the right to vote.

A big majority of the people interviewed expressed 
sympathy for Ellison and his family but made it clear 1 they 
are unwilling to forgive, forgetand elect him to public office 
again. 

If he should be cleared and found innocent on his appeal to 
a higher court, that would throw a new light on the 
situation, they said. 

The survey to ascertain voter sentiment for and against 
Ellison was made largely in West Roxbury, where Ellison 
resides and where he should poll his biggest vote although 
calls were made in all sections of the city. 

Ellison made a stronger showing outside more West 
Roxbury than he did in his own district although he did 

wt run well enough in any area to create the impression he 
could win election. 

hornier Committeeman Ellison, who is serving a two- 
year sentence in the Dedham Jail, is planning to conduct his 
campaign by remote control from the jail. When Ellison 
visited City Hall to apply for nomination papers as a 


Council candidate, a jail official was quoted as saying he 
thought Ellison was meeting with his attorney and that the 
former School Board member would not have been given a 
furlough to enable him to seek nomination papers in order 
to become a candidate for elective office while in jail. Many 
of the people called and questioned said they did not fully 
understand what Ellison had been accused of doing but that 
they knew he had been convicted of doing something wrong 
and sent to Jail. When asked if they felt Ellison was innocent 
or guilty, most of them replied that he had been found guilty 
in a court of law and that they accepted that verdict unless 
and until it is reversed by a higher court “If he wasn't 
guilty of anything else, he was guilty of stupidity, and he's 
supposed to be intelligent enough to represent us on the 
School Committee and City Council," declared one West 
Roxbury man who said he had read carefully the news 
stories about Ellison’s indictment and the testimony given 
at his trial." 

'Tm tired of electing people who misuse their power and 
abuse their trust after they take office," he continued. "I 
feel sorry for Ellison's family, but the voters gave him his 
chance and he blew it" 

Another West Roxbury resident said he was turned off 
when Ellison claimed he had been indicted because he was 
against force school busing. "That was a blatant barefaced 
alibi and untruth,” he asserted. 


"I figured Ellison didn’t have much of a case if that was 
the best defense he could offer. I know Garry Byrne. He's 
probably the best District Attorney in the country. He isas 
much against forced busing as Ellison is. He never indicted 
anyone for being opposed to forced busing. 

"I'm against forced busing myself. But what’s that got to 
do with Ellison’s case? I think he threw that out as a smoke 
screen because he didn't have anything better to say," he 
went on. 

"I followed Ellison's case closely because he lives in the 
community, and I voted for him the year he was elected. I 
don't know if he was innocent or guilty. If he was innocent, 
what he did was certainly strange and unusual But his 
claim that he was persecuted because he was against 
forced busing was an insult to our intelligence." 

"I believe he should be treated fairly in jail, no better and 
no worse than anyone else. He certainly should not be 
beaten up in jail. I hope he gets a job when he gets out I 
wish his family weD. But I'U never vote for him again for 
any office," he concluded. 

That summed up pretty well the sentiment of a majority 
of the voters polled. It indicates why Ellison's campaign for 
the City Council is not likely to get off the ground. 


Those hot 1978 models

Here's one for automobile customers: If you're standing 
on tiptoe, waiting for the hot new models to come out, that 
may be just what you'll be getting. 

But not "hot" as in flashy or powerful. 

The '78s will be "hot" as in illegal. 

For six months now. Congress and Detroit have been 
playing assembly-line "chicken." And they're practically 
down to the moment of truth, with nothing settled yet. 

■And thereby hangs a long, sad tale. 

There's this law, see, that says the auto makers have to 
clean up their 1978 models to conform to tougher emission 
standards. Nothing sudden about it; it's been on the books 
for four years. 

But die auto makers say there’s no way they can do that 
and wiiy doesn't Congress change the law? 

Now you might think this is pretty high-handed of Detroit, 
and it is. That staunch environmentalist, Sen. Edmund 
Muskie, said as much last year when he vowed never, ever, 
to knuckle down to the automobile folks. 


But that was last year, and several people have had little 
talks with Mr. Muskie since then, and he is not quite so 
staunch any more. 

Meanwhile, the lobbyists have been revving up their 
drive to convince the gentlemen in Congress that the 
standards are too tough, that Detroit just hasn't the 
technical know-how to clean up their emissions in time, and 
... well ... what about it? 

Congress got the drift. Nobody came right out and said 
what might happen if the government got picky and insisted 
the auto makers obey the law. Or how it could affect hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of jobs. And just when unemployment's 
so high and all. 

Nobody had to. Both the House and the Senate shifted into 
reverse and agreed that, yes indeedy, the standards were 
too tough. Then they each passed a softer version, giving 
the designers more time to work on their smog-makers. 

The only thing is, the two versions are still being con¬ 
sidered by a Congressional conference committee. And if it

idles its motor too long, the new be-kind-to-Detroit bill 
might not get passed before the House and Senate adjourn 
for the summer on August 6. 

Now here's where things start to get interesting. 

Say Congress skips off on vacation without wrapping 
things up for Detroit. That means that every new model 
that rolls off the lines in the fall will be illegal. 

This possibility pains the auto makers no end, especially 
after they've spent, they say, un unprecedented $2.5 billion 
to create new products with better fuel economy. 

Even more painful is the prospect that they will have 
those outlawed cars sitting around, cluttering up the fac¬ 
tories. If they ship them along to dealers, they face fines of 
up to $10,000 a car. (Which does tend to inflate the purchase 
price some.) 

And that's when you’ll begin to hear melancholy mur¬ 
murs of shutdowns and mass layoffs and no new cars until 
the boys get back with their new tans. 

Actually, no one really believes it will come to that. To a 
man, the motor moguls think the legislators will knuckle 
under in time. They always have before, haven't they? 

So it's business as usual in the sprawling plants. Along 
with the cliff-hanger touch, 1978 will be the farewell ap¬ 
pearance of the big gas guzzlers, the ones weighing in at 
4,400 pounds or more. 

From now on, it’s little cars all the way. They have four or 
six cylinders; they weigh only 2,500 or 3,200 pounds; and 
they’re touted as mileage miracles (up to 30 miles per 
gallon in comhined city and highway driving). 

There are up-from-scratch models in the line, too, 
Branded with names like Fairmont, Zephyr, Omni, Horizon 
and Phoenix. You might as well read about them on the off- 
chance you might not get to buy one for a while yet. 

Or maybe you’ll get a model that's back-dated. Henry 
F ord says he just might bring out his 1978s, and call them 
' ^ ^ 111011 at 0115 y ear ’ s prices- It's an ill wind ... 

Detroit executives admit they're worried. But they say 
mey're going ahead on the assumption that the new law 
"just has to come through." 

And it probably will. This won't be the first time Congress 
has lost out in political “chicken."

Remarkable man 


To the Editor: 

In the July 21 Graphic an 
obituary of William Northrop 
Morse was published which 
could not give a full account of 
the diversity and ac¬ 
complishments of this 
remarkable citizen of Newton. 

‘The Professor,’ as his 
friends called him, was a man 
of distinction; civilized and 
widely traveled; a teacher, 
writer, conservationist, hor¬ 
ticulturist and lover of rare 
books and antiques 

As a teacher he produced and 
directed outstanding plays, 
some written by himself, which 
attracted interest throughout 
the Boston area. His dramatic 
career began in Professor 
Baker’s famous "47 
Workshop" at Harvard in 
company with the Broadway 
playwright Philip Barry and 
novelist Thomas Wolfe. 

He entertained and visited 
with many theatrical 
celebrities, including Dame 
May Whitty, Eva Le Gallienne 
and the mother of Helen Hayes. 

In the thirties he and fellow- 
dramatists visited Russia as 
guests of the Soviet National 
Theater where he had an op¬ 


portunity to observe changing 
aspects of their drama and 
ballet. 

His published writings 
ranged from a scientific 
treatise on electricity in 
Colonial America to poetry, 
fiction and nature trticles 
published in leading 
magazines. Most interesting 
was his collaboration with Ins 
wife in the completion and 
publication of a posthumous 
book by his historian father, 
which President Woodrow 
Wilson had asked to take with 
him on his mission to the 
League of Nations. 

During his active retirement 
in Newton, he was a member of 
the Newton Conservators and 
chairman of the conservation 
for the Newton Highlands 
Garden Club. 

At all time he worked in- 
defatigably to arouse interest 
in civic betterment and con¬ 
servation projects. He made 
speeches, led hearings and 
wrote articles for the press 
with considerable success. 
For, what he set out to do, he 
accomplished. 

For 11 years the professor 
lived quietly in our shared 
household, giving us and his 
other friends the rare privilege 


of knowling such a man, a creatures- 
gentle man, soft-spoken, yet He was our dear friend, and 
pungently witty and ten- to him we owe this tribute,

Dear Mrs. Husher: 

We are in receipt of your 
letter of July 14 and are 
pleased to make an offer for 
the Historical Commission to 
take some positive action in the 
disposition of the Upper Falls 
railroad station. 

As you are probably aware, 
the MBTA has been under 
great pressure from the 
Newton Building Department 
to tear this building down, 
since it lias been determined to 
be an unsalvageable safely 
hazard by the building in¬ 
spector. 

Prior MBTA efforts to 
demolish the building, in 
conformance with the requests 
of the Building Department, 
have been held in abeyance 
pending firm action on the part 
of the Historical Commission to 
produce some evidence that 


any interest exists for the 
renovation, restoration, 
recycling, rehabilitation or 
other adaptive reuse of this 
structure. 

The MBTA shall withhold the 
letting of a contract for 
demolition of this structure 
until Aug. 10. If, by that time, 
we do not have a signed 
agreement by the Newton 
Historical Commission which 
stales that the commission or 
any other civic, community- 
oriented or city body will lease 
the structure for $1 per year, 
and further, assume all 
responsibility for it and its 
ultunate disposition, including 
all liability, protection, ect., 
the MBTA will proceed with a 
contract for its removal, since 
there is no possible way we can 
enforce anti-vandalism 
measures on this remote 
liability which is totally un¬ 
needed for transportation 
purposes. 

We shall await your prompt 
reply.

Votes don't tell the whole story 


To the Editor: 

A letter to the editor entitled 
"Why So Angry?" prompts a 
reply by me about Center, even 
though your excellent editorial 
did try to put to rest the entire 
Center controversy. 

In this letter, I have been 
personally attacked by a Mr. 
Nager of Newton Centre 
because of my comments about 
Center's tactics. 

As I stated, Center is a 
newly-formed organization of 
four directors and no mem¬ 
bers, which seems to have 
sprung fully blown, fully 
funded and seemingly 
unasspeiated with citizen in¬ 
volvement. I stated publicly, 
and I will again, that I believe 
Center is intent on discrediting 
the entire Board of Aldermen. 
Its use of statistics makes it 
appear that roll calls are the 
only criteria upon which to 
judge your Board of Aldermen, 
when indeed to honestly and 
fairly judge the legislative 
process, you must analyze the 
input of members into par¬ 
ticular issues. 

To my knowledge, Mr. 
Cornell, leader of Center, and 
the other three directors have 
never been seen at Board of 


Aldermen or Board committee 
meetings to relate their per¬ 
sonal observations to their 
statistical analyses. Also, the 
issues in this election lie with 
the School Committee and the 
mayor’s race, so the mystery is 
why Center is trying to make 
the Board of Aldermen look 
bad.

County public-defender program 
under attack by bar associations 


The Middlesex and Essex 
County Bar Associations last 
week brought legal action 
against the county com¬ 
missioners and treasurers of 
the two counties for public- 
defender programs for in¬ 
digent persons. According to 
the two bar associations, the 
programs jeopardize the rights 
of the poor and, additionally, 
are unlawful and uneconomic. 

The bar associations jointly 
filed a complaint in the 
Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court on Monday, July 
11. A preliminary hearing on 
the complaint will be held at 
9:30 a.m„ Wednesday, Aug. 3, 
at the Suffolk County Cour¬ 
thouse in Boston. Attorneys 
James D. SL Clair and Jeffrey 
B. Rudman of the firm of Hale 
and Dorr, serving without fee, 
will represent the two Bars. 

Until about eight months 
ago, the policy for retaining 
defenders for indigent persons 
appearing on criminal and 
misdemeanor matters in the 
Middlesex and Essex County 
District Courts involved the 
appointment, at mandated 
minimum fees, of private 
attorneys by district court 
judges. Last winter, the county- 
commissioners of the two 
counties independently 
adopted plans whereby they 
hired their own public 
defenders. 

The bar associations charge 
that the plans work to the 
detriment of indigent person. 1 
because they tend to suppori 
conflicts of interest, plee 
bargaining, politically 
motivated appointment, and £ 
continuing shortage of trainee 
trial attorneys. 

Specifically the association; 
claim: 

— The effect of the county 
plans, in many cases, is tha 
one county defender is oblige; 
simultaneously to epresent 
codefendants, whose individua 
interests may well be in con 
flict. 

— The plans result in i 
situation in which there i; 
continual interaction in eacl 
district court between thi 


county defenders assigned t; 
that court and the police an; 
district attorneys, a situatior 
which, according to thi 
compla nt can only increa; 
the amount of plea bargaining 

— Judges, according to th< 
two groups, are in a bettei 
position than county com¬ 
missioners to choose counse 
who can exercise independent 
judgment and, in certain gravt 
and complex cases, to appoin' 
especially experience; 
counsel. No provisions foi 
especially serious cases exist 
in the county plans. 

Edward D. McCarthy, £ 
Cambridge attorney whe 
served as president of the 
Middlesex Bar last year wher 
the county plan first became ar 
issue of controversy and whe 
has worked closely with At 
tomeys St. Clair and Rudmar 
on the case, says, "We fee’; 
strongly that political officials 
should not be so intimately 
involved in the administration 
of justice. Their role is to pay 
for the court system, not to run 
it." 

— The long-range detriment 
to indigent defendants and to 
the system of justice, ac¬ 
cording to the bar associations, 
is that the county plans deny 
young attorneys the op¬ 
portunity to acquire any sort of 
criminal trial experience. 

The complaint's allegation 
that the county plans are 
unlawful rests on Chapter 35 of 
the Massachusetts General 
Laws and on Rule 3:10 of the 
Supreme Judicial Court The 
plans violate MGL 35 on three 
scores, according to the 
complaint: 

— The commissioners have 
no statutory power to retain 
counsel for anyone other than 
themselves or the county. 

) — The commissioners have 
no statutory authority to in¬ 
terfere with the discretion and 
prerogative of the district 
court judges. 

— The law specifically 
prohibits the involvement of 
county commissioners in the 
payment of expenses for 
criminal prosecutions. 


The complaint charges that 
the plans contravene the state 
Supreme Court rule which 
contemplate that counsel 
assigned to defendants be 
either a member of the 
Massachusetts Defenders 
Committee (which operates 
under the supervision of the 
Supreme Court), a member of 
a voluntary group (such as a 
bar association, or an attorney 
serving without charge. 

The complaint also charges 
that the county system is 
wasting taxpayer dollars. 
Prior to the implementation of 
the county defender program, 
court-appointed defenders 
served at the rate of $10 per 
hour for preparation and $15 
per hour for court ap¬ 
pearances. The average cost 
per case in Middlesex County 
under the private plan was 
$52.81. The total cost to Mid¬ 
dlesex Cou ty during this 
period was in the area of 
$300,000. 

When the Middlesex County 
plan was initially im¬ 
plemented, 12 attorneys were 
hired at a cost of $12,000, plus a 
director who earned $ 16,000 a 
year. Since then, 8 more at¬ 
torneys have been added to the 
ranks of county defenders. 


■Carthy says that the bar 
has been unable to determine 
exactly what the county plan is 
costing. "However,” he says, 
“even if we assume that all 20 
attorneys are still making 
$12,000 and that the director 
has not received a raise, we are 
already at a cost of $256,000. To 
that must be added the costs of 
their fringe benefits package, 
the costs of clerical assistance, 
office space, office supplies, 
out-of-pocket expenses, etc. It 
seems reasonable to assume 
that these costs are in excess of 
$44,000, since overhead in law 
offices is normally sub¬ 
stantially in excess of 17 
percent So we know the county 
plans aren’t seving the tax¬ 
payer any money — whi h was 
the principal argument ad¬ 
vanced in their defense.” 


At the Aug. 3 hearing, the two 
bars will ask for preliminary 
and permanent injunctions 
against the commissioners in 
the implementation of the 
county defender plans; for an 
order directing the two county 
treasurers to pay outstanding 
bills for previously rendered 
legal services; and for a 
declaration that the county 
plans are "unlawful and of no 
force and effect.”

Drinan introduces bill 
to aid small businesses 


A bill to allow small business 
a greater opportunity to 
compete for government 
contracts was introduced in the 
House of Representatives last 
week by Congressman Robert 
F. Drinan (D-Newton). 

"The Small Business 
Government Contracting 
Reform Act," the 
Massachusetts lawmaker 
stated, "represents many 
months of work in close con¬ 
sultation with small business 
organizations in New England 
and across the nation. It will 
make allowances for the fact 
that small businesses face 
unique burdens in competing 
with large corporations for 
government contracts.” 

“I am confident that 
[’resident Carter, who knows 
firsthand the problems of small 
businesses, will give a sym¬ 
pathetic hearing to small 
business legislation," Drinan 
said. 

To ensure that small com¬ 
panies get their fair share of 
government contracts, 
Drinan's legislation requires 
that relevant laws and 
regulations be spelled out in 
plain English for each contract 
under a given size. In addition, 
the name and phone number 
would be listed of an individual 
within the contracting agency 
who could be contacted for 
further information. 

"Small businessmen and 
women currently face a 
regulatory swamp of 45,000 
pages of rules drawn up by 82 
separate agencies,” Drinan 
noted. "These regulations 
relating to each contract must 
be clearly summarized and 


available for review if small 
businesses are to have equal 
opportunity to bid for govern¬ 
ment procurements." 

"Small businesses also have 
difficulty becoming informed 
of contract opportunities in 
time to prepare a bid,” Drinan 
continued. 

"By requiring agencies to 
advertise more openly contract 
opportunities, and by allowing 
at least 30 days for bidding, we 
can encourage greater small 
business participation and 
genuine competition." 

Another provision of 
Drinan's bill establishes ar¬ 
bitration panels to settle 
contract disputes. The point 
here is to reduce the valuable 
time and money currently 
spent by small business people 
for litigation. 

The bill also creates a "small 
business representative” 
within each federal agency 
which issues procurement 
contracts. 

"It will be the responsibility 
of these representatives," 
Drinan explained, “to assure 
that adequate numbers of 
contracts are set aside for 
small businesses, to prevent 
non-competitive contracts 
wherever possible, and to 
periodically disclose in¬ 
formation relating to the 
number and size of contracts 
awarded to small business 
concerns." 

"Forty million Americans 
work for small businesses,” 
Drinan continued, "and yet the 
federal government has 
pursued a policy of simple 


neglect when it comes to 
government contracting. By 
adopting all the measures in 
my bill. Congress can reverse 
that pattern of neglect and 
provide small businesses with 
significantly greater access to 
government contracts.” 


SMITHFIELD, R.I. (UPI) -

Tough Colonel 
prefers horses 
to airplanes 

HOLLYWOOD (UP!) - 
Dana Elcar, tough Colonel 
Lard in the “Baa Baa Black 
Sheep" series, is considerably 
more attached to horseflesh 
than airplanes when he's not on 
camera. 

He is a member of Hol¬ 
lywood's horseback riding 
gentry as opposed to railbirds 
at the race track such as 
Walter Matthau and Jack 
Klugman. 

Elcar, a native of Michigan, 
grew up on a farm where 
horses were a part of everyday 
life. He has never lost his af¬ 
fection for riding and the great 
outdoors. 

The result is a life style 
compromise between suburba¬ 
nite and country squire. 

Elcar, a balding, round faced 
man of inevitable good humor, 
makes his home on an acre and 
a half of the San Fernando 
Valley, a 45-minute drive from 
Universal Studios where "Baa 
Baa Black Sheep" is filmed. 

Separated, Elcar is the 
father of two daughters. 
Chandra, 6, and Nora. 22, by 
two different wives. 

He lives alone in his three 
bedroom brick and wood 
California ranch-style house 
which is bordered by white¬ 
washed fences. Each of his 
daughters has her own be¬ 
droom. occupied on frequent 
visits. 

The grounds are lush and 
green, dotted with plum, 
apricot and persimmon trees. 
There also are a dozen grape 
vines and a growing forest of 
evergreens. Elcar buys a living 
Christmas tree each holiday 
season and plants the symetri- 
cal fir trees every January. 

Out back there is a pasture 
area and a barn with stalls, a 
tack room and hay barn 
combination. 

Six horses occupy the 
grounds. Chandra has her own 
pony and Nora has a mare 
which foaled this spring. Elcar 
has his own saddle horse, of 
course, and boards two other 
horses for friends. 

"I ride when I can with my 
daughters," says Elcar. "A lot 
of my friends like to come out 
on weekends and ride the 
endless trails in the hills 
around here." 

Bui it's not all fun and 
games. The girls muck out the 
stables while Dad fixes the 
fences, keeps the watering 
troughs filled and hauls loads 
of hay in his 1950 Ford pickup. 

A blacksmith comes by 
every six weeks, but the 
veterinarian is a stranger 
because, “our horses live 
outdoors and are very healthy. 
And they are ridden all the 
lime so they get plenty of 
exercise. 

“I loved to ride as a kid on 
our farm near Pontiac and 
somehow I feel there’s a value 
in staying in contact with 
animals." 

Elcar is a man of many 
talents and interests. 

He keeps a 31-foot trimaran 
sailboat 35 miles up the coast 
from Los Angeles and often 
lakes friends on weekend 
cruises to the nearby channel 
islands. 

He's also an excellent car¬ 
penter who delights in making 
furniture. Dana converted his 
garage into a wood-working 
shop and has turned out a 
spectacular coffee table, a set 
of pine shelves gleaming with 
six coats of varnish. His 
favorite creation is the cradle 
he made for Chandra. 

Elcar is handy in the kitchen, 
too. His concoction of green 
noodles, shrimp and mush¬ 
rooms is a gourmet delight. His 
fish stew isn't bad either. 

-Sometimes I'm too tired to 
cook when 1 get home from 
work," Elcar says, "so I stop 
on the way for a bite. Nora 
pitches in when she's visiting 
and little Chandra likes to fuss 
around in the kitchen too." 

The day begins for Dana 
Elcar at 5 a.m. He feeds and 
waters the animals, including 
Yeppe ia Danish name), a 
miniature collie and shepherd, 
and Duke, an Australian 
shepherd.

CB has been around in one 
form or another for more than 
a decade but it was not until the 
truckers' strike of 1974 that 
CB’s popularity skyrocketed.

CB is really 
public radio 
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CB Is the popular name of 
Citizens Radio Service. It 
comes from certain radio 
bands set aside by the Federal 
Communications Commission 
which have become known as 
'•citizens bands." They are the 
public's chance to use a portion 
of the radio spectrum for 
personal two-way. com¬ 
munications. 

The uses are many: 

call for emergency highway 
assistance 

get information on road 
conditions 

gel direction information 

exchange messages between 
home or office while in a car or 
boat 

relieve the tedium of long 
drives 

just to have clean fun and 
conversation, the latter within 
FCC rules and regulations. 

Using CB is almost as easy 
as using the telephone and 
restrictions are few. 

An FCC license is required. 
This is granted to U.S.. citizens 
over 18 years of age upon a 
simple application and 
payment of a M fee. 


One station license may be 
used by an entire family, On- 
the-air time is limited to 5 
minutes followed by a one- 
minute more break before the 
next transmission. 

The necessary equipment is 
a transceiver, antenna and 
microphone. The transceiver is 
used for both sending and 
receiving messages. 

Most CB units are mobile, for 
use in cars, trucks, 
recreational vehicles and 
b°als. There are also base 
stations for use In fixed 
locations and mobile hand-held 
units that are useful in the field 
or while camping or hunting. 
The mobile models can, of 
course, be installed in-dash or 
under-dash, just as with car 
stereo. 

A caution should be issued 
with CB for boating. Although 
CB is becoming popular, the 
Coast Guard does NOT monitor 
CB transmission. Coast Guard 
monitoring is limited to VHF 
radio telephones, a more 
sophisticated system with 
longer range.

Common Cause pushing bill on disclosure 


This year Common Cause- 
Massachusetts is making a 
special effort to match the 
records of 38 other states by 
enacting a financial disclosure 
bill. House 1417, which 
provides for comprehensive 
disclosure while protecting 
appropriate rights of privacy. 

It asks elected state officials, 
major appointed state officials, 
and major elected and ap¬ 
pointed local officials for 
sources of economic interest 
such as directorships, 


businesses, real estate, 
professional services and gifts, 
rather than for exact amounts 
of money or for copies of tax 
returns. 

"The current climate in the 
wake of numerous scandals 
improves the chances for a 
positive vote this year. Action 
is necessary to give credibility 
to the idea that the legislature 
is serious about addressing the 
problems of ethics,” said Jay 
Hedlund, executive director of 


the state branch of Common 
Cause. "The purpose of 
financial disclosure is to assure 
that private interests that 
conflict with public duties are 
known to the public." 

The organization has 
congratulated Sen. Jack 
Backman and Reps. Peter 
Harrington, David Mofenson 
and Lois Pines for their 
strongly positive responses to a 
Common Cause questionnaire 
on financial disclosure sent out 
last fall.

Brooke resolution underscores 


concern with human rights abroad 


The U. S. Senate last week 
passed a resolution offered by 
Sen. F.dward Brooke which 
expresses the Senate’s desire 
to indicate to the Soviet Union 
and other states represented at 
the Belgrade Conference the 
"official concern of the United 
States over the treatment of 
Anatoly Scharansky, Yuri 
Orlov and others who sought to 
monitor compliance with the 
Helsinki Accords." 

Brooke (R-Mass.) offered his 
resolution on June 16 together 
with Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn.) 
and Sen. Case (R-NJ). It was 
then referred to the Foreign 
Relations Committee which 
amended it and referred it to 
the full Senate June 28. 

In his speech to the Senate, 
Brooke said that many in the 
Congress shared "a deep 
concern over the Soviet 
Union's increased efforts to 
supress expressions of 
dissent,” Brooke said: "The 
Kremlin’s actions are in direct 
contradiction to the first 
paragraph of the 7th of the 
principles adopted by the 
Helsinki signatories which 
states: 

‘The participating States will 
respect human rights and 
fundamental freedoms, in¬ 
cluding the freedom of thought, 
conscience, religion or belief, 
for all without distinction as to 
race, sex, language or 
religion.’ 

These would be no more than 
‘hollow words' unless the U. S. 
and others called attention to 


the flagrant human rights 
violations connected with the 
jailing of Scharansky, Orlov 
and others," Brooke said. 

Brooke added: "We are all 
aware that the relationship 
between the U.S. and the 
U.S.S.R. is of vital interest not 
only to ourselves and the 
Soviets, but to mankind in 
general. We are all hopeful that 


the way can be found to allow a 
marked reduction in the lethal 
capabilities of the arsenals of 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
without sacrifice to our 
security. But this important 
aspect of our relationship must 
not be allowed to override our 
responsibility to promote our 
ideas of freedom, justice and 
human dignity in the world."

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IN FOCUS 

Audiences respond to Jean Marsh

Jean Marsh was reminiscing 
about her childhood in London. The 
normally constrained actress was 
relaxing in the elegant living room 
at the home of Arthur MacKenzie. 
MacKenzie is one of the producers of 
“Too True To Be Good,'' a comedy 
by George Bernard Shaw currently 
at the Spingold Theatre, Brandeis. 
Miss Marsh has a starring role in the 
play which is delighting Boston 
audiences. 

Of her role, Miss Marsh laughs, 
and says the character is “a 
disgusting, outrageous girl...I’m not 
like her at all." In the play, 
'"Sweetie" is flamboyant while 
Marsh is reserved; however, it is a 
role in which she can display her 
skillful acting ability and the ease 
with which she can switch accents. 
Offstage, she speaks with a careful 
British accent, unlike the Cockney 
accent she is famous for. 

She was wearing a casual, cotton 
white jumpsuit and is slim. Her long 
blonde hair was pinned back. Beside 
her was a pair of glasses, and 
although she admits she is near¬ 
sighted, she never put them on. 

As a child, she said she was so 
terrified by the bombing during 
World War II, she became tem¬ 
porarily paralyzed. Although her 
parents sent her to ballet school as 
soon as the paralysis improved, she 
says that was not the beginning of 
her desire to become an actress. 

She was influenced by her parents 
who were interested in the arts and 
music. Marsh said she couldn't go to 
the theatre because it was too ex¬ 
pensive, and movies were forbidden 
by her father. She saw her first 
movie at the age of 12. A sensitive 
child, she read “enormously” and 
before she was ten she decided to be 
an actress. 

Simply she says she is not over¬ 
whelmed by her present success 
because "it came gradually.” "I 
think of myself as Jean Marsh, 
person.” There are moments when 
Jean Marsh, actress, luxuriates in 


her success. She enjoys being 
recognized, asked for autographs 
and "gets hysterical with laughter” 
on occasion when she will see her 
name in headlines...thinking “that’s 
me." 

Only in rehearsal for the present 
production “eight or nine days,” she 
attributed much of the play's suc¬ 
cess to the director, Philip Minor, 
whom she described as “terribly 
bright and the best director I have 
ever worked with." 

“Usually I don't like being 
directed, taking it as implied 
criticism, but (Minor) is funny and 
bright." She said he provided not 
only intellectual direction, but a 
good “good comedy audience.” The 
others in the excellent cast include 
Katherine Houghton and Charles 
Kimbrough. 

Marsh left New York for Boston 
the night of the blackout and "ran 
down 14 flights of stairs with a grip 
and bare essentials." Those "bare 
essentials" carried her through a 
week until she could return to New 
York for more clothes. 

Opening night brought another 
trauma for some members of the 
audience chose to disregard rules 
about picture taking. When the 
flashes went off, Marsh says “I 
thought it was a gun at first...I was 
so upset I wanted to run off and cry. 
If it wasn’t opening night, I would 
have.’’ Now the request for no 
picture taking is repeated clearly 
before the play. The offenders’ film 
was also confiscated. 

Regional theatre is something 
Marsh says she enjoys and she is 
well paid for. However, the 
peripatetic actress is ambivalent 
about travel. Asked where her home 
is, she replies “nowhere.” Recently 
she-gave her “cottage” in England 
to her parents, and when they 
converted it to be compatible with 
their lifestyle, she says she 
"realized I can no longer call it my 
home." 

She also points out some of the 
travel is “tiring and even sad.” "I 
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just get to know somewhere...where 
the shops are...the newspaperman 
begins to say hello and I’ll be gone." 

Through the television series, 
"Upstairs, Downstairs," Marsh won 
wide acclaim. She originated the 
series with her friend, actress 
Eileen Atkins. Marsh's mother had 
been "a housemaid briefly," and 
“Eileen’s father had been an un¬ 
derbutler." They realized that in 
period pieces, the servants were 
never shown, and decided to show 
the times from the downstairs point 
of view. 

She won an Emmy Award for 
"Best Dramatic Actress in a Con¬ 


tinuing Series,” and noted people 
comment upon meeting her “there 
aren't many American actresses 
who would disguise their looks and 
figures to appear in a play.” 

Off stage she likes to "read, cook, 
walk, bike, garden and listen to 
Mozart, Vivaldi, or Bach.” She 
enjoys entertaining one or two 
friends with an early evening supper 
replete with good music and 
champagne. "I even like washing 
up,” she confided. 

Her most irritating habit: publicly 
piling her plate high with food and 
then saying "now I will annoy you by 
eating and not gaining weight.”

Ham today, salad tomorrow 


For hundreds of years, i> was 
unimaginable to have a noon or evening 
meal without soup. Every home was 
graced with “grandmother's soup pot,” 
simmering for hours on the back of the 
stove. 

Today, those soups are readily 
available on supermarket shelves. 
Moreover, they can be used to create 
interesting and delicious recipes. Here 
are a sampling: 

ORANGE STUDDED 
RICESALAD 

1 can (KPi ounces) Condensed Chicken 
Broth 

41 cup water 

3 i cup raw regular rice 
*2 cup mayonnaise or salad dressing 
14 cups diced cooked turkey or chicken 
1 cup cut-up orange sections 

42 cup coarsely chopped radishes 

1 small green pepper, cut in 1-inch long 
strips 

1 teaspoon finely chopped onion 
l 2 teaspoon grated orange rind 
■<2 teaspoon salt 
4a teaspoon mace 

In saucepan, combine broth, water and 
rice. Bring to boil; reduce heat. Cover; 
simmer 25 minutes or until done. Stir 
occasionally. Add remaining ingredients; 
chill. Serve on salad greens; garnish with 
orange slices if desired. Makes about 5 
cups, 4 servings.

Wash berries and place in bottom of 9 inch pan. Sprinkle 
with diet sugar.

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Tanglewood: the sights and sounds of music 


LENOX. Mass. (UPli - A 
young musician silently con¬ 
ducts the evergreens, a 
violinist plays for the hedges 
and a young woman joins the 
birds in song. 

It's a weekday at 
Tanglewood and 450 young 
people are filling the 
picturesque 280-acre summer 
home of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra with the sights and 
sounds of their musical studies. 

"Certainly the setting is a big 
part of Tanglewood's image 
and the orchestra's music is a 
big part. But what sets 
Tanglewood apart from other 
performing places is its idea¬ 
lism." said Daniel R. Gustin, 
administrator of Tanglewood's 
Berkshire Music Center. 

"It's a very special kind of 
idealism that is due in part to 
having the symphony here, but 
also to having these young 
people singing their hearts out. 
playing and tooling, writing 
symphonies and conducting the 
trees." 

Tanglewood, nestled in the 
rolling green of western 
Massachusetts' Berkshire 
mountains, attracts thousands 
of visitors each summer to its 
symphony concerts, its popular 
concerts and its music school 
performances. Between the 
three activities, something is 
happening daily at Tanglewood 
for eight weeks of the summer. 
Gustin and Tanglewood Di¬ 


rector of Business Affairs 
Walter D. Hill say the or¬ 
chestra is drawing record 
crowds this summer and the 
popular concerts are "drawing 
very well" despite one of the 
more controversial off-seasons 
in the center's history. 

The first orchestra weekend 
attracted more than 33,000 
people — the largest opening 
weekend crowd in 
Tanglewood's history. And Hill 
says reservations are 10 per 
cent ahead of last season. 

The winter problem had 
nothing to do with Tan¬ 
glewood's symphonies. First, 
slate officials proposed 
building a prison across the 
street from the orchestra's 
summer home. Area residents 
vehemently protested the 
proposal and the plan faded 
away. 

"Those people certainly in¬ 
dicated the passion — the deep 
passion — with which people 
regard this place." Gustin 
says. "In other countries such 
a proposal would be un¬ 
thinkable. It takes screwed up 
priorities for anyone to even 
conceive of doing such a thing, 
let alone the economic impact 
it would have had on 
Tanglewood and the tourist 
industry which is central to the 
area. 

•’Geographically and 
aesthetically this is one of the 


unique places in the world. And 
building a prison across the 
street is just unthinkable. It 
raised a lot of passions, but 
mostly among people who were 
already committed to Tangle¬ 
wood so it will have very little 
impact on our summer atten¬ 
dance." 

Gustin says the quality of 
programs is probably what is 
attracting larger crowds at 
Tanglewood concerts. But Hill 
thinks the nation's economy 
has something to do with Tan¬ 
glewood’s increasing attendan¬ 
ce. 

In a strong economy, people 
take their long trips to Europe 
or wherever. If the economy is 
questionable, perhaps they 
decide to go a little closer to 
home. But enjoying the con¬ 
certs has to be part of it. too. 
because all of the people that 
come here aren't people who 
lake trips to Europe." Hill 
says. 


Even with strong reser¬ 
vations for the 5.000 seats i$S- 
$15) in the "shed," 
Tanglewood's round, open 
concert hall, the summer's 
success depends upon the 
weather the day of concerts. 

Thousands of $4 tickets are 
sold for space on the lawn 
around the shed and many 
people make a picnic out of 
attending concerts. A rain¬ 
storm the day of a popular or 
symphony concert can cost 
Tanglewood "at least $10,000" 
and as much as $20,000, Hill 
says. 

"One of the things that 
makes Tanglewood unique is 
its "essentially rural 
character," Gustin says. But it 
was that character that caused 
the second winter problem as 
some area residents protested 
the noise levels of some con¬ 
certs. 

Area residents protested the 
noise levels of popular music 


concerts and Tanglewood 
agreed to limit the noise. Hill 
says the decision had been 
made before the protest, 
because Tanglewood had 
decided that hard rock con¬ 
certs weren't part of the 
Tanglewood image. 

"If wc obtained certain very 
hard rock groups we could 
probably double the number of 
people at any particular con¬ 
cert. But there would be 
problems with noise and crowd 
control," he says. "It's all a 
purl of developing a total 
image of Tanglewood. We don't 
want a discordant image." 

Gustin says the dispute was 
part of the "unique ambiance" 
of Tanglewood. 

"The year-round residents of 
the Bcrkshires both love us and 
hate us. They need the summer 
crowd, but they can't help but 
feel some antagonism at the 
great influx of people into their 
little towns. It’s iust a natural 


kind of resentment." he says. 

Even so, Gustin says Tangle¬ 
wood and the area residents 
have a strong bond and "since 
Tanglewood became sym¬ 
phony property in 1938 one of 
the things we have always been 
proud of Ls our relationship 
with Berkshire County — the 
positive impact we make here 
financially and just being good 
neighbors." 

He says the nonprofit 
Tanglewood pays property 
taxes, even though it has an 
annual deficit of nearly half a 
million dollars. "We don't have 
to pay the taxes but feel it’s our 
civic obligation." Gustin says. 

Besides cutting back on noise 
levels, the decision to have 
"softer" rock artists at Tan¬ 
glewood's concerts was also 
part of that obligation, he says. 
"Somebody's got to think of the 
audience. There's an audience 
out there for this kind of 
popular music, an enormous 


crowd of primarily young 
people who deserve to be 
thought of. Tanglewood has an 
obligation to them, too." 
Gustin says. 

Tanglewood "obviously is 
not just another performing 
pavillion,” he says. "The 
school is very central. Wc don't 
have just a stage that we rent 
out. The orchestra owns this 
place and it's sacred ground to 
us. 

"There are other considera¬ 
tions than just selling tickets. 
We could get rid of some of that 
deficit, but we have ideals. You 
mix together all of these 
colliding elements — the great 
composers and conductors who 
come here, the members of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
the popular concerts and the 
students who are here from all 
over the world — and it's not 
like anywhere else." 

He says "the kids come here 
to learn about performing or 


composing. That's what they 
see in the shed, that’s what 
they’re taught in the 
classroom, that's what hap¬ 
pens when they're coached by 
orchestra members. That's 
what it's all about. The people 
who come to the school's 
concerts provide the final link 

- the strangers in the audience 

— in the training link.” 

Gustin says the setting 

becomes important because 
"it's such a concentrated eight 
weeks that I don't think it 
would be possible to do it In the 
city. The trees, the sun, the 
lake front, all the green and the 
fresh air allows things to 
happen that I don't think would 
happen in the city. 

"There have certainly been 
changes here, there's always 
something new. But its essence 
always remains the same. I 
have a feeling it's always been 
the same. That's part of 
Tanglewood’s Idealism.”

Battlefront memoir 


Wartime, by Milovan Djilas. 

'Harcourt, Brace, Jovano- 
vich, $14.95i 

With the exception of Win¬ 
ston Churchill, no major figure 
in World War II has written of 
it so well as Milovan Djilas. 

"Wartime" is that war's 
finest battlefront memoir. 

Djilas. a poet and a 
revolutionary, ranked as the 
third top wartime aide to Josip 
Broz Tito, leader of the 
Communist partisan forces in 
the mountains of Yugoslavia. 

Djilas tells of the times they 
shot prisoners. 

He tells of the limes they did 
,not shoot prisoners. 

He tells of the comradely 
times w ith Tito, the sharing of 
food on the run. the band of 
C n mmunist brothers in rags 
battling Nazi SS warriors in the 
ravines and on the summits. 

Djilas tells of the nol-so- 
comradely times with Tito, of 
having to take Tito's measure¬ 
ments for a marshal's uniform 
on a first night flight to 
Moscow. 

He chronicles the see-saw 
war with the Germans, Italians 
and a n t i-C o m m u n i s t 
Yugoslavs, the fading of his 
marriage, the Roman soldiers 
begging for life, the Balkan 
butchery of Serbo-Croat 
rivalry, much blood and a little 
poetry. 

Djilas tells of the personali¬ 
ties of the cautious, tough, 
human Tito, of the rise of 
Alexander Rankovic, of the 
doings of the intellectual 
Edvard Kardelj The reader 
can trace the start of the dif¬ 
ferences that led to Djilas' fall 
from power in 1954 as well as 
Tito's 1948 break with Moscow 

No students of the 20th 
century can understand World 
War II and Eastern Europe 
without reading this book. But 
this is not just a time for 
historians. It is a human 
document of a man at war w ith 
his time, place, comrades and 
himself

He describes the mesmerized 
ambivalence of the players 
toward Lombardi, and where 
descriptions fail, he provides 
stories.

A Woman's Place, by Ruth 
Adam.

After World War II, the 
fashion industry foisted what 
became known as "The New 
Look” on women of the western 
world, and in retrospect it 
marked a low point in feminine 
fads. 

As designer Christian Dior 
proclaimed, n was a "tight 
slender bodice, narrowing inlo 
a tiny wasp waist, below which 
the skirl bursls into fullness 
like a flower." 

The skirts were a foot from 
ihe ground and padding w as all 
over, supposedly the ultimate 
in delicate femininity and a 
sharp departure from the short 
skirts and raffish styles of the 
wartime years. 

And. as the book points out, 
this was the era of the ultimate 
in treating women as frilly sex 
objects whose entire role in life

A British Member of Parlia¬ 
ment raged, "The New Look is 
loo reminiscent of a caged 
bird's attitude." 

Male-donnnaied society was 
at it again, putting women m 
iheir place, which, when not in 
bed. certainly was in ihe home, 
preferably aproned and in ihe 
kitchen. 

For w lialever reason. Britain 
was the scene of both the 
greatest persecution of women 

the material on forced feeding 
will make even maic chauvi¬ 
nists cringe i and women's 
most strident protests. 

Tlie book lakes us from the 
suffragettes through the 
dianges wrought by two world 
wars as women struggled for 
the vote. Ihe right to work, to 
receive an education. The 
changes have been many, often 
contradictory.

in which she was a bad wife, 
mother and citizen for warning 
to go out and earn her own 
living, and three others when 
she was a worse wife, mother 
and citizen for not being eager 
lo do so.”

"Well, uh, did your con¬ 
science ever bother you while 
you were running around with 
those guys?,” you ask, 
knowing all the while that the 
pleasant woman sitting here in 
a backless sun dress once par¬ 
ticipated in a steal-to-ordcr 
shoplifting ring. 

"You know," she says, 
taking a long drag off a Win¬ 
ston. "I never thought about it. 
You never think about what 
they're doing, but you know 
they're not Fuller brush 
salesmen." 

Thus begins a conversation 
with Barbara Fuca, wife of 
Pasquale "Patsy" Fuca. the 
nephew of the powerful Little 
Ange Tuminaro. 

The 35-year-old mother of 
four says she got equally mad 


at the cops and the mob when 
she and Palsy were busted in 
the French Connection case. 
She told police where to find 
the 88 pounds of heroin, the key 
evidence, and decided to break 
the Mafia's "code of silence" 
and write a book. 

"She did it because they i the 
mob) didn't give her any help, 
like with lawyers,” says 
Frank, taking an interest for 
the first time. 

Frank, it turns out. works 
with the Italian-American Civil 
Rights League which was 
organized by Mafia boss Joe 
Columbo. who was sub¬ 
sequently shot in the head at a 
rally. 

"The league doesn't have 
anything to do with organized 
crime," Frank says, adding 
that the Brookly n-based 
organization is now mainly 
involved with social work and 
community improvement 
projects. 


(FBI sources said the 
League virtually withered 
away after Columbo was shot). 

Frank turns back to his drink 
and orders a fresh round. 

"Frank’s an old friend,” 
Barbara explains. "He's been 
driving me around to inter¬ 
views all day." 

"Do you know where I can 
get a press pass?" Frank asks. 

But back to Barbara’s story. 

Patsy was paroled from New 
York's Greenhaven State 
Prison after serving less than 
half of his 15-year sentence in 
the French Connection case. 
Alas, he quickly fell into his old 
ways and found himself back in 
prison for hijacking. 

In the meantime, author 
Robin Moore had made a 
bundle of legal money with his 
book and movie "The French 
Connection." Rarbara, hoping 
to cash in. wrote Moore of¬ 
fering to collaborate on 
another book. 


She wanted to tell the "real" 
story of French Connection 
detectives Eddie "Popeye" 
Egan and Sonny Grosso and 
give an inside look at the Mafia 
from a female's point of view. 

"Some of the personalities 
who are in today’s limelight — 
namely Joe Gallo, Joe 
Luparelli (the getaway driver 
in the Joe Gallo murder case), 
Sonny Pinto — 1 knew them 
when they were first getting 
started. 

"I knew Joe Colombo when 
he ran a club called the Como 
Lounge that was a front for a 
crap game and he danced his 
way through business. From 
personal experience I can tell 
you he was the best dancer the 
Mafia ever had." 

She said her book would be 
spiced with sex. "Everyone 
enjoys a "good" dirty book 
with a theme," she said. 

Moore, who also authored 
"The Green Berets" and 


helped Xaviera Hollander and 
Yvonne DunLeavy write "The 
Happy Hooker," at first 
resisted but then decided 
perhaps there was a buck to be 
made here. 

In late June "Mafia Wife" 
(Macmillan $7.95) reached the 
book stores. It probably 
reveals little about the Mafia 
that careful readers of New 
York newspapers didn't 
already know and it could 
hardly be described as "dirty." 
Sex acts are implied, but 
rarely described. 

But it is an easy-reading, 
sometimes fascinating story of 
a how a young Brooklyn girl, 
born out of wedlock to a mother 
of Polish-Jewish extraction 
and a father who was a small¬ 
time gangster, takes to the 
underworld. 

By the time she was 15, 
Barbara was a barmaid in a 
Mafia-run after-hours club. By 
the time she was 17, she had 
fronted for a bookmaking 
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operation in Brooklyn, 
escorted visiting mobsters at a 
Miami Beach Hotel owned by 
Carlo Gambino, been paid to 
spy on the New York police 
morals squad, and had been 
wined, dined and kept by a half 
dozen Mafiosi. 

She never witnessed a 
murder, but she knew how to 
be discreet about the violence 
around her. 

A prizefighter named Leo 
Molino was bringing her home 
from a date one night when she 
was approached by two men 
she knew. One of them 
motioned for her to leave. She 
said goodnight to her date and 
left. 

The next day Molino’s body 
was found stuffed in a garbage 
can. 

A month later she ran into 
one of the killers who said. "I 
hear you're on the lam?' 

"What for?" Barbara asked. 
"You were out with Leo 
Molino the night he was hit," 
he said. 

"Who's Leo Molino?" Bar¬ 
bara asked. 

The man smiled and walked 
away. 

In the book, Barbara tells 
how she and other Mafia wives 
would organize boosting (sho¬ 
plifting i rings, especially when 
their husbands were behind 

bars and money was short. 

She tells of double-dating 
with Joey Gallo, who pulled a 
gun on his date for flirting with 
another man, and how she 
spent many happy evenings 
dancing with Joe Colombo, 
whom she called "Dancing 
Joe," the most accomplished 
ballroom dancer in the Mafia. 

"The typical Mafia wife 
knows nothing about where her 
husband goes or what he does 
when he’s not home." she 
writes. "As long as he's back 
by dawn, she doesn't ask." 

Barbara puts Mafia wives in 
three classes. On the bottom 
rung are the Class C wives. 

"They bear children, keep 
old style Italian households, 
and go out with their husbands 
only to christenings, weddings 
and funerals." 

The top category are the 
Class A wives who usually start 
out as Mafia girlfriends. 

"They're fast-living, free- 
spending, fun-loving women 
with lots of street smarts and a 
strong sense of self-preserva¬ 
tion." 

Thats were Barbara ranked 
herself. 

Isn't she afraid of retaliation 
for writing such a book? 
Barbara smiles, winks. 

"1 don't really reveal any 
secrets."

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factor in determining rates,” 
she said. 

According to Ms. Baxter, 
nurses should take a stand 
against smoking regardless of 
personal habits. She noted that 
she does not allow smoking in 
her classrooms and feels that 
this should be the policy in all 
classrooms. 

In a survey of smoking habits 
of health professionals between 
1969 and 1975, Ms. Baxter said 
that it was found that nurses 
were the only group in which 
smoking increased (37.3 to 38.9 
percent). 

Upon questioning 43 senior 
nursing students, she found 
that 46 percent were cigarette 
smokers. The smoking 
students, she added, felt that 
physicians should set an 
example to their patients of not 
smoking "but were unwilling to 
commit the nurse to the 
cxamplar role.” 

"More needs to be done," 
Ms. Baxter said, emphasizing 
the need for educating nurses 
in the hazards of cigarette 
smoking. She suggested that 
the Massachusetts Nurse, the 
M.N.A.’s official publication, 
as well as Councils on Practice 
and specialty groups within the 
M.N.A., could be used as ef¬ 
fective tools in disseminating 
this information.

If she does decide to enter the labor 
force fulltime who then takes care of the 
MS victim? Who takes care of any small 
children the couple may have? 

These are difficult questions for both 
victim and family to deal with. 

Then, there is the touchy problem of the 
victim's family leaving the house, getting 
out for recreation and needs of their own. 

The families feel guilty if they try to go 
out and have a good time, even one 
evening a week, when the victim cannot 
go out. 

Children may feel that they shouldn't 
leave home to go to college, get married 
or otherwise leave the family domicile, if 
that will leave one parent to take care of 
an MS parent. 

lastly, there is the practical problem of 


care of the MS patients. 

Families usually lack the skills and 
confidence required to care for them at 
home, and they are frequently forced to 
place the victims in nursing homes. 

This can lead to economic and 
emotional suffering for everyone con¬ 
cerned.

Larson has been public works commissioner since 1976, 
but could not exert full powers of the position until the 
mayor’s reorganization of departments was fully passed by 
the Board of Aldermea The reorganization was passed this 
year. 

Among the aldermen who seem to feel that a better job 
could have been done in maintenance are some aldermen 
who put up no fuss when maintenance supplies were cut in 
the budget, nor indeed in other years when new vehicles 
were cut. 

Aid. David Cohen, chairman of the Public Works Com¬ 
mittee for the past two years, commented at last Thur¬ 
sday’s meeting that hereafter if the bonding is passed for 
51.25 million, $300,000 should be put in the budget every year 
for replacement of equipment 

.Aid. Richard Bullwinkle, a candidate for mayor who 


therefore will not be on the Board next year, said the annual 
$300,000 "is obviously too low,” but how many future 
aldermen will agree with him? 

Larson thinks that figure is too low. If that is all that will 
be spent Larson said, "You’re saying all the pieces will last 
30 years.” 

Responding to criticism of his role in letting the public 
works equipment deteriorate and not be replaced, Mayor 
Theodore Mann says he had no proper public works com¬ 
missioner until last year and no plan for maintenance, and 
so did not want to spend money on equipment until he felt 
Larson could handle it 

Some of his detractors and political opponents are 
faulting him at the same time for bonding equipment that 
should have been bought over the years and for not giving 
Larson what Larson feels he needs in the way of equipment 
to do a good job, which would cost over$3 million. 

The Finance Committee will now go into Larson's seven- 
year program, which would cost $8 million.

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housing in compliance with the city's "10 percent or¬ 
dinance." 

That ordinance requires developers to provide low- 
income housing equivalent to 10 percent of the new apart¬ 
ments built by permissive use of the Board. 

A 124-apartment building to be constructed and operated 
by Jewish Community Housing for the Elderly IV was given 
the go-ahead by the Board after two previous attempts at 
getting housing on the Stanton Avenue site had fallen 
through. 

JCHE has acquired the land from the former owner, Dr. 
Edwin Guiney, whose plans for luxury housing for the 
elderly could not get financing. 

Twelve of the JCHE apartments will be leased for low- 
income elderly tenants, 12 will be rented at market rents, 
and 100 apartments will be subsidized by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban Development for low- and 
moderate-income elderly tenants. 

The development will not be restricted to Jewish tenants. 

.Although the Land Use Committee approved a 112-unit 
complex on Nahanton Street, Ward 8, by a 4-3 vote, several 
legal matters need to be taken care of before the proposal is 
voted on by the Board. Final action is expected at the Aug. 
15 Board meeting. 

By then developer Oscar Wasserman must produce a 
deed restriction that will prevent anything other than the 
proposed buildings from being built on the land after 
rezoning is voted. 

Also to be worked out is the composition of a management 
group for the 21 acres which Wasserman will give to the city 
as conservation land, most of which is a wetland.

contemplating the possibility 
of filing an for an abatement of 
$5000-510.000 on the valuation of 
his property because of the 
appearance of the building. 

Eliot Cohen's letter to 
Johnson said that after he had 
discussed the problem with 
Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser, Fraser told him legal 
notice has been sent to the 
owner, and if there is no 
response, "court action will be 
i sought ."

| Cohen's letter continued' "the

Johnson and more than 50 
other signers of the

"This sort of problem would 
never have occurred in Waban 
or any of the higher-income 
neighborhoods, so why here? 
We pay taxes just like anyone 
else." 


Wasserman has proposed complying with the 10 percent 
ordinance by providing housing in existing houses scattered 
across the city. 

Land Use Committee Chairman Eliot Cohen is somewhat 
concerned that all the apartments provided do not end up in 
several two- or three-family houses, thus creating tiny 
ghettos of low-income families. 

Cohen hopes to be able to discuss some of the answers to 
these questions at the Aug. 8 committee meeting. 

A proposal by Aid. Terry Morris to allow conversion of 
single-family to two-family houses in Residence C district, 
when the lot size is sufficient to allow the required number 
of square feet per unit, was denied by a vote of 12 in favor, 
11 opposed. 

A zoning amendment requires 16 votes. 

Morris’ proposal also would have allowed the conversion 
of two-family houses in Private Residence district to oc¬ 
cupancy by more than two families of the lot size provided 
there is enough footage for each units as now specified by 
the zoning ordinances. 

Morris wanted to allow the conversions to prevent 
destruction of housing and its replacement by bigger houses 
or apartment buildings and to preserve the character of the 
city's housing. 

It would allow for more densely populated housing but 
would create no new structures. 

Another measure introduced by Morris, which has been 
languishing in the Board for many months, would have 
required permissive use from the Board of Aldermen 
before the owner of a dwelling could demolish the building. 
It was denied by the Legislation & Rules Committee twice 
and has now been denied by the Board. 



Police, fire 
bargaining 
nears end 
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Hollywood's NBC network is 
alking to the producers of 
Broadway's hottest musical,

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I-abor negotiations for police 
and fire contracts are coming 
down to the wire. 

According to Mayor 
Theodore Manr., police 
negotiations are entering the 
third and last stage of com¬ 
pulsory arbitration. Police 
have turned down a fact¬ 
finder's report recommending 
acceptance of the city’s offer of 
a 5 percent wage increase for 
each year of the two-year 
contract. 

The city offered all em¬ 
ployees unions 5 percent in¬ 
creases last year. Settlement 
was reached with all except 
police and fire. 

The police contract expired 
last July, so any pay increase 
will be retroactive more than 
one year. 

The firefighters are waiting 
for a factfinder's report. 

The state compulsory- 
arbitration law applies only to 
fire and police. It calls for 
three steps — mediation, 
factfinding, and binding ar¬ 
bitration. Each step has a 
prescribed timetable, which 
often cannot be strictly 
adhered to because of demands 
on the arbitrators’ tune. 

Binding arbitration requires 
a "final and best" offer from 
each side. The arbitrator 
selects the offer. 

The School Committee and 
the Newton Teachers' 
Association have no bargaining 
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sessions scheduled, School 
Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said this week. 

The teachers’ contract ex¬ 
pires the end of August, he 
said.

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This gumshoe finds thieves quick to blab

HARTFORD, Conn. fUPI) - 
If you're a worker stealing 
from your company and Mark 
Lipman catches up with you, 
chances are he'U have you 
confessing in three minutes 
flat. 

Private investigator Llpman 
prides himself on case 
preparation and when he walks 
into a factory or store to 
confront a suspect, his un¬ 
dercover agents already might 
have been on the Job for two 
months or longer, 

"They know I've got 'em cold 
when I start laying it out for 
'em," says Lipman, a native of 
Philadelphia, now 74 years old 
and as eager as he was when he 
first trudged into Little Rock in 
19.15. 

He then started what has 
grown into Guardsmark, Inc., 
a security-guard business — 
grossing $25 million annually 
- with offices in 40 cities and 
headquarters in Memphis. 

Eventually, he was bought 
out by his son, Ira, who was 
fingering larcenous salesclerks 
and cashiers for his father at 
the age of 13. Ira would make 
small purchases in department 
stores and shops and then see if 
the purchase was rung up. 

"We caught a lot of dishonest 
clerks that way," says Lip- 
man, nostalgia glazing his 
eyes. 

"Twenty years ago I figure 
that three out of every 10 
employes were stealing from 
their companies. Today, I 
figure it is seven out of 10," he 
says. 

He recalls his Little Rock 
beginnings: "Here I was a guy 
from Philadelphia, still 
wearing a winter suit and it's 
May, 100 degrees, hot as hell, 
and no automobile. 

"Some people I had to in¬ 
vestigate lived in the country. I 
walked gravel roads for miles 
and miles. I hitchhiked, took 
trains, buses, and gradually 
people began to trust me. 

"I wasn’t a wise guy. I didn’t 
know it all. I was humble, and I 
found people gave me more 
information than they would 
some other guy who knew all 
the answers or treated them 
casually." 

He says America’s employes 
are stealing their companies 
blind — an accusation that 
doesn't endear Lipman to the 
labor unions and one which 
could earn him a punch on the 
nose. But no one swings at 
Lipman. 

It's his size and chutzpah 
that saves him. At 5-foot-6, 140 
pounds, he’s a Uttle guy. And 
he says it's part and parcel of 
why most susepcts cave in 
when he hits them head on with 
an accusation that they're 
stealing. 

"The fact that I'm little and 
can accuse a man of stealing 
means that I must have proof. 
Otherwise I would expect him 
to kill me. Since I obviously 
don't expect that, they decide 
to confess instead,” he says. 

People steal anything from 
pants to porterhouse steaks 
and to some even the bible isn't 
sacred. They rip them off, too. 
And the workers aren't the only 
who are doing all the stealing 
either. The swag they steal is 
often sold to their companies'

One thing Lipman has found 
after 42 years In padding 
around after thieves is that the 
guilty are likely to blab once he 
fixes them with his penetrating 
gaze and bites the end off his 
Nicaraguan cigar. 

"The nature of guilt is such 


that they have no choice. Guilt 
is something that everyone in 
the world feels. Everyone. I 
don't care how tough or amoral 
a person considers himself, he 
feels guilt pangs from time to 
time. 

"Everybody is guilty of 
something, and if this guilt 
involves criminal acts, it keeps 


building up. The guilty person 
is constantly thinking, 'When 
are they going to catch up to 
me?’"

of the Delta. 

For a young black girl, it 


took more than bus tare to get 
here from there. 

You might say Marilynn 
Winbush, a bubbly pixie of 23, 
hasn't really arrived yet. She's 
just a "chorus person” in the 
Broadway musical called 
"Your Arms Too Short to Box 
with God." 

But the odds are this petite 


daughter of a small town high 
school teacher will find her 
"place” — as Mlsslsslppians 
put it — at or near the top. 

A critic for one suburban 
New York newspaper, after 
seeing Marilyn sing and dance 
in the chorus of "Seesaw" at a 
Long Island theater, wrote: 

"She has one of the loveliest 


voices you’ll hear around, and 
a perky personality that makes 
you want to take her in your 
arms and give her a big hug 
and a kiss. Watch for this 
name; it has to wind up on 
Broadway, along with some of 
the other members of the 
cast." 

Marilyn, a former beauty 


contest winner, is typical of the 
hundreds of chorus line girls 
who ride buses to New York to 
live in tiny one-room apart¬ 
ments and go through endless 
auditions — fatigued and 
frustrated — perhaps even¬ 
tually landing a small part to 
put food on the table. 

But Marilynn took an 


unlikely route, by way of 
Mississippi State University, a 
statesupported school once 
derided as a "cow college” that 
produced mainly farmers, 
engineers and military officers 
— all white and practically all 
male. 

Marilyn doesn't care much 
about all that. She's a daughter 


of the New South. 

"Protest?" she repeats the 
question during an interview. 
"Not really, no. I had a habit of 
doing what I wanted to do 
anyway." 

And Mississippi State has 
changed with the rest of the 
South. There were almost 600 
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blacks in Marilynn’s freshman 
class. 

Thanks to the $285 a week 
scale she gets for her part in 
"Box," plus another $15 as an 
understudy, Marilyn and her 
roommate have moved into a 
two-bedroom apartment deco¬ 
rated in blue and gold on 
Manhattan's West Side, just a 
block from Central Park. 

The books on her shelf reflect 
the interest of a black student 
in the ‘70s: Alex Haley's 
"Roots,” "The Making of 
Black Revolutionaries," "The 
Negro Mood," "Legal 
Philosophy from Plato to 
Hagel," Edgar Cayce's "Story 
of Kharma," books on yoga, 
karate, Sarah Vaughn and 
opera; and works by Karl 
Marx, Malcolm X and Ghandi. 

It was in late December of 
1975 that Marilynn got on that 
bus in Winona to head for the 
Great White Way, her only 
contact being Phillip Meister, 
director of the New York 
Theatre Conservatory in 
Woodstock where she had 
studied one summer. 

Her credentials were a fine 
soprano voice, a degree in 
communications, part-time 
work as a disc jockey in 
Winona, numerous credits in 
campus productions, and the 
title of Miss Montgomery 
County of 1974. 

(She was also a preliminary 
talent winner and fourth 
alternate in the Miss Mississip¬ 
pi Contest that year.) 

"I didn't even know where I 
was going to stay," she recalls. 
"Mama called Phil and told 
him to take care of me." 

Through Meister she wound 
up on a two-month tour in the 
cast of the New York Theatre 
Company’s productions of 
"The Fantasticks" and "Spoon 
River Anthology," playing 
small theaters in such places 
as Keokuk, Iowa. 

“Then I came back and 
starved for a while," she says. 

"I moved into a one-room 
apartment on 69th street." 

She got some bit parts in off- 
off Broadway shows and then 
"got lucky" and got a two- 
month job doing summer stock 
in Brandon, Vt. Then it was 
back to New York to “do some 
more starving.” 

She was playing “Sophie" in 
the chorus of "Seesaw" at 
Hempstead, L.I., last Novem- * 
ber when the stage manager of 
"Box,” which had been on the 
road for a year, called to say he 
needed a soprano. She 
auditioned and got the part. 

The show opened at the 
Lyceum Theatre Dec. 22. 
Marilynn Winbush had made it 
to Broadway. 

In addition to the daily 
performances, she is also 
spending five hours a day 
rehearsing for another Vin- 
nette Carroll production called 
“Alice." 

She figures she’s lucky and 
can manage just fine on her 
salary, which is meager for 
Manhattan. 

"You would be surprised how 
little I spend," she said. "I eat 
all the time, but I don’t eat 
much. My only expense is for 
rent and clothes. 

"1 ride buses a lot."

Weren’t we all Met fans in 

•69? 

Don't we all secretly dream 
of the Toronto Blue Jays 
making a run on the Yanks, 
Orioles, and our own beloved 
BoSox in the AL east? 

In the same manner, the 
Barnstormers of Newton's 
Babe Ruth League have, in 
their second season of 
existence, become a contender 
for the title.

NEW YORK (UPIl- Indus¬ 
try has begun generating 
electric power in its own plants 
to combat future blackouts, 
says James O'Connor, editor- 
inchief, Power magazine.

A gasless automobile must 
evolve in the next decade or the 
U.S. will risk transportation 
disarray by the year 2000, an 
important federal panel is 
warning. 

In its “most likely" energy 
scenario, the Commerce 
Dept.’s Office of Energy 
Programs says that the key 
factor in avoiding disarray will 
be the ability of auto 
manufacturers to meet 
transportation requirements 
with high-efficiency, non- 
petroleum-burning vehicles. 

If the technology for 
producing such vehicles is not 
available by the late 1980’s, 
OEP says "basic decisions" 
will have to be made regarding 
alternate modes of tran¬ 
sportation for the car-using 
public. The only other option 
would be a national com¬ 
mitment for large-scale con¬ 
version of coal and oil shale to 
gasoline - both highly ex¬ 
pensive processes. 

The Commerce officials did 
not specify that the car of the 
future must be electric- 
powered. They did, however, 
imply as much by saying that a 
far larger percentage of the 
nation's available raw energy 
resources would have to be 
converted to electricity in the 
future. 

In contrast to its dire war¬ 
nings on transportation 
troubles, the report was 
markedly optimistic on 
leveling off the nation's growth 
in energy consumption. It 
forecast an average per capita 
growth of just 1.2 per cent per 
year until the year 2000. Other 
forecasters have offered 
figures up to 4 per cent in 
consumption growth. 

Reasons for the moderated 
growth rate prediction are 

interesting: 

-Consumption patterns have 
changed since the 1973-74 crisis 
and growth rates have 
decreased. 

-Conservation legislation and 
public uwarenfss programs 
will have an increasing impact. 

•Increasing prices will have 
a dampening effect on con¬ 
sumption. 

-Technology in the form of 
energy-saving devices, lighter

materials, and other in¬ 
novations will contribute to 
lower per capita energy use. 

-The nation appears to be 
approaching “energy 
saturation" on a per person 
basis because almost everyone 
who wants energy consuming 
devices (say, autos or air 
conditioners) have them. 

Commerce's researchers 
readily agree that their study 
is flawed in that they made no 
attempt to assess the impact o£ 
specific developments. Rather 
they only studies basic trends 
and weighed them accordingly. 
Additionally, the scenario 
discounted the likelihood of a 
••miracle” technological 
breakthrough that could 
change projections. 

Nevertheless, the OEP of¬ 
ficials are confident in 
predicting that the nation's 
petroleum imports will have to 
continue rising. Energy prices 
will rise too, and economic 
dislocations can be expected. 

This report, like so many 
ttiese days, points to the need 
for more and better planning. 
Dire warnings about the future 
of the gasoline-powered 
automobile may in fact be 
exaggerated. But the report 
may job thought and study 
about this possibility and from 
that may come solutions. 


New bus 
venture 

A hands-across-the-sea 
business deal may put a fleet of 
large passenger buses on the 
U.S. streets by the end of the 
year. Chloride, Inc., a British 
company that has five test 
electric buses running in 
California and three in New 
York, has teamed up with an 
Ohio firm to turn out the 
vehicles on a production line 
basis. 

Chloride and ils Cleveland 
partner, Electric Vehicle 
Associates, say it will take 
them most of the year - ami 
$500,000 - to gel rolling, but that 
they hope to finish at least 20 
buses by December 31. The 40- 
passenger battery-run buses 
will retail for around $70,000 
each.

Tips

President Carter’s goal of a 
10 per cent decline in gasoline 
consumption by 1985 can easily 
be achieved by better public 
motoring habits. 

Car owners can help cut the 
nation's gasoline appetite in 
three areas: car use, operation 
and care. 

USE-For short distances to 
school, church or the shopping 
center, ride a bike, take a bus, 
or walk. Plan multi-stop local 
trips ahead. Backtracking 
costs you fuel and time. 

Carpool. A vehicle with two 
riders is twice as energy- 
efficient as a car with one. And 
sharing the ride isn't just for 
going to work. It can be applied 
to shopping trips, meetings, 
school, sports, etc. 

Avoid traffic jams. If your 
schedule permits, drive during 
late morning or early af¬ 
ternoon when vehicle flow is 
light. When possible, drive 
when it’s dry. Wet pavement 
demands more power to reach 
a comfortable speed. 

OPERATION-For every five 
miles over 50, there is a loss of 
one mile to the gallon. 
Actually, the most economical 
speed is 45 mph. More fuel is 
consumed below 35 than at 45. 
Also, a steady foot on the ac¬ 
celerator can do wonders. 
Consider a speed control, 
which allows the driver to pre¬ 
set the speed and hold it 
regardless of terrain. 

Idling. Your car delivers 
zero miles to the gallon when 
the motor is running and the 
wheels are not. Just 30 seconds 
of idling consumes as much 
gasoline as you might use to 
start your car. 

Fast starts. Don't slump on 
the accelerator when the signal 
turns “green," and coast to a 
stop when it turns "red." And, 
if you can gauge your speed to 
make the green lights mot the 
yellows), miles per gallon will 
improve.

Christine Andreas and 
David-James Carroll in the title roles 
were adequate, nothing more, nothing 
less.

Mr. Carroll is too fragile a Curly and 
lacks the robust quality of the role. Vo¬ 
cally he had a habit of straying from 
pitch. He looked more like a "high 
school" senior in the final performance 
of the scholastic year. He does not seem 
comfortable in the role. The only real 
professional performance in the com¬ 
pany was the Aunt Eller of Jane Rose 
who knew what "Oklahoma" was all 
about. Another fine performance was 
that of David Lee Taylor as Will Parker. 
The Ado Annie Carnes of Barbara 
Miles, lacked the vitality and vivacity 
this delightful role requires. It did not 
have the punch. The choreography of 
Loi Leabo was undistinguished and bore 
no likeness to the original DeMille pat¬ 
terns. This musical depends much on 
the dancing as part of the story line and 
in this production it just did not coor¬ 
dinate. The wonderful story is there as 
well as the now "classic" music, but this 
Americana "gift-package" remains 
untied.

Now at the South Shore Music 
Circus we had a musical revue that fea¬ 
tured — Myron Floren and the Law¬ 
rence Welk Stars. If this type of variety 
show is your cup of tea and according to 
the advance sales, there were a tremen¬ 
dous amount of "tea-drinkers" — there 
was plenty of cream and sugar. The 
revue starred Guy and Ralna, Bobby 
and Cissy, Sandi, Gail and Mary Lou, 
Anacani and Ken Delo. They did all the 
things they do on the idiot box and 
more. I will grant this (by audience 
watching) the "stars" do have some 
hypnotic charisma that totally en¬ 
chants the viewers. They do know how 
to "package and sell". I guess one could 
chalk it up to "show business" and th^ 
wonder of it all. What they do, each in 
their respective areas, they do well and 
routinely. Pat Principe, the musical 
director gave excellent backing and the 
South Shore Music Circus orchestra 
never sounded so good. Who said the 
American syndrome of "apple pie and 
peaches and cream" was extinct? I'll 
take tea black and see!!

V iennese waltzing was first in¬ 
troduced in Boston by Mrs. 
Harrison Gray Otis, Jr., a So¬ 
ciety belle of the period, and at 
that time it was called an "indecorous 
exhibition." Waltzing became really 
popular when Johanne Strauss played 
in Boston for the International Peace 
Jubilee in 1872. He composed the "Jub¬ 
ilee Waltz" especially for the occasion. 
Enthusiasm for the dance waxed and 
waned during subsequent decades, and 
with the advent of the Jazz Age, the fox¬ 
trot, tango, and the Charleston, was all 
but obliterated. 

In 1934 Mrs. E. Schier Welch and the 
late Mr. Welch revived the dance in the 
drawing room of their Louisburg Square 
home. Music was furnished by Phono¬ 
graph records, and guests were re¬ 
quired to wear formal attire. Soon sub¬ 
scription dances were organized by the 
late Mrs. Russell Howell in the lovely 
Ballroom of the Somerset Hotel. Later 
they moved to the ballroom of The Cop¬ 
ley Plaza, and are still held there where 
all ages from 18 up whirl to three-quar¬ 
ter time under the crystal chandeliers. 
For many years the thermostat in the 
ballroom has been set up 62 degrees for 
the Waltz Evenings for Viennese waltz¬ 
ing is quite a warm-up. Formal invita¬ 
tions to the series include a note "Lad¬ 
ies must wear evening gown suitable for 
waltzing; gentlemen white or black tie."

T he poetic landscapes of Ro¬ 
bert Kipniss are dreams which 
lead us to discover the special 
unity of man and nature, a 
realization so poignant they arouse in 
most viewers a sense that they know 
that particular place, that once they 
were there.
